Power and 
balance 


: T’S REMARKABLE what death 





will do for a guy’s reputation. For 

most of his life, I.F. Stone was a 
thorn in the side of the news-media 
establishment, a journalist who was 
never afraid to get involved in his 
stories, who provided a sharp and 
unabashed challenge to whimpering 
reporters and editors who hid their 
love for the wealthy and powerful 
behind the banner of ‘‘objectivity.’’ 

He drove them all nuts, because he 
kept getting the facts right, kept tell- 
ing the truth, kept digging up impor- 
tant stories the major media couldn’t 
seem to find. His journalistic prin- 
ciple was simple: Raise hell, put the 
power of language behind your beliefs 
— but first, get the facts. 

Izzy Stone was not the kind of guy 
who endeared himself to the manage- 
ment of the New York Times, but 
when he died June 18th at 81, the 
Times ran an emotional editorial 
praising Stone’s ‘‘independent think- 
ing,”’ “‘courage’’ and ‘‘diligence.’’ 

“Objectivity’’ is still a double stan- 
dard, as Steve Stallone points out in a 
Press Box column on page 14. Major 
news media recently poured out praise 
for brave Chinese journalists who set 
their pens (and objectivity) aside to 
join the demonstrators in Tiananmen 
Square. 

Back home, though, the Washington 
Post won’t let its reporters march in 
an abortion-rights rally — and those 
same journalists who cheered their 
Chinese counterparts in Beijing 
dismiss I.F. Stone-style alternative 
press stories as ‘‘paranoid conspiracy 
theories’’ and ‘‘advocacy journalism’’ 
that lacks ‘‘balance.’’ 

Here in San Francisco, it’s reaching 
a new level of absurdity: The Chroni- 
cle has decided that it should, indeed, 
start taking an active role in major 
civic issues — so the paper has 
(according to its own reports) invested 
in a big commercial aquarium project 
slated for Pier 39. 

Instead of exposing how Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown may be using his 
elected office to enrich his private law 
clients, the Chron jumps on the band- 
wagon. And instead of demanding 
that Brown reveal the details of his 
role in the project, the paper is pro- 
tecting his secrecy by blacking out the 
stories at home and refusing to sup- 
port litigation or aggressive lobbying 
against Brown’s secrecy in Sacramento. 

Did Brown offer the Chron a piece 
of the action in exchange for 
favorable treatment? Has the Ex- 
aminer ignored the entire story to 
protect the interests of its JOA part- 
ner? Well, the folks at the Chron still 
aren’t talking (I keep calling and leav- 
ing questions for Phelps Dewey, the 
assistant to Publisher Dick Thieriot, 
but he won’t return my calls). 

And the Ex? Well, just a few weeks 
ago, on June 8th, columnist Rob 
Morse put forth the party line when 
he described a telephone snafu that 
had the Chron’s Peter Thieriot con- 
nected by mistake to the Ex’s city 
desk. ‘‘See, Bay Guardian,”’ he 
noted. ‘‘It’s not a conspiracy, it’s 
just confusion.’’

Willie and the watchdogs 


first called on the California Fair Political Prac- 

tices Commission, the state Bar Association and 
the Legislature’s ethics committee to look into con- 
flicts of interest involving Speaker Willie Brown’s 
role as private attorney and public official. 

Brown, we had learned, had introduced legisla- 
tion that could have helped one of his private law 
clients, Southern Pacific, grab a piece of state land 
it needed for its Mission Bay project. 

But nobody at any of the agencies charged with 

“ regulating California’s lawyers and politicians seemed 
to consider the problem terribly serious. One by 
one, they found some reason to duck theissue. One 
by one, they let the speaker off the hook. 

In the course of investigating the Brown-SP con- 
flict, we (along with the San Jose Mercury News) 
discovered a few glaring loopholes in the state’s 
political reform laws and in the state Bar Associa- 
tion’s ethics code (see ‘‘Holding Willie Brown ac- 
countable,’’ Bay Guardian, 3/21/84). 

The landmark Political Reform Act of 1974 for- 
bids state legislators who are lawyers from acting 
on legislation that could financially affect their 
private clients. But the act exempts those legislators 
from any penalties — and because there are no 
penalties, the FPPC refuses to investigate conflict- 
of-interest cases. 

Meanwhile, the American Bar Association’s 
model ethics code states that a lawyer who is also a 
legislator should not “‘use his public position to ob- 
tain, or attempt to obtain, a special advantage for 
himself or for a client.’’ Bar associations in 47 states 
have adopted that provision as policy — but Cali- 
fornia (along with Alabama and Georgia) has not. 

The situation, we said, was intolerable. It still is. 
Nothing has changed. 

If anything, the conflicts just get worse — and 
the speaker just gets bolder, and the failures of the 
state watchdog agencies just get more obvious and 
more alarming. 

In fact, one of the only things that seems to have 
changed is that the San Francisco Chronicle 
(which, along with the Examiner, failed consistently 
to cover Brown’s conflicts over the years) may now 
have a tangible, visible motive for supporting with 
silence the speaker’s transgressions. In the latest 
(and perhaps most egregious) instance of Brown’s 
lawyer-legislator conflict, Chronicle Publishing Co. 
has, by its own account, a direct financial interest. 

In 1989, as in 1984, nobody seems to want to blow 
the whistle, to take on the speaker and put an end to 
a pattern of political sleaze that threatens the integ- 
rity of the Legislature and the future of the Democrat- 
ic Party and the progressive agenda in California. 

As Jim Balderston reports on page 8, oversight 
agencies like the state Bar Association, the legislative 
ethics committee and the FPPC say they won’t move 
against Brown until someone files a complaint. 
And no public officials or citizen activists appear will- 
ing to risk the powerful speaker’s wrath by going on 
record as his accuser. 

In 1989, as in 1984, perhaps only an independent 
weekly in San Francisco is willing to ask the reluctant 
watchdogs to start doing their jobs. They need a com- 
plaint? Fine: We’re complaining. 


T: PARTICULARS of our complaint are 


{ T’S BEEN more than five years now since we 


remarkably similar to what they were in 

1984: 
® Brown has put himself in a clear and obvious 
conflict-of-interest situation. Brown, as speaker of 
the Assembly, has introduced a bill (AB 1580) that 
may have helped remove a major roadblock to a de- 
velopment project one of his private law clients 
(Underwater World) is trying to get approved in San 
Francisco. The project, a commercial aquarium 
slated for Pier 39, would (a city study shows) cost the 
Steinhart Aquarium, a non-profit educational insti- 
tution in Golden Gate Park, as much as $400,000 a 
year in lost visitor revenue. 

The California Academy of Sciences, which 
operates Steinhart, initially opposed the project. 
After Brown introduced his bill (and the developer 
agreed to pay an annual stipend for eight years to 
Steinhart), the academy dropped its opposition. 
® Brown has kept the entire situation under a tight 
veil of secrecy. By law, the speaker had to disclose 
on his state economic-interest forms that Under- 


water World (a consortium of largely out-of-town 
investors led by the Bass Brothers of Texas and 
Questar of New Zealand) paid his law firm more 
than $10,000 in fees last year. But he refuses to 
disclose any further information — information 
that could demonstrate whether or not he violated 
the Political Reform Act or other ethics laws when 
he introduced AB 1580. He won’t say, for exam- 
ple, exactly how much he is charging Underwater 
World, or reveal the nature of the work he is doing 
to earn those fees. Nor will he, or his client, or the 
Academy of Sciences, release the details of the 
agreement under which the academy dropped its 
opposition to the new aquarium. 

® The issue goes far beyond the legal technicalities 
of Brown’s dealings with one particular law client. 
Brown is not the only legislator who practices law 
(or medicine, or insurance sales, or another profes- 
sion) while serving as an elected official. For exam- 
ple, all of Brown’s San Francisco colleagues — 
state Senators Milton Marks and Quentin Kopp 
and Assemblyman John Burton — also have private 
law practices. All of them have, or could, run into 
conflicts of interest. All except Kopp refuse to 
disclose the full list of their clients, the fees they are 
paid and the nature of the work they do. 

San Francisco suffers when its legislators play 
these double roles: Underwater World would not 
be the first unnecessary, badly planned, en- 
vironmentally and fiscally disastrous project to win 
approval in part because of the lobbying efforts of 
a Willie Brown, a John Burton or a Milton Marks. 

Brown’s other clients include PG&E, Olympia 
and York, Santa Fe and Norcal Solid Waste Man- 
agement, which has the city’s garbage franchise. 
Brown’s representation of Norcal has also raised 
conflict questions (see Bay Guardian, 3/8/89). 

In 19839, as in 1984, in an effort to begin making 
Brown and the Legislature more accountable to the 
public, we are calling for the following: 

@ The FPPC and the Legislative ethics committee 
should immediately open investigations into 
Brown’s potential lawyer-legislator conflict on AB 
1580. The question of penalties is irrelevant: What 
the public deserves is a full and open inquiry that 
will force the speaker’s actions into the sunlight. 
B District Attorney Arlo Smith, who wants to be 
state attorney general, should investigate possible 
criminal violations of the Political Reform Act. 

@ The Bar Association should adopt the ABA’s 
model code, or another similar code, to ban this 
type of real or potential lawyer-legislator conflict. 
® Brown and all of his colleagues in Sacramento 
should make public the full list of their private 
clients, the exact fees they earn and the nature of the 
work they do. If they can’t handle that type of dis- 
closure, they should stay out of public office. If the 
legislators continue to balk, citizen groups should 
consider an initiative to force full disclosure. 

@ The City Planning Commission should refuse to 
act on the Underwater World proposal, and the 
Legislature should refuse to consider AB 1580, un- 
til all of the relevant questionsare answered and the 
investigations are complete. 

These moves are at least five years overdue. The 
excuses were lame and foolish in 1984, and they are 
even more lame and foolish today. At the risk of 
sounding like a broken record, we repeat (and repeat 
yet again): Who’s unafraid of Willie Brown? Is 
there anyone out there? Anyoneat all? a 


PS1: The continued refusal of the Chronicle to cover in detail 
the Brown aquarium conflict raises a number of impertinent ques- 
tions for Chronicle Publisher Dick Thieriot, Executive Editor Bill 
German and the rest of the paper’s news and publishing crew: 

1. Is the Chron really an investor in the project, as the paper 
itself reported June 4th? Or was that report a mistake, as the devel- 
oper’s spokespeople insist (see Bay Guardian, 6/14/89)? 

Why has there been no clarification, explanation or correction? 
Why won’t anyone from Thieriot’s office come to the phone and 
answer this basic question? 
2. Did Brown suggest to the developers that they bring the 
Chronicle in on the project to assure news and editorial support 
Srom the Chron and its JOA partner, the Ex? What other projects 
are the local dailies involved in? Is the Chron’s involvement or 
potential involvement in the project the reason the paper hasn’t 
made an issue of Brown’s conflict? Will the Chron come clean — 
and call for Brown to come clean —so we can judge for ourselves? 
3. If the Ex/Chron JOA was supposed to preserve daily news- 
paper competition, why won't the Ex report on the Chron’s possi- 
ble involvement in Underwater World? 


PS2: We're sending this editorial, along with our past stories, to 
all the oversight agencies above, plus the San Francisco grand jury, 
and asking them to investigate. We’ll keep you posted.

Maltese Grill chef talks back 


. Ihave had harsher reviews written about me dur- 
ing the past years by better critics. I have been the 
target of more critical reviews written by more opin- 
ionated writers. And oftentimes, the restaurants 
and I have learned from these people, however pain- 
ful it may have been to read something negative. 

But now I am angry. A critic has a responsibility 
to be accurate, and when an ill-informed critic 
demonstrates a lack of integrity and a newspaper 
violates journalistic ethics by printing articles by 
her or him, something must be said. 

The review of The Maltese Grill by Janet Hazen 
in the May 31st issue of your paper is an example of 
poorly written, unfair, inaccurate reviewing prac- 
tices. To say our escabeche is made with jalapenos 
is a glittering example of not checking facts. We do 
not even have these chiles in the restaurant. And 
with this “‘knowledge”’ of food, this ‘‘familiarity’’ 
of ingredients, she has the audacity to tell the 
reader this dish is not authentic. 

She also gives the wrong location — The Maltese 
Grill is not between Second and Third streets; we 
are between New Montgomery and Third. And 
again Ms. Hazen gives wrong information: We 
don’t serve Acme Bread; our bread comes from 
Fran Gage’s Patisserie Francaise in San Francisco. 

Ms. Hazen thinks our menu is overpriced. Why 
not mention the cost of the items and let the reader 
determine if the value is fair? 

For a food reviewer to eat in a dining room one 
time, and to order only three items, is ridiculous. 
Most good critics visit two and sometimes three 
times, ordering from the entire menu. 

Usually this includes appetizers, salads, entrees, 
desserts and coffees. As a reviewer, there is an obliga- 
tion to give the reader an overview of the menu. 

Food critics with tittle or no food knowledge 
seem common throughout the newspaper industry 
— most prefessional chefs, restaurateurs and 
waiters know this. But many readers may not. 
They depend on these writers to help guide them by 
means of thoughtful, fair writing. 

Bay Guardian editors, please have the standards 
and decency to force your reporters to check all 
their facts before printing inaccuracies. And if you 
do insist on saying whatever you want, flagrantly 
disregarding facts, at least spell my name right.

Janet Hazen responds: Ms. Shaw states that 
“Food critics with little or no food knowledge 
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seem common throughout the newspaper indus- 
try.”’ [have been in the food and beverage business 
Sor 13 years. I hold a two-year degree from hotel 
and restaurant school in addition to a bachelor of 
arts degree. I have worked as a food stylist and a 
restaurant and catering consultant, and have hada 
small catering business off and on for the last 12 
years. My last kitchen position was at Greens in 
Fort Mason, where I was assistant chef. I have two 
cookbooks published by Aris Books and am cur- 
rently working on a third for Chronicle Books. I 
have a bimonthly column in the San Jose Mercury- 
News and do freelance writing for Bon Appetit and 
Cooking Light magazines. I also teach at several 
Bay Area cooking schools. 

I did not eat at the Maltese Grill one time. We 
dined there two times, once in the dining room and 
the second time at the bar. I offered a wide range of 
choices from the menu — seven different items 
plus two different bottles of wine — and I did list 
prices, as I do in every review. 

As for the error regarding the bread: I specif- 
ically asked if it was Fran Gage bread, as this 
bakery and Acme both offer a couple of breads 
that have a similar style (I always ask because, 
Srankly, Ican’t tell them apart if they’re not side by 
side). The server thought the bread was Acme, and 
when I asked her to check, she returned from the 
kitchen with the information that it was Acme.

Ms. Shaw states that her establishment uses no 
Jalapeno peppers. Any hot green pepper I have 
ever seen that is approximately 3/4-inch around 
with a firm texture and dry seeds has been called a 
Jalapeno. At any rate, the abundance of these pep- 
pers made the dish extremely hot — not “‘mild,’’ as 
listed on the menu. 

I listed the Maltese Grill as being situated be- 
tween Second and Third streets so that people who 
are unfamiliar with New Montgomery would have 
a clear reference point. The major cross streets are 
Second and Third. 

Finally, I apologize for the misspelling of Ms. 
Shaw’s first name. Perhaps it was the same host who 
didn’t know the name of the performer one evening 

who gave me the incorrect spelling when I called.

SMALL VICTORY 
IN WAR ON 
LEGISLATIVE 
SECRECY 


UNDER PRESSURE from the Society of 
Professional Journalists and the California 
Society of Newspaper Editors, the state 
Senate Rules Committee voted 4-0 June 
16th to adopt guidelines to reduce the 
amount of time spent in executive session. 

Open-government advocates called the 
move a major step forward, but said it 
does not apply to the entire Legislature 
and is not as binding as it needs to be. 

“‘We’re glad to see them make what we 
think is a good-faith effort toward 
putting more of their decision-making in 
the sunshine,”’ said Dan Carson, president 
of the Central Chapter of the Society of 
Professional Journalists. 

But Carson called on the Legislature to 
adopt a formal rule that complies with the 
open-meeting provisions of Proposition 24, 
the voter-approved 1984 Legislative 
Reform Act. Or at the very least, he told 


. the Bay Guardian, it should agree to 


match the standards of openness it set for 
other state and local agencies under the 
Ralph M. Brown Act. 

“*As far as we’re concerned, this issue is 
far from over,”’ he said. 

Under the new policy, the committee, 
which spends more time in executive ses- 
sion than any other legislative body, must 
meet in public when discussing committee 
assignments, benefits such as medical and 
dental insurance for senators or Senate 
employees, senators’ car lease allowances, 
employees’ cost-of-living raises and 
research contracts. 

Committee chairman David Roberti 
(D-Hollywood), said the new policy does 
not require action by the full Senate. 

However, Bert Robinson, capitol corres- 
pondent for the San Jose Mercury News, 
told the Bay Guardian the full Senate 
should adopt a formal open-meetings rule. 
If it did, he said, a Senate vote would be 
needed to set aside the rule and anyone 
attending a meeting in violation of the rule 
could be charged with a misdemeanor. 

Roberti’s press secretary, Bob Forsyth, 
acknowledged the guidelines did not 
contain sanctions. However, he told the 
Bay Guardian the committee ‘‘cannot 
amend or change this policy unless it is 
done in open meeting.” 

Carson had originally asked Roberti to 
amend his proposed joint rules to limit 
executive sessions in both the Senate and 
the Assembly. 

Forsyth said, ‘‘One important con- 
sideration was what we can do for our 
house immediately and what is politically 
and pragmatically possible. We hope that 
by example the Assembly would do what 
the Senate Rules Committee has done.”’ 

However, Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown has been a strong defender of closed 
sessions and Capitol insiders say he is 
unlikely to change his attitude. 

Carson became the point person for the 
campaign against legislative secrecy a few 
weeks ago when the California First 
Amendment Coalition, a statewide coalition 
of media organizations, decided it would 
not sue the Legislature at the time. The 
coalition advocated attempting to find a 
political solution first, but as a tax-exempt 
organization it could not lobby. The only 


print-media group with a paid lobbyist, 
the California Newspaper Publishers Asso- 
ciation, has backed away from the issue. 
SPJ has received some help from the 
California Society of Newspaper Editors, 
which resolved at its annual meeting in 
Sacramento June 10th to urge the 
Legislature to adopt the standards of the 
Brown Act. — Craig McLaughlin 


DA REVIEWS 
BROWN'S ROLE 
IN AQUARIUM 
NEGOTIATIONS 


THE SAN Francisco District Attorney’s 
Office is reviewing information published 
in a May 3tst Bay Guardian story con- 
cerning a possible criminal violation of 
state conflict-of-interest laws by Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown. 

Deputy District Attorney Peter Aviles, 
chief of special operations, told the Bay 
Guardian that one of his assistants, 
George Beckwith, ‘‘is reviewing the 
material to see if we should do a 
full investigation.”’ 

The May story revealed that last March 
Brown introduced legislation that could 
affect one of his private law clients. The 
bill, AB 1580, would provide for as much 
as $2 million in matching state funds 
for the California Academy of Sciences, 
which operates the Steinhart Aquarium in 
Golden Gate Park. 

Brown introduced the bill while his law of- 
fice was representing Underwater World, a de- 
velopment group that has proposed a contro- 
versial commercial aquarium project at Pier 
39. The project’s opponents — until recently 
— included the Academy of Sciences. 

If Arlo Smith does not start to take on 
Brown, one of the state’s most powerful 
politicians, it is likely that no one else will. 
The Attorney General’s Office will not look 
into the case unless the local DA deter- 
mines it is too much for his office, Christie 
Mullen, a spokeswoman for Attorney 
General John Van de Kamp, told the Bay 
Guardian. 

None of the other city or state agencies 
that might investigate the matter — the 
state Bar Association, the Fair Political 
Practices Commission, the Legislative 
Counsel’s Office or the Joint Committee 
on Legislative Ethics — has taken any 
steps to do so. 

Barbara Heller of the state bar told the 
Bay Guardian that the organization was 
not looking into the matter. 

Sandra Michioku, a spokeswoman for 
the FPPC, did not return phone calls at 
press time, but she has indicated in the 
past that the agency does not consider the 
matter a serious violation of FPPC regu- . 
lations and that it almost certainly would 
not be investigated. 

Jack Horton of the Legislative 
Counsel’s Office told the Bay Guardian 
that any investigation, opinion, advice or 
consultation on the matter would not be 
made public. 

Nobody at the Joint Committee on 
Legislative Ethics returned Bay Guardian 
phone calls by press time. 

Smith’s office has not actively pursued 
political corruption cases in the past 
(although he did go after Brown’s old 
friend, haberdasher Wilkes Bashford). But 
Smith is running for the Attorney General’s 
Office, and would have to pick up a sizable

portion of Southern California voters to 
have any hope of winning the race. That 
would mean cutting into the support for 
Los Angeles DA Ira Reiner. 

A prosecution of Brown could give 
Smith some added credibility in the south, 
where polls consistently show the speaker 
is not popular.

TO EDDIE 
HATCHER, 
EVEN SF'S JAIL 
LOOKS GOOD 


EDDIE HATCHER doesn’t want to go 
home to North Carolina. 

Not that the 31-year-old Native 
American activist finds his present 
residence — an overcrowded jail cell on 
the seventh floor of San Francisco’s Hall 
of Justice — especially congenial. But for 
Hatcher, stepping over 15 people crammed 
into a space built for ten is preferable to 
the immediate alternative: facing a state 
law-enforcement system that, he says, 
wants to see him dead. Hatcher’s crime, as 
he describes it, was attempting to expose 
what he believes is a major cocaine 
importing operation in his native Robeson 
County — one that he charges has ties to 
the local Sheriff’s Office. 

Hatcher attracted national news-media 
attention last year when he and another 
Native American, 20-year-old musician 
and dance instructor Tim Jacobs, staged 
an armed takeover of the local daily news- 
paper, the Robesonian. The goal, Hatcher 
says, was to dramatize his discoveries. The 
takeover ended peacefully, nobody was 
injured and Hatcher and Jacobs were 
acquitted by a federal court. 

But North Carolina filed new charges — 
14 counts of kidnapping — and, fearing 
his life was in danger, Hatcher fled, first to 
an Indian reservation in Idaho, then to the 
Soviet Consulate in San Francisco, which 
refused him asylum. Hatcher was arrested 
here three months ago. He is scheduled to 
appear in Superior Court on Friday, June 
30th, to argue against extradition. 

The saga began in early 1988, when 
Hatcher came into the possession of what 
he says are detailed maps showing the 
locations in Robeson County where 
cocaine is stored and sold. In a recent 
interview in the San Francisco jail, 
Hatcher said he believed that local 
sheriff’s deputies were involved in the 
cocaine trade, and since they knew he had 
the maps, he felt his life was in danger. 

After the newspaper takeover, North 
Carolina officials agreed to investigate 
Hatcher’s charges. But, Hatcher says, 
“investigators never set foot’’ in the county. 

Hatcher has much more to tell — about the 
unsolved deaths of numerous Native Ameri- 
cans and blacks in Robeson County, about 
drug sales and official corruption in North 
Carolina and about the life of an activist he 
now calls a “desperate man’’: himself. 

But with his extradition in the hands of 
Governor George Deukmejian, Hatcher’s 
chances of staying in California — and, ac- 
cording to him, of staying alive to keep tell- 
ing his story — do not look terribly good.

BERKELEY'S 
SEARCH FEE 
MAY VIOLATE 
RECORDS LAW 


THE BERKELEY City Manager’s Office 
has ruled that anyone who requests a public 
document must pay a fee for the time it 
takes a city employee to find the document. 

Charging such a fee appears to violate 
the California Public Records Act, 
according to Terry Francke, an attorney 
with the California Newspaper Publishers 
Association and an expert on state public 
records law. 

The policy, disseminated to all city 
departments last month, instructs depart- 
ment heads to charge for “‘staff time re- 
quired for searching or researching doc- 
uments, or preparing confidential doc- 
uments for duplication purposes. . .at a rate 
of $16 an hour, with a minimum fee of $3. 
The first ten minutes of staff time are free. 
This overhead charge is in addition to the 
charges for copying documents.”’ The regu- 
lation also suggests the fee can be waived 
when a department head ‘‘determines that a 
charge would be inappropriate.”’ 

The California Public Records Act, 
however, directs government agencies to 
charge only ‘‘fees covering direct costs of 
duplication, or a statutory fee, whichever 
is applicable.” 

The new regulation is already coming 
under fire, and Jylana Collins of the 
Berkeley City Attorney’s Office told the 
Bay Guardian she is writing a legal opinion 
supporting the regulation. She admitted 
there has been no test case in the state on 
this issue, but plans to cite another case, 
Shippen vs. DMV, which involved a public 
entity’s right to charge for actual costs in 
duplicating records. 

Collins said the city is charging only for 
staff time spent researching and preparing 
documents for duplication. She questioned 
whether the ‘‘direct costs of duplication’’ 
wording means ‘‘xeroxing them only or 
what it takes us to get those records to the 
duplicating machine. As long as we are 
charging the actual costs to the city and 
not an excess cost, we are in compliance 
with the law.”” 

Francke disagreed, pointing outthat the 
statute could have talked about recouping 
all costs of making the records available, 
but instead simply refers to direct costs of 
duplication. ‘‘The failure to specify search 
fees or preparation costs is intentional,’’ he 
told the Bay Guardian, noting that a former 
version of the law did say agencies could 
recoup all costs of making records avail- 
able, but was amended in 1981 to allow for 
only the direct costs of duplication. 

Collins told the Bay Guardian that 
before instituting the new regulation, 
Berkeley surveyed seven other East Bay 
cities and found that four of them, El 
Cerrito, Fremont, Alameda and Hayward, 
had similar search-fee policies. ‘“We’re not 
alone in doing it this way,’’ she said. 

Francke scoffed at this line of 
reasoning. ‘‘The fact that four or 400 or 
4,000 cities are doing it has nothing to do 
with its legality, any more than does the 
fact that at various times slavery and other 
dubious practices have been fairly 
universal,’’ he said.

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GAY MATTERS 


The Lesbian/Gay Word Police

Y POLITICALLY correct comrades insist on 
hy bestowing on it the unwieldy title Lesbian/Gay 

Freedom Day. I prefer gay day. But by any name, it’s 
that one time of year when we homosexuals (an old-style but 
still all-encompassing term) come together to celebrate our 
pride, our diversity, our urge for freedom and a few hard- 
won rights. 

In the spirit of all that pride, diversity and freedom, I think 
it’s time once again to demand liberation from those 
purveyors of — dare I say it — queer thinking: The Lesbian/ 
Gay Word Police. 

You know them. They’re the people who relentlessly 
pursue violators of politically correct language (‘‘Don’t say 
queen, say gay man’’) even though their efforts often divert 
attention from more serious matters. 

But before I begin I must make a confession. I am a gay 
white man. For the sake of this article I wish I could tell you 
I’m a physically challenged, African-American lesbian 
parent. I do not make that suggestion in order to ridicule. I 
recognize that my social status calls into question my creden- 
tials to write this opinion piece. But I’m also a professional 
journalist. From that perspective, I see the tyrannies of PC 
language and the fuzzy thinking it invites. 

These days the cutting edge of the politics of semantics 
comes in the AIDS arena. Though not all the pushers of PC 
AIDS language are homosexuals, they certainly swell the 
ranks. And they bring with them years of practice from the 
sometimes Alice-In-Wonderland world of gay politics. 

Perhaps the most blatant instance of this silliness occurred 
at the recent Fifth International Conference on AIDS in 
Montreal. Journalists I know were astounded when the 
Canadian AIDS Society handed out a style sheet of accep- 
table phrases worthy of Pravda or the Pentagon. 

The self-appointed language vigilantes decreed in one 
instance that ‘‘dementia,’’ one of the most horrifying AIDS 
diseases would henceforth be the more palatable ‘“‘HIV- 
related organic brain disease.”’ 

The society, however, didn’t specify how many published 
incantations of the PC phrase were required to relieve the 
demented of their terrifying symptoms. 

The seemingly prudish society also decided to gussy up the 
image of the world’s oldest profession, declaring that 
“prostitutes”? were now ‘‘sex industry workers.’’ And, of 
course, they banished the terribly incorrect ‘‘AIDS victim’’ 
in favor of ‘‘person with AIDS.” : 

A note to all you fashionable phrase victims: Some outre 
AIDS groups are now agitating to change ‘‘person with 
AIDS” to ‘person living with AIDS.” No one has yet sug- 
gested that AIDS corpses might be called ‘“‘bodies resting 
from AIDS,” but perhaps we only need wait for inspiration 
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to strike some PC phrasemaker. 

At the conference this obsession with semantics over 
substance took its most bizarre form, one journalist who was 
there told me, during an opening speech by the ambassador 
from Barbados. The Third World woman found herself 
roundly booed by mostly white, male, North American 
activists for committing the unpardonable crime of using 
“AIDS victim’’ several times in her speech. 


a legitimate understanding of how power politics is 

played. Often half a political battle is won if you can 
force an opponent to debate not only on your terms but with 
your terminology. 

It’s also an age-old, though I believe tedious, rite of 
earnest political movements. 

In the Boston publication Gay Community News, Cindy 
Rizzo explained it, writing, ‘‘All movements in their initial 
stages wrestle with semantics. In our community, we moved 
away from terms like ‘homosexual’ and instead adopted the 
words ‘gay’ and ‘lesbian.’ In this way we took control over 
the language being used to describe us and began to create 
our own positive identity as a people.”’ 

Still, the Word Police might be better off if they chose their 
opponents more carefully. Too often they seem more con- 
cerned — as they did at the AIDS conference — with 
screeching at the converted than with persuading the uncon- 
vinced. 

What’s more, Rizzo can’t seem to resist playing with the 
historical record. Perhaps it’s picking a nit, but ‘‘gay’’ and 
“Jesbian’’ were not adopted to replace “Shomosexual’’?’ — 
only gay was. 

In fact, in the late 1970s gay men and lesbians argued 
themselves silly over what I refer to as the lesbian slash term. 
By the early 1980s almost every PC gay group around was 
changing its name, the Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day Parade 
becoming one of the most prominent local examples. 

To besure, lesbians did have legitimate grievances. For too 
long gay men had often ignored their concerns. But it’s 
unlikely the name changes alone made the mass of gay men 
more sympathetic to lesbian issues. Something much more 
real — the AIDS epidemic — caused the now far more genial 
relationship between lesbians and gay men. 

One can only imagine what the Word Police might have 
thought about our much-celebrated Stonewall forebears. The 
largely drag queen and Puerto Rican homosexuals, whose 
dust-up with the police marked the start of the gay lib move- 
ment, were not given to PC phraseology. They were the kind of 
people who referred to most everybody as “‘girl.’”’ If the Word 
Police had been around then, their proscriptive activities prob- 
ably would have given a whole new meaning the phrase 
‘*get her.’’

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


The Sacramento Union 
published a story June 11th 
that demonstrated once again 
how political corruption 
flourishes when newspapers 
turn their backs.The Union 
story exposes events that took 
place eight years ago — but 
San Francisco's two daily 
papers (the Examiner and 
Chronicle) and Sacramento's 
largest daily (the Bee) have 
never managed to dig the 
story out. 

The Union revealed that, in 
1981, political consultant 
Richie Ross, then working as 
Assembly Speaker Willie , 
Brown's ‘‘right-hand man,’’ 
arranged what the Union 
called ‘cozy Capitol 
remodeling deals." 

Ross first arranged for a 
small Sacramento contracting 
firm to remodel his own home 
at apparently cut-rate prices, 
then got the firm into the lucra- 
tive ‘remodel our new offices” 
trade in the Capitol building. 

The contracting firms, Ward 
and Ward Builders and R.L. 
Ward, have been paid more 
than $3.4 million for Capitol 
remodeling work to date. 

That was a far cry from the 
$13,000 job they did on Ross's 
private home in Sacramento 
back in 1981. The Union story 
reported that several longtime 
contractors said the Ross 
house-remodeling job was sub- 
stantially underpriced. One esti- 
mated the value of the job as 
$45,000, the other as $80,000. 

The story raises the ques- 
tion of whether Ross arranged 
for a cut-rate deal for his own 
remodeling in exchange for 
lucrative remodeling jobs at 
the state Capitol. 

Ross has come a long way, 
too. He is a top Democratic 
Party political strategist who 
is running Attorney General 
John Van de Kamp's guber- 
natorial campaign. 

He also ran Mayor Art 
Agnos’ successful mayoral 
race, and is still a close ad- 
viser to Agnos and Brown. 

It seems likely that Ross, 
who has run successful but 
dirty campaigns, is closely 
heeded by his clients, who pay 
him vast amounts of money 
for his services and advice. 

But as the Union story 
points out, Ross may not be 
the best man to listen to when 
it comes to above-board, 
ethical responses to political 
problems. To date, neither of 
San Francisco's daily papers 
has raised this question. Why? 
It certainly seems to have 
what is known as a “‘local 
angle.’’ Nor have they asked 
why Ross, who was a govern- 
ment employee at the time, is 
not being prosecuted — or 
even investigated — by state 
agencies specifically charged 
to monitor such conduct. 

Behind these questions is 
another: Will the local papers 
ever go after Ross’s closest 
political ally, Willie Brown? 
Don't hold your breath. 











Mission Bay hearing 

ON JUNE 22nd the Planning Commission 
will conduct a hearing on the proposed de- 
velopment agreement between the city and 
Mission Bay developer Santa Fe Pacific. 

The development agreement has been 
largely worked out in private sessions be- 
tween city representatives and the developer, 
with virtually no input from the public. 

Mayor Art Agnos has stated his sup- 
port for the project and also for the pres- 
ent plan, which emphasizes office space 
over housing. 

Critics estimate that the project, if built 
according to the current plan, would 
create a need for 19,000 additional housing 
units for workers in the new office space. 
Since the project would create only 8,000 
new units, its net effect would be to in- 
crease San Francisco’s housing shortage by 
11,000 units. 

Another key issue yet to be addressed by 
Santa Fe Pacific is the cost of and respon- 
sibility for cleaning up toxic waste on the 
site. There is no doubt the site is heavily 
contaminated, since it has been used as a 
railroad service yard. 

The hearing will give the public the 
opportunity to speak on the proposed 
development plan and pose questions to 
the Planning Commission. 

Some questions that will undoubtedly 
arise: Who will pay for the cost of the 
cleanup, the city or the developer? What 
specific steps have been taken to determine 
the extent of contamination? Have core 
samples been taken on the site? If not, why 
not? When have meetings to negotiate the 
plan taken place, and who was present?

Housing funds dormant 


ACCORDING TO the California Rural 
Legal Assistance Foundation, a statewide 
affordable-housing advocacy group, the 
state has expended $0 — as in none — of 
the $450 million low-income-housing 
funds approved by voters in both the June 
and November 1988 elections. 

The money — from Proposition 77 in 
June and Proposition 84 in November — 
is to be spent on the construction, 
rehabilitation and financing of low-income 
housing, desperately needed in California. 

CRLA legislative representative Ann 
Harrington told the Bay Guardian one of 
the main reasons these funds have not 
been distributed is a staff shortage at the 
Department of Housing and Community 
Development, but said the first $150 
million will be awarded later this summer 
on a competitive basis to cities, local hous- 


«ing authorities and nonprofits. 


Tang to prosecute Riordan? 


A LEGAL conflict could be emerging 
within the Community College District 
Governing Board. 

According to a June memo from district 
legal counsel James Seely, any board 
member who releases ‘‘confidential’’ in- 
formation to the public could face prose- 
cution under terms of the City Charter. 

The memo is clearly aimed at board 
member John Riordan, who has feuded 
with board president Julie Tang. On the 
board Riordan has repeatedly raised em- 
barrassing questions about issues like the 
district’s negative accreditation reports. 

When Riordan comes up for re-election 


in 1990, Tang and her supporters would 
like nothing more than to see him bounced 
from his seat. An investigation into 
criminal conduct against Riordan — done 
by District Attorney Arlo Smith — could 
hurt Riordan’s re-election chances. This 
raises an interesting question: Tang herself 
works in Smith’s office, in the Family 
Support Unit. Will she ask her boss to 
prosecute a fellow Community College 
District board member? Will he honor 
such a request? 

We'll keep you posted.

MAYOR ART Agnos got his budget back 
with a “‘good work”’ sticker from child ad- 
vocates, who had been lobbying hard all 
spring. A June 5th statement from Col- 
eman Advocates for Children and Youth 
exulted, “‘This is the first time in the city’s 
history that children’s needs have had so 
much attention from the city’s highest 
elected official,’’ citing the budget’s inclu- 
sion of new services for children in recrea- 
tion, libraries, public welfare, juvenile 
justice, health and childcare. ~ 

On the other hand, three programs most 
important in combating drug abuse and 
other youth problems are slated to receive 
hardly any city funds, according to Col- 
eman director Margaret Brodkin. She said 
the group will lobby the Board of Super- 
visors for a youth employment program 
for high-risk youth, peer counseling in 
middle schools and school-based health 
services. Look for more activity on this 
front in the near future.

IN EARLY May, the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce hosted a private 
meeting with representatives of the city’s 
Bureau of Building Inspection to discuss 
modifications to the local building codes, 
according to internal Chamber documents 
obtained by the Bay Guardian. 

The two groups met all day on Friday, 
May Sth, in the Chamber’s California 
Street boardroom, in what the Chamber 
documents described as an effort to ‘“‘pre- 
vent the creation of non-competitive build- 
ing [codes].”” 

Meanwhile, the Residential Builders 
Association, led by the flamboyant Joe 
O’Donoghue, is lobbying supervisors to 
drop interim controls on the demolition of 
single-family dwellings. 

A question for Mayor Agnos, Planning 
Director Dean Macris and the members of 
the City Planning Commission: What the 
hell are the folks at BBI doing meeting 
secretly with the Chamber to discuss an 
important policy issue? How many other 
private meetings of this sort are going on 
and how long will they be tolerated?

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The China Syndrome Il: When 
journalists become rabble-rousers

T HE RECENT EVENTS in China have been a boon to 





journalists in this country. So many stories to report — 
and best of all, a chance to do pieces on their favorite 
subject: themselves. 

In the most dramatic example of the ‘‘How I covered the 
Beijing spring’ syndrome, CBS’s Richard Roth appeared on 
camera with a black eye and related his story of how he was 
beat up and hauled off by soldiers at the beginning of the 
Tiananmen Square massacre. 

For those too modest to expound upon their own exploits 
(and some who weren’t), there were others to be knighted for 
heroism: the Chinese journalists, or at least, those who dared 
to join the student demonstrations and write factual and 
sympathetic accounts of them. 

The derring-do of these banner-toting, marching jour- 
nalists was pictured repeatedly in the nightly network news 
shows and chronicled time and again in print stories. Just a 
few examples: Michael Dobbs, in the Washington Post May 
23rd (‘‘Journalists Link Press Freedom With Aims of Stu- 
dent Protesters,’’ in which one Chinese reporter relates how 
she and her journalist husband take shifts at Tiananmen 
Square); Dobbs in the Post May 19th (‘‘Fired Editor Becomes 
Protest Leader,”’ on how editor Qin Benli refused to ax con- 
troversial articles about the reform-oriented leader Hu 
Yaobang, whose death April 15th is widely credited with 
sparking the student demonstrations); Sheryl WuDunn in 
the New York Times May 23rd (‘‘Boldly and Subtly, China’s 
Press Tests Limits,’’ in which the actions of the rebellious 
journalists are portrayed as the measure of the progress of 
the pro-democracy movement). 

All of these reports had one thing in common. They never 
questioned the objectivity and integrity of the Chinese jour- 
nalists’ actions, but focused on their courage. 

Ihave to wonder how much these stories were a reaction to 
repression, a working out of a latent desire on the part of 
United States reporters to be activist journalists. Were these 
reports a sly way of saying, “‘Gee, we’d like to do this too, if 
only we didn’t have to feign objective balance all the time?’’ 

Professional distancing is not only expected in the U.S. 
journalists’ world — many reporters themselves believe it is 
necessary. In fact, the code of ethics of the Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists states that ‘‘...political in- 
volvement. ..should be avoided if it compromises the in- 
tegrity of journalists...’ 


kind of political involvement conflicts with a 

reporter’s job, with being ‘‘fair,’’ ‘‘accurate,’’ or 
“balanced?’’ How do you define ‘‘objectivity”’ when every 
reporter and editor is making decisions every day about what is 
news and what is not? And how should reporters’ jobs restrict 
their rights as citizens to participate in the body politic? 

These questions raised their ugly headlines recently when 
Washington Post Managing Editor Len Downie sent amemo 
to his staff stating that all those who had participated in the 
huge pro-choice demonstration in D.C. should refrain from 
covering stories on the abortion issue (see Press Box, 4/26/ 89). 
In the context of the coverage of the Beijing protests, 
they deserve another look. 

Journalism ethics expert Tom Goldstein, Dean of the 
School of Journalism at the University of California at Berke- 
ley, told the Bay Guardian he thought drawing ethical lines in 
such situations was ‘‘very tricky. You have to go on a case-by- 
case basis.”’ But he said he disagrees with the Downie memo. 


B UT WHERE do you draw the line? How much or what 


“‘T don’t think [attending a demonstration] could possibly 
affect coverage or be perceived as affecting coverage,”’ he 
said. “‘I think a good journalist can have points of view. I 
think it gets a little too direct if you’re talking about an in- 
dividual candidate — you shouldn’t be a partisan in the cam- 
paign if you’re covering an election. But in large social issues 
I think reporters are entitled to points of view.”’ 

On the other hand, the former chair of the Ethics Commit- 
tee of the Society of Professional Journalists, Cliff Rowe, of 
the Communication Arts Department at Pacific Lutheran 
University in Washington state, told the Bay Guardian he 
agrees with Downie’s stance, saying ‘‘It falls into the 
appearance-of-conflict category.’’ He drew the line not at 
political beliefs but at overt participation in political action 
on an issue a reporter is covering. 

Still, he warned of carrying this too far and said he could 
see a justification for the actions of the Chinese journalists. 

“Tn the American revolution journalists were doing most 
of the rabble-rousing and I think the conditions called for it. I 
think there are times in this country when a journalist will feel 
justified in violating common ethics rules and doing what 
may even be illegal if the cause is that great.’’ 


often masking deeper conflicts — often conflicts about 

which discussion is taboo in polite society. For a jour- 
nalist covering such issues, is political paralysis necessary for 
professional integrity? I haye to wonder about the personal 
integrity of anyone who can remain detached and uninvolved 
when witnessing social injustice. 

The Tiananmen Square revolt brings these questions into 
especially sharp relief — revolutionary situations lay bare the 
real social conflicts normally covered up by legal civilities. 
How could the Chinese journalists not support and par- 
ticipate in the student movement when they were storming 
the gates of heaven? How could they not write stories 
sympathetic to the movement? Could they really call up 
Deng Xiaoping and Li Peng for balance and fairness andrun 
quotes on how the students were just ‘fa handful of 
hooligans, ruffians and counterrevolutionaries?”’ 

On the June 15th NBC Nightly News, Tom Brokaw and 
correspondents George Lewis and Keith Miller admitted they 
had been “‘swept away by the euphoria” of the events in 
Tiananmen Square, that they had covered the story with both 
their “‘heads and hearts.” But this does not mean fairness and 
accuracy was sacrificed. As we can see in the Chinese govern- 
ment’s attempts to rewrite the history of Tiananmen Square, 
truth has its own power, and it is not neutral.

AIDS 


After a decade of coping with AIDS, the lesbian and gay movement 
is thinking — cautiously — about the future. Seven gay and lesbian 
leaders discuss what it might look like 





TWENTY YEARS ago, gays and lesbians made headlines 
with the Stonewall riot. Stonewall heralded the beginning of 
the gay liberation movement, which evolved into the gay 
rights movement. Subsequent headlines announced such 
victories as the passage of local gay rights ordinances and 
the election of gay officials. 

Today, the headlines are full of death, and the struggle 
against AIDS is consuming most of the energies of the gay 
and lesbian communities. But as Randy Shilts, national cor- 
respondent for the San Francisco Chronicle, told the Fifth 
International Conference on AIDS in Montreal June 9th: 
“The rapid progress we've seen in AIDS treatments over the 
past year... .has allowed me to think of the day when I'll 
write the headline. . . that we've finally whipped AIDS.” 

In other words, there is a future, and it's never too early 
to ask what future headlines will hold for the gay and 
lesbian movement. 

As we planned our own special coverage of lesbian and 
gay issues in anticipation of Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day on 
June 25th, we realized that few gay and lesbian activists 
could afford to look beyond the immediate crisis, and that 
even the Examiner's otherwise exhaustive “Gay in America” 
series dealt mostly with the past and present. 

To find out what life beyond AIDS might look like, 

Gay Matters Correspondent David Israels, Special Projects 
Editor Craig McLaughlin and City Editor Tim Redmond 
assembled a panel of lesbian and gay leaders and thinkers: 
former Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay Democratic Club 
president Gwenn Craig, author Susan Griffin, media 
consultant Ken Maley, Municipal Court Judge Mary 
Morgan, novelist Frank Robinson, Shilts and Examiner pop 
music critic Barry Walters. 

The forum that follows is excerpted from two hours of 
conversation that took place Sunday, June 11th at 
Gaylord's Restaurant in Ghirardelli Square. Israels and 
Redmond served as moderators. It has been edited by Bay 
Guardian media critic Laura Fraser. 

We trust you'll find it as interesting as we did. 


Tim Redmond For the most part, the 
1980s has not been a time when lesbian 
and gay leaders have thought or talked 
a whole lot about the future, because 
there’s been enough to occupy every- 
one dealing with AIDS today, and fora 
lot of people the future has become 
very abstract. But as Randy Shilts 
pointed out in his speech in Montreal, 
there’s going to be a future, there’s go- 
ing to be a time when this epidemic has 
burned itself out. What is that future 
going to look like? 


Randy Shilts I think it’s inevitable 
that the time will come when lesbians 
and gay men are completely accepted as 
equal human beings. It’s absolutely 
clear that that’s going to happen, and 
one of the reasons is because of what’s 
happened in the last decade. 

I graduated from high school 20 
years ago this week, a couple of weeks 
before Stonewall happened, and only 
once did I ever hear the word ‘‘homo- 
sexual’’ uttered before then. For peo- 
ple my age, that meant you had to go 
through incredible psychic gymnastics 
before you could reach the point where 
you could be well-adjusted and accept 
yourself and realize that society is 
wrong and you’re right. 

For younger people, because of the 
incredible amount of focus on the les- 
bian and gay community that we’ve 
seen in the last ten years in the media, 
that taboo has been effectively lifted. 
They’ve not only heard tons about les- 
bian and gay stuff, but heard about it in 
a context of it being generally referred 
to as a legitimate civil rights issue, or at 
least in the context of AIDS. Much of 
the publicity that has come out of AIDS 
has had atendency to make the gay com- 
munity look good, or certainly to iden- 
tify it asacommunity. I think lifting the 
taboo is three-quarters of the strong- 
hold, and it’s a matter of time — many de- 
cades without a doubt — but it’s a matter 
of time before we see the slow and grad- 
ual erosion of homophobia in society. 


Frank Robinson [ would disagree 
with that just a shade. I think there area 
lot of people out there who hate homo- 
sexuals and homosexuality who contin- 
ue to do so. Part of the difficulty comes 
in dividing people into heterosexuals 
and homosexuals as if these were two 
really clearly defined groups. A lot of 
straights don’t really fit into the 
straight group, and a lot of gays don’t 
really have that much in common with 
other gays past a certain point. Maybe 
the millenium will arrive when every- 
body realizes that they’re a sexual 
minority of one, that the key perhaps is 
to really accept yourself. 


Susan Griffin There’s another ele- 
ment that comes in here when you talk 
about the gay community not being all 
the same. There’s part of me that agrees 
with Randy, and part of me that thinks 
as a woman that when you get down to 
talking about homophobia disappear- 
ing, it seems that the rate of it disap- 
pearing toward men and women is per- 
haps not the same, because they’re dif- 
ferent phenomena. 

Recently in an interview I said I felt 
that generally the response to gay men 
has been more vicious, more punitive, 
than to lesbians. But I think there’s 
something that’s more deeply en- 
grained into the structure of the society 
about prejudice against lesbians, 
because it’s to some extent tied up to 
the oppression of women. There’s a 
more subtle form of prejudice that 
women face. 

For instance, two women who are a 
couple don’t have the same sort of 
status as a woman married to a man, 
because a woman married to a man 
means the whole family gets male 
status. So there’s all kinds of issues like 
that involved, and then when you get 
into race prejudice, it’s a very com- 
plicated question. 


Ken Maley I don’t think that libera- 
tion or acceptance of two gay males, or 
two lesbians, either, is going to come 
until straight men go through major 
transformation. Both of our op- 
pressors are straight men. Few straight 
men understand or appreciate what gay 
rights has in it for them. Women are 
allowed and can appreciate and enjoy 
relationships that men do not enjoy or 
appreciate in each other. 

When straight men come to terms 
with themselves and understand that 
they can have the same kinds of 
relationships that women have enjoyed 
for years as close intimates, and not 
have to be drunk or sit around and talk 
about sports all day, that’s when the 
major liberation for us as gay men and 
lesbians is going to come as well. We’ve 
got to convince straight men that if they 
allow us to be who we are, then they 
stand to gain in their relationships with 
other men. 


Mary Morgan | assume there will be 
equality some day in the future when 
none of us will be alive. But I don’t 
think it’s anywhere close, and I am not 
sure it’s positive for us to think that it’s 
around the corner. It’s infinitely more 
important for us to be aware that we 
have come a tremendously long way in 
a very short period of time. It’s created 
a euphoria among many of us, particu- 
larly among people like us who are sit- 
ting right here who have been very suc- 
cessful, by and large. 

Whether we like it or not, many of us 
are tokens. We are very unusual, and 
the kind of acceptance that society 
gives us is totally different from the kind 
of acceptance that most people in our 
community have. I think it’s infinitely 
more important for us to focus on that 
and to be vigilant, and not to be fooled 
by the token progress that we have made. 

I have been in other parts of the 
country where it has come home to me 
clearly that people couldn’t care less 
about us and think we are the worst, 
most terrible people in the world. I’ve 
done AIDS education among judges, 
and at a national conference where I 






was speaking a few months ago, some- 
one came up to me and said, ‘‘You 
know, this conference has really madea 
difference to me, because when I came 
here I would’ve said the same thing 
many of my colleagues said, that who 
cares if he’s sick and is going to die, he’s 
just a faggot anyway. I don’t think that 
now.’’ But that judge expressed a feel- 
ing that is very prevalent — people just 
don’t necessarily say it as much as they 
used to 20 years ago. 


KM It’s moved from intolerance to 
tolerance, and there’s still hope for ac- 
ceptance. 

FR | think possibly one of the biggest 
mistakes the community can make is to 
confuse indifference with tolerance. 


TR We look around the table here, 
and as Mary said, we have some very 
successful people, and this is not the 
norm, But it’s a two-edged sword. 
What has the lesbian/gay movement 
gained by having a few people — who 
in many cases may be tokens — in im- 
portant positions, positions of power, 
positions of national prominence? 


Gwenn Cralg It’s enabled people like 
Mary to be where she’s talked about be- 
ing, working with judges because she is 
herself a judge, doing something that’s 
very valuable to their education. All of 
that gives us different exposure with 
people who have tremendously power- 
ful roles to play in society. We can do a 
lot of good work with that exposure; we 
can have a lot of impact on the future. 


KM It’s allowed us two opportunities. 
One is to be an upfront gay person in 
your context — among other judges, 
writers or whatever you might be doing 
as a professional. The other is the add- 
ed exposure of the media, putting us 
back into the context of record. We’re 
not only models to people we work with 
in our context, but to people who read 
about us, and that person in Wichita, 
Kansas or wherever can say, ‘I can be 
an upfront gay person, I can also be a 
designer, a writer or a plumber, but I 
can be an openly gay person.”’

FR I think it goes beyond the level of 
simply being role models. The increas- 
ing gay presence in the media in par- 
ticular is of enormous importance. It’s 
obvious if you have more gay reporters 
and more gay people working in televi- 
sion that the effect is going to be felt. 
What some of us may not appreciate is 
that there are gay writers in fiction, 
there are gay writers in science fiction, 
gay writers in the mystery field, who 
carry a message in those particular 
genres. We have gay actors, writers, 
editors, all across the board. There are 
more and more gays in the media, and 
they will have an effect. A thousand 
gays in the media will have more of an 
effect than a thousand hairdressers, 
and that’s no offense meant to hair- 
dressers. 


SG I think the whole terrain that we’re 
dealing with is complicated. It’s not 
simply a straightforward line of pro- 
gress. 1look at homophobia as a psych- 
ological phenomenon, a phenomenon 
of mass psychology or psychosis that is 
similar to racism and misogyny and 
anti-Semitism. 

To take anti-Semitism as an example, 
the Holocaust broke out when Jews 
were most assimilated into European, 
particularly German, society. Some of 
the most vicious anti-gay response 
came at the height of the gay move- 
ment, and violence against gay people 
has been increasing as our participation 
and assimilation in society has been in- 
creasing. 

Every time one of us is out there in 
the public eye in some prominent posi- 
tion, we’re breaking the mold of that 
system of control in which a human be- 
ing is defined as basically white male 
and that’s where the power is supposed 
to be. Breaking the mold flashes danger 
signals, and that sometimes produces a 
reaction. I don’t want to be pessimistic, 
and I’m not saying we’re going to have 
more right-wing responses, but this 
is what we’re dealing with. 
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KM It’s similar to advertising. As 
more and more of us are identified, and 
the media discuss homosexuality more, 
it eventually penetrates, if you pardon 
the expression, to more and more 
people. It isno longer easy to avoid. On 
one side of the proverbial sword is the 
homophobic person who wants not to talk 
about it, but can’t avoid it. On the other 
side is the person who has never had the 
opportunity to come in contact with it, 
and wants to know more about it. 


David Israels Barry, we’re mostly 
talking about gay images in culture, 
and I know this is something that 
you're both writing and thinking 
about. Could you address this? 


Barry Walters First, I guess I’d like 
to talk in a personal way. When I was 
maybe 13 or 14, I’d heard of David 
Bowie, but I didn’t even know what 
homosexuality meant. It sounded in- 
teresting and exciting, and as I grew up, 
I learned to understand that that was 
what I was. Even though I now see that 
what Bowie represented back then 
wasn’t so politically correct, it made me 
feel like I belonged in the world. There 
have been so many gay individuals in 
the arts who have made everyone’s life 
alittle easier because they felt that they 
could identify with that person and 
maybe be themselves through them. 
Still, it’s difficult to pinpoint, par- 
ticularly for lesbians, who is really out. 
When we deal with that level of cultural 
icon, there are very few who are out. 


DI And that great fear of coming out 
extends down. On the Examiner series, 
there are half-openly gay journalists, 
who are open at work, who wrote 
extensively about vital gay issues, yet 
who are still unwilling to have their 
names be published as gay people. 


MM It’s not just famous people. I 
must say one of the most disturbing 
things to me about the Examiner series 
was the article on lesbians where more 
than half of the women did not use their 
real names. 


SG Someone who’s a prominent en- 
tertainer can do it and get away with it, 
but there area lot of people who are not 
at that level who would lose their jobs. 


RS That simplifies it. At the Ex- 
aminer, you can say without a doubt 
that not a single one of the reporters in 
the closet would lose their jobs if they 
came out. They’d probably be en- 
couraged to come out, and it’s within 
their own minds that they stay in. 

At the Chronicle, we had a reporter 
who, when he’d see me walking hand- 
in-hand down Castro street with my 
boyfriend, would go hide in doorways 
so I would not know he’s gay. He 
knows he’s not going to lose anything 
by being identified as gay. We havehalf 
a dozen openly gay reporters at the 
Chronicle. He had something in his 
own mind, and I think that gets back to 
the most insidious aspect of our oppres- 
sion — the ability of society to use its 
Own stigmitization to make us hate our- 
selves and fill us with our own self doubt. 


MM That’s the most important tool of 
oppression — they’ve done that to 
women, they’ve done that to people of 
color, they’ve done that to us. 


TR To shift this into the future again, 
what is the political agenda to address 
and change the things you’re talking 
about? Part of it is psychological, part 
of it is consciousness-raising, part of it 
is probably evolution over time, but in- 
evitably there’s a political element to 
this. 


FR One realization that has to be got- 
ten across is that gay liberation is a pro- 
cess, it’s not an accomplishment. As a 
process, you have to translate it into 
political terms, which means you’re 
specifically talking about more gay 
men and women running for political 
office, which involves more and more 
of the community. 

At some time in the future this com- 
munity’s energies will no longer be 


totally involved in the agenda of AIDS, 
and at that time the gay political move- 
ment will resume where it left off a few 
years back. We will have to mobilize 
the entire community to get behind gay 
political candidates, and hope that the 
process of fighting for their election, of 
getting them into public office, etc., 
will educate not only gays but a lot of 
the electorate as well. 

That holds not only for candidates, 
but for issues. The community needs to 
become what it used to be, a very 
political community, one that’s ex- 
tremely well-organized, one that if it 
can’t elect its own candidates can at 
least exert veto power over those who 
are running for political office. The 
community has to prepare for that at 
some point in the near — hopefully — 
future. 


MM Something that’s very important 
to that process continues to be our visi- 
bility. That’s the one thing that we have 
always talked about, and will continue 
to be the same in the next ten and 50 
years. Always part of our weakness is that 
we tend to be invisible. Our own homo- 
phobia keeps us invisible, even those of us 
who are out. Sometimes I think you have 
to come out every single day. 


SG _ I want to talk about another aspect 
of the questions of what our agenda is 
beyond AIDS. It seems to me that one of 
the indications of the depth of the prej- 
udice against gay peopleis a sort of failure 
on the part of general society to recognize 
not simply that the gay community has 
been afflicted with such a serious illness, 
it’s also become a model of how to deal 
with it. 

I have an immune deficiency disease 
which is epidemic at this point — it 
strikes mostly women — and it’s one of 
many immune deficiency illnesses. 
AIDS is not alone, although AIDS is 
the most frightening of the diseases that 
are attacking the immune system right 
now. It’s something that’s going to be 
happening in our century until, I 
believe, we clean up the environment. 
And how we deal with health needs is 
going to be a major need on everyone’s

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political agenda. 

The gay community has been through 
caretaking, and learning how to die, 
and learning how to go through grief 
and loss, and I think one can’t just step 
aside and say now that’s over. That 
leaves a powerful imprint that is not on- 
ly a scar, but a very deep knowledge 
that this culture in particular is lacking. 

And I think that the inability of this 
culture to cope with vulnerability and 
death and loss is intimately connected 
with homophobia. What gay people, 
gayness in itself, homosexuality, 
threatens is the gender system. There’s 
male here and female there. And in the 
gender system itself, with a dominant 
one and a weak one, the dominant one 
protects and the weak one feels. 

You have that system and you think

everything is so sewn up there, you 
don’t ever as a thinking human being. 
have the experience of being both in- 
telligent and powerful and weak and 
part of the biosphere and feeling. You 
keep those two things separate, and 
you never have to experience your mor- 
tality or your vulnerability in the 
universe in a conscious way. 


GC There was a time when we tied the 
lesbian/gay movement more closely 
with the feminist movement, and we 
talked then a lot about how if we ever 
moved out of this era of rage and 
homophobia, we would have to reor- 
der our thinking about just how gen- 
ders should be acting and interacting. 
Gay men were perhaps hated in a 
subliminal way because they were giv- 
ing up their heterosexual privilege, they 
were refusing to participate in this 
dynamic that was going on. And this 
hatred for lesbians might be something 
that hangs on a bit longer because the 
hatred comes down on women particu- 
larly for not participating in the gender 
dynamic. 

I think we will continue to focus on 
health as well. I hear women every now 
and then saying why don’t we have the 
same level of attention paid to breast 
cancer as to AIDS, breast cancer is kill- 
ing more numbers. But it wasn’t until 
AIDS came along that we even started 
to think in terms of galvanizing politi- 
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cally around a health issue, and that’s 
not going to change now, that is some- 
thing we’ve started. 


RS Most optimistically, gay people 
and the energy put into AIDS can also 
be the nucleus of a health coalition, not 
for this or that disease, but for a na- 
tional health policy. 

As asideto what we’ ll learn as acom- 
munity from AIDS, I think what we’ll 
see in four to five years, as AIDS turns 
into a chronic manageable disease, is 
what I would call something like Post 
Traumatic Stress Syndrome. I think for 
those of us from major urban areas, 
there has been such a huge loss and 
grief that on a day-to-day level, you 
just can’t deal with it. Once things 
lighten up some, I think a lot of gay 
men are going to experience something 
like the Vietnam veterans who came 
home and then freaked out. 


Di Perhaps we can begin to define 
what that reaction will be, and I don’t 
think it will just be gay men, because 
gay women have also been very much 
involved in the caretaking role and have 
been dealing with the same levels of 
stress. One question is what is the 
fallout from that stress, but an addi- 
tional spin is we’ve seen an unexpected 
level of cooperation, an incredible 
amount of giving, particularly on the 
part of lesbians. Do you think that that 
cooperation is a sort of permanent 
marriage or has it been a marriage of 
convenience? Is part of this Post 
Traumatic Stress Syndrome going to be 
gay men pursuing the same kinds of 
things that caused rifts in the com- 
munities before? 


FR I think one of the major bones of 
contention back in the 70s was the 
“‘promiscuity’’ of the gay male as op- 
posed to the closer and more lasting 
bonding of lesbian women. For obvi- 
ous reasons that source of contention 
has vanished, and I think itll remain 
that way. Ithink bonding between male 
couples will become much more pre- 
dominant than it has been in the past, 
and much more like that of women. 
And in fact in that respect there may be 
a great deal that gay men couples can 
learn from gay women couples. 


MM One thing that I think is going to 
help make that a permanent change is 
that everyone in our community, women 
and men, have placed the whole issue of 
family much higher on the agenda than it 
ever was before. That was primarily an 
issue for women. It was something that 
men never paid attention to, and I 
think men want to pay attention to it, 
and it’s one of those things that straight 
men are deprived of also. 


KM The hope out of AIDS for me, 
whether it’s for lesbians or for gay men, 
is for a greater appreciation of life, a 
greater appreciation of our vulnerabili- 
ty as a life form on this planet. That we 
are temporal, that we are all here re- 
gardless of sexual orientation or what- 
ever politics we may want to call it. 
AIDS has brought home our vulnera- 
bility as people. 


BW In some ways, AIDS made a 
generation of gay men grow up really 
fast in a forceful way that wasn’t par- 
ticularly natural. We were talking ~ 
about how AIDS will make us all more 
mature and more family-oriented, but 
you have to remember that people of 
the Stonewall generation are becoming 
more family-oriented anyway because 
they’re older. I myself don’t remember 
sexuality before AIDS. I didn’t have a 
boyfriend before AIDS. 

So there is a whole new generation of 
people who didn’t experience promis- 
cuity, who have had this thing hanging 
over their heads from the beginning, 
and they’re going to make mistakes, 
too. They may have some of the same 
problems, they may have different 
problems than the Stonewall genera- 
tion. So I guess we have to realize that

there’s really several different gay 
movements happening, in a way. 


RS I spend a lot of time on college 
campuses speaking, and I get a lot of 
young men asking me what it was like 
to go to bathhouses. It makes you feel 
like acovered wagon or something. But 
I get them asking more out of curiosity, 
like they just couldn’t understand why 
people would want to have four or five 
different contacts, as they say in 
epidemiology, and I don’t seethat drive 
among them. 

Another observation I’ve made is 
that in most campus gay groups it’s 
younger lesbians who are prominent in 
leadership roles. It strikes me that I 
don’t see any tendency toward the 
separatism we saw in the ’70s, but what 
I see in the younger lesbians is that they 
are grounded in an ideology of femin- 
ism upon which they can do their work. 

The trouble right now for young gay 
men is that there is no really cohesive 
gay ideology at this point. When I came 
out in 1973 there were like three or four 
books that you read, and they told you 
what the gay movement was all about, 
and everybody sort of all agreed that 
this was the agenda. I don’t think the 
gay movement per se has that agenda 
any more. 


MM I think that’s really true. The late 
60s and early ’70s were a time when 
feminists, gays and lesbians produced 
and incredible wealth of forward-loek- 
ing analytical writing. Those 
underground newspapers had a tre- 
mendous influence on us. I think that 
has been much less the case in the past 
ten years. It’s confusing to me why not, 
except it’s a general reflection of 
political times in our society. People 
aren’t writing those kinds of political 
analyses. 


TR Where would you start? What 
should people be writing about? 


MM Well, in part, I think it’s some of 
the things that Gwenn mentioned that 
we have really lost. The revolutionary 
aspect of lesbian and gay liberation had 
to do with a linking to feminism, and 
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some of the things Susan mentioned, 
breaking down those rigid categories 
we had about gender. That is what I 
think makes people so fearful of us, we 
need to begin rethinking many of those 
kinds of things. 

How did those ideas fit into what 
we’re doing now? Here we are on the 
eve of creating tremendous numbers of 
new families of all kinds, some with 
children, some not with children, and 
what does that mean in terms of the 
family structure in this country? What 
does it mean for the general analysis of 
the role of the family in this society? 
What are we doing in terms of econ- 
omic development in our community, 
and is that an important thing or is it 
not? Is it the most important thing that 
we go out there and elect gay officials? I 
think even more important than having 
aconcrete political agenda, there needs 
to be much more firmness of political 
thought. 


RS Well, I think one of the things that 
happened when the gay liberation 
movement became the gay rights move- 
ment was that we had to put alot of our 
focus into electing public officials. 
Electing public officials used to be con- 
sidered a means to an end, but as we 
had success in places like San Fran- 
cisco, it became an end in itself. And we 
used to elect public officials who would 
have lesbian/gay visibility that would 
show that we were all right people. 

Part of the philosophy that came up, 
because it worked on an electoral/ 
political basis, was well, we’re just like 
you are, we’re not any different, don’t 
be threatened. But I basically don’t 
believe that being a gay man growing 
up in this society that I’m like a 
heterosexual man. I think I’m better 
(laughs). I think I’ve been enriched by 
the experience of having been oppress- 
ed and having to think through our 
roles in our society. 

I think instead of saying we’re just 
like you, an element of pride was taken 
out of our movement when all our ener- 
gies went into the political route. I 
think that what we’ve seen then is an 
emphasis on politics with a little p, 
which is electing people, as opposed to 
Politics with a big P, which is changing

FR We’ve all ben sitting here taking 
pot shots at straight men, and straight 
men as being the oppressor, and the 
fact of the matter is straight men havea 
problem, and the problem is simply one 
of relationship and intimacy that so 
many of them are not capable of. They 
enter into loveless relationships, they 
lead lives of frustration with jobs that 
don’t mean anything to a great many of 
them, they have stratified relation- 
ships, as opposed to holistic relation- 
ships, which is what most women have. 
This is one area where straight men can 
learn a lot from gay men and women. 

The other problem is simply one of 
the extended family because the or- 
dinary family is no longer working. 
Prior to gay lib and Stonewall there 
were a lot of gay men who wanted kids, 
and they had kids, they entered into 
marriages without love for the sole pur- 
poses of raising and having children. 
They have now found a way of doing 
that, as gay women have, and I think 
that will increase. 

I think that as you look at social 
structures today, the extended family is 
anecessity. The government can’t sup- 
port the leftovers from broken fami- 
lies. In one very real sense the gay com- 
munity has become an extended fami- 
ly, busily supporting its own, financial- 
ly and psychology. Within that com- 
munity there are smaller units that do 
the same thing. If you’re looking for a 
revolution, for a future, it has to be 
along those lines in the community in 
general. 


DI I think we all agree that the family 
agenda is one that will take prominence 
in the next ten years. Does that mean 
that as we form these families, it will be 
necessary for us to have the legal pro- 
tection of marriage of some kind? 
What are the specifics of this family 
agenda, howis it going to come into be- 
ing, and how are we going to protect it 
legally? 


KM The first confrontation is going to 
come between church and state, and 
that’s occurring now with domestic 
partnership. The church has carved out 
for generations the perogative to sanc- 
tify what marriage and family are all 
about. Domestic partnership in San 
Francisco is the beginning of the break- 
ing down of the church’s authority. 
Through domestic partnership the state 
is beginning to see that people are 
beginning to form the unions that they 
want, not what follows the dictates of 
the church. To me, this is one of the 
most historical things to come out of 
gay rights. It’s the beginning of the 
breakdown of the control of the church 
over the state. 


RS I think that’s true because I don’t 
think the church is ever going to change 
on this. It will easily be more than acen- 
tury before the Catholic Church gives 
any legitimacy to homosexuality, and it 
may never happen. That means if we’re 
going to get that, it’s going to have to 
come politically. 


DI Id really like to have Mary address 
this, because you are in a unique posi- 
tion, as a representative of the state, 
and as a representative of this new kind 
of family, which you are making. 


MM The family, the way it’s been 
thought of for so long, maybe never ex- 
isted, and certainly doesn’t exist now. 
There’s no Ozzie and Harriet. That’s a 
myth, and that’s true for us and true for 
all kinds of people. I think people are 
coming to grips with that and saying 
we’d better reclaim some of this mytho- 
logy and make it real for us, and we’re 
going to construct our own families. 
And part of what happens when you 
begin to do that is that you create your 
own social validation. 

Where my son goes to school, which 
is a fabulous school, there are all dif- 
ferent kinds of family structures. There 
are kids there with two mothers, kids 
there with two mothers and a father, 
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Frank Robinson, 62, is a successful 
writer of technological thrillers and 
science fiction. He was a speech 
writer for slain gay supervisor 
Harvey Milk.

kids who live with an aunt or uncle or 
grandmother. What happens in the 
school is that every single one of those 
family configurations is validated, and 
the kids, at least for the moment in this 
school, don’t think there is anything 
wrong with any of them as individuals 
or any of the kids who go to the school. 
I think the more that we have different 
kinds of families, and spread our ten- 
tacles out, the more that social 
validation is going to be replicated, 
which I think is tremendously impor- 
tant. 

Another thing that I always think 
about is that there are so many lesbians 
and gay men who are now in the Fosta- 
dopt program, which is the program 
where they become foster parents with 
the idea that they will ultimately adopt 
a child. Now there are plenty of people 
around this state — not to mention 
around the country — who can’t stand 
it that we are so actively participating in 
that program. 

I firmly believe there are more of us 
out there trying to take care of children 
with AIDS, yet there are so many peo- 
ple in the bureaucracy who realize we 
have taken care of these kids and 
helped them for years and years, but 
can’t recognize us as the parents. But I 
think by virtue of what we’re doing, it’s 
creating a snowball that’s going to run 
over some of those bureaucrats. 


DI That’s interesting, because one 
thing I remember from the Examiner 
poll in the ‘‘Gay in America’’ series is 
that they found some degree of accep- 
tance, but they found that the closer 
homosexuality got to home for straight 
people, the more and more the resis- 
tance was evident. And I think it can’t 
get any closer to home than to see gay 
people being the Ozzie and Harriets, 
taking up that role. I can’t imagine 
anything that frightens those people 
more in Kansas and Ohio and Wyom- 
ing and all the homophobic home- 
towns that are far away. Is it that 
snowball that’s going to overcome 
that, or is it going to require something 
else? 

MM I think it requires all kinds of 


things. Lawsis one of them, and people 
moving forward is another one of 


them, and people out there with 
placards marching on the streets is go- 
ing to be required, too. People have to 
make room for us because our time is 
here. 


GC I remember at the time the 
domestic partners bill was first coming 
around, I was sitting around at San 
Francisco’s Democratic Central Com- 
mittee. A straight man was on the com- 
mittee with me, and he was definitely 
thought of by all of us, and I’m sure 
himself, as being a progressive man. He 
was someone we just took as a given we 
could count on for support. We were 
all shocked when he said, ‘‘I’m sorry, 
but I just can’t quite accept that your 
relationship is the same as my relation- 
ship with my wife.”’ 

That had a profound affect on me, 


‘and stayed with me for sometime, and I 


know that it pushes that button for alot 
of straight people in society, and that’s 
what we have to get past. It’s not 
just the church that’s saying wait a 
minute. It’s a lot of ordinary folks. 


KM It’s the same as coming out. Com- 
ing out forces people to confront their 
stereotypes. Being a loving family per- 
son regardless of what you call family 
demonstrates your ability to have com- 
passion and love for another person, 
regardless of the gender, regardless of 
how it flies in the face of the stereotype 
of what the family ought to be. There’s 
where I think our challenge is. It’s to 
show that we’re capable and we have 
within us the need to be a part of a 
social unit that we call family, but we 
define it as people who have a commit- 
ment to us and us to them. 


RS What it really boils down to is that 
they still don’t believe we’re as human 
as they are, or that our relationships are 
every bit as deep as theirs are. I think 
with the children, it’s very simple why 
they’re totally threatened by us. 
Basically, deep down inside they 
believe we’re child molesters. 


GC To get back to your original ques- 
tion, David, we talked a lot about a 
change in the social dynamic, and yes, 
itis changing, and it will changemorein 
the political dynamic as well as we go 
for more legislation to validate our rela- 
tionships. 


RS But we’re only going to win that 
after the cultural change is done. 
Because that’s going to be the toughest 
to win, the family stuff. Those strike at 
the deepest-seated fears and hatreds. 


SG I want to add something to that, in 
relation to couching everything in 
terms of the family. One of the 
strengths in the family has been the 
isolation of the family. And gay people 
right away can’t afford that isolation. 
It’s just too difficult to be so isolated, 
so we form communities and we live in 
communities, so all the weight is not 
placed on the family. 

I think that human beings have a 
need for community over and above 
survival needs. I feel also ~that in- 
dividual change is not something that 
takes place separately, but in the con- 
text of amovement. I think that there’s 
another thing happening, which is the 
sense of community, and the sense of 
the way we go through things not 
separately, but as a whole, both with 
nature and with other human beings, 
and that’s in opposition to much of the 
kind of philosophy or ideology of 
American individualism. 


KM Unfortunately, I think most peo- 
ple in modern society, their attitudes 
and views of the world, are influenced 
by media. It used to be that you were in- 
fluenced by your community or church 
or the people around you, but I thinkin 
general we are more influenced by these 
outside forces. When we get to the 
point of getting as much press as the 
Pope, when we get as much representa- 
tion and credibility in press people’s 
minds, and change their attitudes, then 
I think we’ll begin to see some change.

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This year, Northern California sizzles 

with 14 new clothing-optional sites — 
bringing the grand total to 63 in 

the Bay Guardian’s 14th Annual Guide 

to the Nude Beaches of Northern California 
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Middle Beach, south of Pacifica, is practically inaccessible (see listing #5). 











S THEY say, if you don’t put it on, 
then you don’t have to take it off. 
This year, Northern California 
explodes with more places than ever 
to take it off, or not put it on. In fact, 
this season we’ve had to delete only one 
nude beach, and we’re adding more (14) 
than we’ve ever added. 

Why the rising tide? One reason for 
the groundswell: For the first time in our 
guide’s history, this year no citations for 
nudity on beaches have been issued by 
police anywhere in Northern California. 

“We haven’t had any problems,”’ says 
Leroy Brock, head ranger of the Point Reyes 
National Seashore, who tells nudists to move 

up or down the beach when there are 

complaints. The Golden Gate National 
Recreation Area also reports no trouble. And 
along the Russian River, where hundreds of 
naturists have been cited in the past ten 
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years, Rosalie Franchini, the new chief 
of the Sonoma County Sheriff’s sub- 
station in Guerneville, says even ‘writing 
{routine crime] reports’’ will now take 
precedence over busting skinnydippers 
(see Wohler Bridge listing). 

There’s even talk of designating a 
nude beach as being unofficially 
“clothing optional.’’ The move, which 
was proposed recently by Santa Cruz 
County planners, doesn’t sound like 
much. But if the plan succeeds, it 
would mark the first time any county 
has approved nude bathing on a beach 
with public access. Except for private 
facilities, there are no legal nude 
beaches in the United States. 

Under the proposal, which was dis- 
cussed before the Santa Cruz Board of 
Supervisors on May 23rd, trails, toilets 
and paid parking lots would be added 
to the nude beaches at Scott Creek, 
Davenport, Bonny Doon, Panther and 
Laguna Creek. Parking fees of $3 
would be charged, except at one beach, 
which would remain ‘‘clothing op- 
tional.’’ A fee of $4 would be charged 
at the nude beach to discourage voyeurs, 


according to Santa Cruz County Parks, 
Open Space and Cultural Services De- 
partment Director Ben Angove. 

While no decision about which 
beach will remain nude has yet been 
made, activists say the early betting is 
on the picturesque cove at Bonny Doon, 
where naturists have been gathering some 
11 miles north of Santa Cruz for 15 years. 
“It’s my guess and hope they'll pick 
Bonny Doon,” says frequent visitor 
Richard Pasco of San Jose. ‘But I don’t 
see how charging $1 more at the nude 
beach will discourage voyeurs.’ 

Construction of the improvements 
could begin by November 1990, ac- 
cording to Angove, but naturists will 
probably not notice any changes at the 
beaches until the summer of 1991. 

Meanwhile, the Bay Area, which 
spawned Berkeley’s Bay Area Naturist 
Network a few years ago, has given birth 
to two more naturist clubs, the South Bay 
Naturist, which is based in San Jose, and 
Barely In The Buff, in Cupertino. 

Among the activities planned by local 
nudists: National Nude Weekend, July 
8th and 9th (contact Los Gatos’ Lupin

Naturist Club and Castro Valley’s The 
Sequoians); a potluck hot tub party by 
Barely In The Buff (July 22nd); and a 
“canuding” trip up the Russian River 
Aug. 4th through 6th (contact River 
Dippers). Addresses for the groups 
listed are in the superlist on page 35. 

For advocates of clothing-optional 
beaches, the biggest event of all will take 
place Sept. 23rd at Bonny Doon. Last 
year, even though the South Bay 
Naturists was only a few months old, 
more than 30 volunteers from SBN and 
Ecology Action of Santa Cruz teamed up 
to pick up more than a ton of trash from 
Bonny Doon. 

“We found broken and melted glass, 
cans, you name it,’’ says a spokesperson 
for SBN. ‘Most of it was on the south 
side of the beach, where clothed bathers 
leave their trash on the sand. The cove in 
the north where nudists go was far 
cleaner.’’ Unfortunately, so much litter 
has returned to the south end that two re- 
cent visitors cut their feet there in a single 
day. To volunteer for the new cleanup, 
contact SBN. 

New groups. New enthusiasm. Possi- 
ble government recognition. No arrests. 
What all of this adds up to is a massive, 
200 percent increase in Northern 
California’s nude beaches — from 21 in 
1976 to 63 today. It includes a spec- 
tacular 26 percent jump in just one 
year. 

Part of the upsurge is due to au- 
dience participation. In the past year, 
an increasing number of Bay Guardian 
readers have become nude beach cor- 
respondents (anyone can join; see 
below). J. Ramirez of Lakeport sent us 
reports about six new nude beaches in 
Lake County. Bill Johnson went so far 
as to send us photos of three new skinny- 
dipping holes close to Lilies Beach, 
on Mendocino’s Big River. The Friends 
of Garrapata Beach gave us directions 
to two emerging nude havens in Carmel 
Valley. 

In the most incredible development 
of all, SBN coordinator Rich Pasco 
relayed data about a priceless 
“‘discovery’’: a nude beach is now 
underway within the city limits of Santa 
Cruz. Called Twenty-Two Twenty- 
Two, the litter-, gawker- and noise-free 
cove is smaller than the average 
backyard. ‘‘It’s so quiet you could play 
a violin there,’’ says Pasco, who 
became one of 12 users — all nude — 
on the day of his visit. 

That’s the good nudes, The bad news 
is that there’s anger in Marin about the 
area’s overcrowded nude beaches, ticks 
are up in Point Reyes and seven nude 
beaches in Santa Cruz and Monterey 
counties are being threatened with ex- 
tinction. 

In Santa Cruz County, visitors to 
Scott, Panther, Laguna and Davenport 
wonder what will happen to their nude 
beaches if Bonny Doon is picked to re- 
main ‘‘clothing-optional.’’ According 
to arecent article in the Santa Cruz Sen- 
tinel, nude sunbathing would be pro- 
hibited at these sites. Will it happen and 
will it be enforced? 

At two other beaches, the question 
isn’t whether nude sunbathing will end, 
but when. Development has already 


forced most skinnydippers to flee the 
dunes of Manresa and Zmudowski 
beaches. 

More precarious still is the situation 
at 1988’s ‘‘Best Nude Beach.’’ 
Carmel’s Garrapata Beach, where 
nude surfers once mingled with clothed 
tourists, has just been ceded to the 
state, which plans to turn it into ‘“‘the 
crown jewel of the California park 
system.’’ Coming soon, perhaps by 
1992, are restrooms, fences, a parking 
lot — and, presumably, enforcement 
of state laws against nudity. “It’s our 
worst nightmare,”’ says a veteran user. 

At the opposite end of the coast, in 
Point Reyes, ticks are up, spurring 
fears of Lyme’s Disease (see sidebar on 
page 29), according to correspondent 
Leroy Brock. Near Red Rock Beach, 
another place where there are fears of 
catching ticks on trails, people are just 
plain ticked off. But overcrowding is 
what’s bugging users. 

“Don’t go here, go to Devil’s Slide’ 
urges long-time Red Rock activist 
Hugh Fullerton of Mill Valley. 
“‘They’ve got more space.’’ Just down 
the road, at usually mellow Muir 
Beach, a nudist yelled at a clothed Bay 
Guardian staffer for “taking up my 
space.’’ The incident, which took place 
earlier this year, ‘‘really ruined my day,’’ 
says the staffer. ‘‘He was really rude.” 

The police are also becoming more 
ticked. Last September, Ron Angier, 
head ranger of Mt. Tamalpais State 
Park, which administers Red Rock, 
wrote us to warn that rangers there 
“will cite (nudists) upon citizen’s com- 
plaint.”’ It’s the first such warning ever 
issued against Red Rock. 

In such heady times, if you’d like to 
help us stay ahead of the fast-changing 
beach scene, we need your help. Trying 
to keep up with what’s happening on 63 
beaches requires lots of contributions; 
your input is crucial. We would 
especially appreciate comments from 
anyone who’s visited Land’s End, 
Golden Gate Bridge Beach, Montara, 
San Gregorio, Pomponio, Scott Creek, 
Davenport Beach, Laguna Creek, Four 
Mile, Twenty-Two Twenty-Two, Rio 
Del Mar Beach, Manresa, Bolinas 
Beach, Camp Meeker, Austin Creek, 
Gualala or any of the nude beaches in 
Monterey, Humboldt or Lake counties.

WHAT ARE some places that tourists almost never 
go to even though they're next to San Francisco's 
most famous landmarks? Here's a clue. The land- 
marks we're talking about are the Golden Gate 
Bridge, the California Palace of the Legion of Honor 
and the Presidio. The answer: two of Northern 
California’s fastest-growing nude beaches, and a 
third that's been here for many years. Together, 
Land’s End Beach, North Bakef Beach and Golden 
Gate Bridge Beach attract more than a thousand 
people on the warmest summer days. 


1. Land’s End Beach 


For the past year, trail work has been underway to 
eliminate access to the most hazardous of the many 
mini-paths that lead down the crumbly, eroded cliffs 
above Land’s End Beach. Other than that, little is 
flew at the beach that has been a magnet for local 
free beachers for more than 25 years, Because of fre- 
quent fog and extremely dangerous tides, Land's 
End has never been considered a great nude beach, 
even by veteran users. But it does have some attrac- 
tions. First of all, it offers breathtaking views ot 
the Golden Gate. Secondly, because the site is 
administered by the usually friendly rangers of the 
Golden Gate National Recreation Area, skinny- 
dippers haven't been raided here for years. But 
Land's End's main lure is its location: Except for 
Golden Gate Bridge Beach, which is more difficult to 
find, and the burgeoning clothing-optional zone at 
North Baker, there simply is no other nude beach so 
close to so many San Franciscans. Still, even with 
improved trails, Land's End should always be used 
with caution. In the past, dozens of people have 
fallen off or been washed off the rocks in the area. 
Rating: A. ‘ 

Legal status: Part of the GGNRA, which usually 
allows nudity here as long as it is not accompanied 
by overt touching, and as long as the agency does 
not receive complaints. No citations have been 
issued here so far this year or last year. 

How to find It: Your best landmarks are Lincoln Park 
and the California Palace of the Legion of Honor, 
both of which are just east of Land's End Beach. 
Follow Geary Boulevard west toward the Great 
Highway, then head north onto Merrie Way. Park off 
Merrie Way and follow Land's End Trail to the beach. 
Or park in the lot at the end of El Camino Del Mar, 
then walk down the steps that start at the USS San 
Francisco memorial flagpole. Go east on the path to 
the beach. Be sure to wear good trail shoes. Poison 
oak is seldom a problem. 

The beach: If you come on a clear day (call 936-1212 for 
a weather report first), Land’s End isn't the end at all, 
but the beginning of a panoply of panoramas. Bring 
binoculars, windbreaks and, just in case it turns cold, a 
blanket. The beach is rimmed by rugged slopes. 

The crowd: Once strictly a gay hangout, the beach now 
attracts limited numbers of straights too. Thetiny cove 
is more crowded on the right side than the left. 
Problems: Fog, wind, cold and hazardous water 
(swimming is not allowed at Land's End Beach) and 
trail erosion. 


2. North Baker Beach 


Last year, part of what was new at North Baker 
Beach was increased garbage. The problem had 
become so bad that a GGNRA spokesman told us it 
might “cause us to rethink our (nude beach) policy 
there.” This year, the GGNRA has a record nine gar- 
bage cans on the beach. But the good nudes doesn't 
stop there. “The sand Is in beautiful shape,” reports 
our roving North Baker correspondent Ray Borkowski. 
“Plus, I've tried Montara and Devil's Slide and found 
the weather to be more dependable at Baker.” He's

telling the truth: On the average, North Baker is some 
5 degrees warmer than Devil's Slide, according to our 
unclad climatologist. One of this beach's other 
“pluses” is that, so far this year, fewer rowdies carry- 
ing ghetto blasters have been seen on the sand. But, 
compared to the other beaches on our list, there are 
still far more gawkers and youths with loud radios 
here. The bottom line at Baker: During the final nude 
beach season of the decade, things are better but not 
beautiful. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Situated on GGNRA property. The 
agency accepts the north end of Baker Beach as a 
“traditional"snude beach, but insists It will come 
down hard fit receives enough complaints about the 
troublemakers there. Nudity is not tolerated by the 
law enforcers on the south half of Baker Beach, 
where visitors are asked to sult up or head north. 
How to find It: Walk north from the west end of 
Gibson Road just off Bowley. Bowley is just west of 
Fort Point off Lincoin, and near the southwest corner 
of the Presidio, which is your best landmark. Follow 
the well-marked trail to the beach that begins near 
Lincoln. Head north along the sand until you pass 
the “high tide” sign on the hill. 

The beach: Unlike Land's End, swimming's allowed 
here, but it's not encouraged. Signs on the long, nar- 
row, sandy beach warn of hazardous waves. 





The crowd: Usually in the hundreds, the crowd here 
swelled to 500 people as recently as March 1988. 
What started out in 1963 as a beach with suited 
bathers and a few free beachers who picked up after 
themselves has now become a local hangout for 
gawkers, youths with loud radios and garbage and the 
naturists who are trying to put up with these problems. 
Problems: Garbage, noise, gawkers, cold and hazar- 
dous water, fog and wind. 


3. Golden Gate Bridge Beach 

What's the United States’ least likely location for a 

nude beach? It seems unbelievable, but a clothing- 

optional beach has now existed in the shadow of the 

Golden Gate Bridge's San Francisco terminus forten 

years. Some users swear by GGB's stunning vistas 

— you feel like you're staring at a gigantic postcard 

— while others call this the “most dangerous” beach 

they've ever encountered. Far more hazardous to 

reach and enjoy than either Baker or Land’s End, the 

beach has nonetheless been attracting increasingly 

large numbers of the “clothed with the sun” set in re- 

cent years. Our own advice is to try other beaches if 

you can. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Part of the benevolent GGNRA, which 

tries to pretend this beach does not exist. The 

reason: Rangers want to discourage people from 

coming here. = 

How to find it: Trails leading down from the Presidio 

are safer than any other route, but even these can be 

quite hazardous. “You're on your own,” says GGNRA 

park ranger Tim Stone. “We don't maintain the 

trails." Adds GGNRA spokesman Mike Feinstein: 

“For their own safety, people should avoid this 
beach.” For another way, walk north from Baker 
Beach at the end of Gibson Road. Gibson is off 
Bowley, which in turn is just west of Fort Point off 
Lincoln and near a good landmark — the southwest 
comer of the Presidio. Golden Gate Bridge Beach is 
north of the safer nude beach at North Baker. Access 
via this second way, which is either over or around a 
series of rocks, is so dangerous that in 1984 a man 
drowned while trying to swim there from Baker Beach, 
and another man almost died trying to save him. 

The beach: Although it's great for reading, talking 
with a friend or meditating, the greatest asset of rug- 
ged Golden Gate Bridge is its unparalleled view. The 
Golden Gate Bridge shimmers to your right; to the 
left, there's the sea. Isolated and cold, the beach 
itself is no big deal. Rocks are strewn everywhere, 
but if you like to be nude in a spot that’s uncrowded 
and close to home, and if you're crazy enough to ig- 
nore all the warnings we've given you, this is the 
place to suit down. 

The crowd: Most but not all of the up to 50 people who 
visit “No-Name” beach on warm summer days are 
nude. Most likely, you'll find just a few clothed and 
topless and/or bottomless sunbathers plunking 
down their bodies hers. 

Problems: The swimming conditions (impossible) 
and access (terminal) are just part of the hor- 
ribleness. Then there's the rocks, rocks and more 
rocks, plus an extreme overdose of wind and fog. 


San Mateo 
County 


THOUGH ONE of the beaches here is known 
popularly as Devil’s Slide, San Mateo's mostly wide, 
long nude enclaves are downright heavenly. Where 
else can you watch seals cavorting 100 yards off the 
coast, witness whales spouting or, as one reader 
recently did, even make love on a nude beach in a 
“house” made entirely of driftwood? ‘ 
continued next page 
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4. Devil’s Slide 


First, let's get one thing straight about Devil's Slide: 
Devil's Slide is what most people have been calling 
this beach for years. The previous owner of the beach 
called it Edun (or nude spelled backwards) Cove. But 
its real name is Grey Whale Cove. Still, the strangest 
thing about the beach isn't the confusion over its 
name. It isn't the fact that the proprietor will take any 
handicapped, pregnant or elderly person down tothe 
sand for free in his car. And the strangest thing isn’t 
that builder/developer/entrepreneur Carl Ernst is of- 
fering “Official Grey Whale Cove Volleyba!! 
Uniforms” — you open the package and out pop 
three kinds of suntan lotion. What's unusual is how 
the crowds here have changed. Failing from as many 
as 2,500 people a day who packed the huge shore — 
which Is perhaps ten times longer than Red Rock — 
back when he bought the site in 1980, peak atten- 
dance on the hottest day this year was just “800 to 
900" people, Ernst says. However, it’s not just the 
fact that you don't have to wait 20 minutes to get into 
the parking lot, like you did a decade ago, that im- 
pressed the owner. “Before,” he says, “it was almost 
universally a nude beach and the north end was ex- 
clusively gay. Maybe because of the AIDS crisis, the 
overt sexuality (of the people) has virtually 
vanished,” Amazingly, now, at any given time, half of 
the beach’s users keep their clothes on. “All the peo- 
ple who came here for years are finally getting mar- 
ried and having toddlers,” explains Ernst, who 
credits baby boomers with turning the tide at the 
Slide. Why don't they just go to a free public beach? 
“It's cleaner here,” claims Ernst, a self-proclaimed 
clean freak who requires his beach squad to pick up 
even cigarette butts. Although the Slide no longer 
sponsors the nude pie-throwing tournaments that 
became famous, or infamous, here in 1982, the bare- 
bottom volleyball games continue. “Nobody plays 
well,” laughs Ernst, who also occasionally brings a 
rock 'n roll band onto the sand. “We barely keep 
score. It’s a non-scheduled thing, it’s always co-ed 
and there's always room for the least talented 
among us.” To get involved, just look for the free net 
and ball on the beach. For weather and water infor- 
mation, call 728-5336. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Located on state land leased to Ernst. 
No pets, cameras, binoculars, fires or overnight 
camping Is allowed. 

How to find it: For a whale of atime (whales and seals 
are often spotted playing offshore here), look for the 
telltale slide about a half-mile north of the actual 
beach. It isn't a real slide at all, but rather a big cliff 
that seems to sink right into the Pacific. Expect a 
30-minute drive from San Francisco south on High- 
way 1, It's perhaps five to ten minutes south of 
Pacifica, and exactly three miles — and the very first 
left-hand turn — past the Denny's Restaurant in 
Linda Mar. From the south, the road to the parking lot 
is precisely one mile north of the Chart House in 
Montara. Continuing this year is the $4 per person 
parking fee (children ages 16 and under enter free 
with parents). Access to the beach Is via stairs, 
although a free ride in a Jeep is available for those 
who need it (see above). 

The beach: The best thing about this sandy cove be- 
tween two hills pounded out by the sea is that it’s 
clean. The main beach is some 300 yards long. Freez- 
ing cold water and frequent riptides make swimming 
hazardous here. Like Red Rock Beach, the most pop- 
ular game here is Frisbee, followed closely by paddle- 
ball and volleyball. The beach also has soda machines, 
a hot dog stand, barbecue pits and bathrooms. 

The crowd: Despite the fact that it holds hundreds, 
the beach never seems packed. "It's so big you don't 
feel like you're near anyone,” claims visitor Hugh 
Fullerton of Mill Valley. Single women, couples and 
families increasingly stream here on weekends (‘It's 
especially nice for couples on the south end,” says a 
recent visitor), and there continues to be a large gay 
population, especially on weekdays. 

Problems: Having to pay $4 for use, the requirement 
that you sign a form that gives up your liability rights, 
persistent cold water, fog, wind and occasional 
gawkers (see last year's guide), landslides on the 
highway above and great white sharks (one seen in 
1989, two between 1980 and 1988). 


5. Middle Beach 


Despite the fact that getting to this beach requires 
leaving your car unprotected in a turnout on Highway 
1, shimmying on your hands or butt down a cliff and 
then jumping 20 feet from the cliff onto the sand, 
kamikaze nudists who resent having to pay the $4 at 
nearby Devil's Slide sometimes take their chances Ip 
such numbers that they fill the parking lot. During 
high tide the little beach here is completely 
swamped by water. Still, because naturists have 
been coming to what we call Middle Beach (the 
owner of the nude beach north of here prefers to call 
his site Grey Whale Cove and this one Devil's Slide) 
for 16 years now, we begrudgingly offer the following 
report, which includes improved directions. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: State property, presumed to be part of 
Montara State Beach. It is not part of the parcel leased 
to Carl Ernst at Devil's Slide. 

How to find it: From the north, take Highway 1 south 
past Pacifica and Devil's Slide. Look for a turnout be- 
tween the Slide and Montara State Beach that can 
hold about 20 to 30 cars; on a warm day, the lot will 
usually be quite full. Parking here is neither safe nor 
recommended. Other visitors park at Montara and 
then walk north along the highway to the group of 
cars, which Is also not safe. Look for the trailhead 
that begins next to the lot. Wear good hiking shoes 
and be prepared to turn back. “I tried going down 
there once, but the trail was real rough,” recalls 
Devil's Slide manager Kent Schultz. “| said ‘I'll pass’ 


and turned, arqund, and.came back.’)‘!It!s\a.hand-: = :>ethatyou'll probably.feel all: alone unless you wander, 


over-hand or sliding on your butt type of situation,” 
adds Devil's Slide owner Ernst. Veteran users negoti- 
ate the final 20-foot drop with “legs and hand-holds,” 
according to Ernst, “but this is impossible to do unless 
you're really agile.” Use with extreme caution. 

The beach: “On a good day It’s maybe 80 to 100 yards 
long," says Ernst. But during high tide the site disap- 
pears altogether. Somewhat protected, Middle 
Beach's only asset is that it is sometimes less windy 
than Devil's Slide. 

The crowd: Always fewer than 50 users. On any given 
day, though, there’s usually someone here. With 
CalTrans’ recent creation of the Highway 1 turnout 
that's noted above, it’s anyone's guess whether 
more people will be drawn here. 

Problems: “If you leave your car on the road for some- 
one to burglarize and you take your life in your hands 
to slide down there, It seems to me like you haven't 
saved very much money,” says Ernst, who charges 
$4 a head just up the road at Devil's Slide. Other prob- 
lems include fog, cold water, the small size of the 
beach, the fact that it washes out so frequently and 
the lack of more precise directions about how to sur- 
vive the final 20 feet of the trail. Good, bad or indif- 
ferent, we'd like to know how you feel about this 
beach. Please also send us your improved direc- 
tions. 


6. Montara State Beach 


During the past five years, erosion of the shore and 
harassment from local rangers have threatened to 
sink the little nudist colony at the extreme northern 
tip of Montara State Beach. Some people there even 
try to walk around the point to Middle Beach (see 
above), which is outrageously dangerous and should 
not even be attempted. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: State beach property. Montara is an ex- 
ample of how one nude beach can spawn another. 
When the road to Devil's Slide was closed for repairs 
in 1977, many users simply parked their cars at the 
nearest available lot (Montara), walked a few hun- 
dred yards off the main public area and took off their 
clothes. Once subject to citation on a complaint 
basis only, naturists at Montara have faced pressure 
from state park rangers ever since July 14th, 1984, 
when they handed out Informational warning pam- 
phlets to the nudists. 

How to find it: Montara is in northern San Mateo 
County, just south of Devil's Slide. Take Highway 1 
south past Pacifica and Devil's Slide to the Montara 
State Beach cut-off sign just north of the towns of Mon- 
tara and Moss Beach. The site is 1.1 miles south of 
Devil's Slide. On peak days, parking can be a problem 
unless you arrive early. Walk north to the nude beach. 
Do not disrobe in the southern end of Montara. 

The beach: As of this writing, shore erosion con- 
tinues to push nudists away from the more secluded, 
hidden sunbathing areas they used to enjoy to spots 
that are more exposed to the view of sulted bathers. 
Long and narrow, northern Montara State Beach fea- 
tures dunes that have been favored by the nudists for 
private sunbathing. Lots of people like to play 
Frisbee here. 

The crowd: Once mixed, with young gays and 
straights populating the north end of the beach and 
families, who far outnumbered the nudists, occupy- 
ing the south. Only a few naturists now use Montara. 
Problems: At Montara, barebottom bathing is only 
for the brave. Like Middle Beach, this is a take-your- 
chances kind of site that's awash with problems. 
You'll be battling fog, wind, erosion, water that’s so 
cold you won't believe it and, as we keep stressing, 
nasty park rangers. 


7. San Gregorio 

After hearing last year from a woman who once made 
love in one of the driftwood structures that various 
visitors have erected at San Gregorio over the years, 
we wondered what could top that story. Nothing, it 
turns out, especially since “There seem to be fewer 
shelters there this year,” according to reader Gaye 
Ekholm of Sunnyvale. It turns out that the dearth of 
winter storms simply left fewer sticks on the beach 
for visitors to use. “I call itahoneymoon beach,” she 
told us last year. “To me, San Gregorio is the perfect 
place to spend aglorious day alone with somebody.” 
Compared to Bonny Doon or Red, White & Blue, San 
Gregorio is less of a social beach and more of a spot 
for relaxing, cuddling and walking hand-in-hand 
along the long, picturesque shore. Though San 
Gregorio is often foggy in the summer, this Is one 
sprawling, sandy beach that’s ideal to visit on sunny 
days in the fall, winter or spring. Almost entirely agay 
male site, it's also savored by straight singles and 
couples who relish the “feel” of being on a beach 
that’s relatively uncrowded. San Gregorio seems 
that way not because people stay away from it, but 
because they’re spread out on the beach. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: The beach, situated on private prop- 
erty, “has the honor of being the first unclad beach 
on the West Coast,” according to Lee Baxandall’s 
painstakingly produced World Guide to Nude 
Beaches & Recreation. “In 1967," the guide says, 
“the owner boldly sought more nude visitors.” The 
beach’s legal situation was somewhat complicated 
in 1987 with the filing of a lawsuit against it. The 
litigation, which pitted the owners of the property 
Just to the north of the beach parking lot against the 
operators of the beach, was believed to have asked 
that the beach be shut down in the wake of previous 
complaints about public sex. 

How to find it: South of Half Moon Bay, be on the 
lookout for Tunitas Creek Way. From here the beach 
is alittle more than a mile up the road. Heading south 
on Highway 1 from San Francisco, check your odom- 
eter after reaching Half Moon Bay; look for the road 
near the intersection of highways 1 and 84. The road 
you need to find is 100 yards north of 84 on Highway 1. 
Take the dirt road past the big white gate with the sign 
“Tell Road” to the parking lot. The gate Is just north of 
the junction of the two highways. To get to the beach, 
follow the long path from the parking lot. “One of the 
advantages of going to San Gregorio is that, with an at- 
tendant watching your car there, you can feel pretty 
safe about leaving your vehicle parked in the lot,” says 
Ekholm. “It's not a bad trail to nike down, but it’s 
[long] enough to keep the gawkers away.” 

The beach: Caves, cliffs and the driftwood structures 
make San Gregorio not only a scenic beach, but one 
with a particularly interesting personality. Long and 
clean, San Gregorio nude beach (which is north of 
San Gregorio State Beach and south of Half Moon 
Bay and Tunitas Beach) features an incredible two 
miles of filling sand. A fine spot for running, relaxing 
and enjoying the warmth. Pets are OK, but fires, 
cameras, overnight camping and littering are 
banned. As for swimming, some users do a little 
wading but It's really not recommended. No 
restrooms or drinking water. The beach usually 
closes about 7 pm. 

The crowd: Expect anywhere from 100 to 500 visitors 
spread so widely along this huge, rambling beach 


up to the more crowded north end. From crowds of 
up to 750 people a day and a more even mix of 
families, straight singles and gay men in 1983, the 
beach today becomes more and more gay the further 
north you walk. The few straights and families that 
visit San Gregorio usually hang out in the driftwood 
shelters at the southern end of the beach. 
Problems: Wind, riptides, icy water, summer fog, 
parking fee and, if you consider it a problem, not 
much of a social atmosphere. For protection from 
the wind and added warmth, try sunbathing inside 
one of the hand-hewn shelters. 


8. Pomponio State Beach 


At most nude beaches, getting there is the main 
challenge. But at Pomponio you have to worry about 
getting home. The reason: If your car hasn't been 
broken into by thieves, you may find the California 
Highway Patrol has towed it away. The trouble at 
peaceful, Incredibly clean Pomponio State Beach 
began in 1985. One day while he tanned, the trunk of 
computer programmer Scott Marovich's car was 
pried open with a tire iron. Another time, a thief 
picked open the lock of his car door. To make things 
even weirder, the pull-off nearest to the nude area 
was closed by the CHP in 1987, presumably to fight 
the rash of car burglaries and the increased use of 
the beach by beer-drinking rowdies. If you can put up 
with these problems, you'll probably have a pretty 
good time. With fewer crowds, the nude beach is 
quieter and cleaner than ever. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Visitors here face few problems from 
police. Werbelieve the entire area is on state beach 
property. Several years ago, a proposal to register 
the beach as an official state-sanctioned clothing- 
optional site quickly evaporated. 

How to find it: Pomponio is some four miles south of 
San Gregorio Beach on Highway 1. Coming from 
Santa Cruz, the distance is about three miles north of 
Pescadero State Beach. Look for the nude area on 
the southern end of the Pomponio state property, or 
just to the north of Pescadero. There are several 
ways in: 1. Take the long walk down from the 
entrance to the state beach along the water line; only 
during low tide. 2. Trudge up (i.e. north) from 
Pescadero; only during low tide. 3. Park at the 
nearest pullover/parking lot, about a quarter-mile 
from the blocked-off, horseshoe-shaped parking 
area just to the south of the state entrance, then walk 
back to the trail that begins at the horseshoe-shaped 
area. Continue on the path to the beach. You'll need 
good hiking shoes to ford a small ravine. 

The beach: A mile and a half of flat, semi-sheltered 
sand that’s nice for reading and tanning. The most 
favored section is away from the high cliffs. 

The crowd: Before authorities decided to discourage 
parking near the nude beach, some 25 to 35 visitors a 
day were enjoying Pomponio, but on particularly 
warm summer weekends up to 100 people visited the 
site. Today, usage is down but coming back. The 
south end of Pomponio is used by gays, straights, 
nudes and non-nudes. 

Problems: Difficult access, rough trails, car 
burglaries, parking, riptides, cold air, wind and occa- 
sional gawkers. 


Santa Cruz 
County 


WHEN YOU'RE a nude beacher in Santa Cruz County, 
you have to put up with the strangest things: mussel- 
diggers, surfers, clothed bathers, fishermen and 
even an airplane or two. The area is home to the coun- 
try's only nude beach with its own landing strip. Next 
to that is the only large gathering of clothing- 
optional campsites in California- 


9. Scott Creek Beach 


Great for sunbathing, Scott Creek is a nude beach 
where nudity may soon be banned or “improved,” 
depending on how a recent county proposal turns 
out. The idea, which would add trails, tollets and paid 
parking lots to Scott Creek and four other nude 
beaches, drew only limited discussion at a hearing 
held by the Santa Cruz Board of Supervisors May 
23rd. Under the scheme, which would be financed by 
parking fees and various grants, Scott would get 
some much-needed improvements that local 
naturists have been wanting for years, but only one 
of the five beaches would remain “clothing 
optional.” “Nude sunbathing would be prohibited at 
the rest of the beaches,” according to arecent article 
in the Santa Cruz Sentinel. For now, though, Scott’s a 
fairly clean beach. In fact, if it didn't have an offshore 
pipeline, the beach would be almost perfect. Still, if 
you like walking, running, birdwatching, getting atan 
or simply enjoying the solitude of a nice little cove, 
Scott Creek is a definite “must” to try. 

Rating: B 

Legal status: Previously owned by Albert Smith of 
Swanton, the beach was given to Santa Cruz County 
several years ago. Today, both the sand and part of 
the surrounding bluffs belong to the county. Scott 
Creek Beach has been attracting naturists since 
1975. No arrests have been made here in recent 
memory. 

How to find It: The beach is some 15 miles north of 
Santa Cruz next to Highway 1. Check for Scott Creek 
Beach between San Gregorio State Beach to the 
north and Davenport Beach to the south. The beach 
is near Swanton Road, which is shown on some 
maps (two sure bets: the National Automobile Club's 
Santa Cruz County and “San Francisco Bay Region 
& Vicinity” maps). From the south, head north on 
Highway 1 past Red, White & Blue Beach for 6.2 
miles and past Bonny Doon Beach for 3.8 miles. The 
beach can be seen from the highway, both as you 
cross the bridge at Scott Creek and from vistas as 
you descend to the creek from the north or south. 
Scott Creek flows across the beach most of the year, 
creating a lagoon and a large stream. On the south 
end of the beach, another stream, Moline Creek, 
washes into the sea. North of Scott Creek, visitors 
park on the narrow west shoulder of the highway. But 
from here you've got to walk down a ravine. Walking 
across the highway bridge to reach the beach Isn't 
recommended because the bridge Is very narrow and 
no pedestrian walkway is provided. On peak days, 
the two small turnout parking lots south of the beach 
fill up quickly with cars. 

The beach: Often deserted, Scott Creek Beach can 
be found at the bottom of a small bluff. Beach ac- 
tivities range from sunbathing and reading to pic- 
nicking, surf fishing, kite flying and occasional large 
beach parties when the weather's particularly warm. 
At the north end of the beach a submerged reef 
creates one of the finest surfing spots in Northern 
California. The area Is used by surfers from October 
through May. The beach Is a half-mile long. 

The crowd: Usually quiet, Scott Creek's two turnouts, 
which hold.60 to. 100 cars, fill up quickly on peak

summer days. 

Problems: “It's 80 cold here that even veteran 
naturists usually wear swimsults,” says one visitor. 
Numbing water temperatures, hazardous undertows, 
wind and Increasing trash (a 1985 report by the North 
Coast Beaches Advisory Committee found part of the 
beach “heavily littered”) are other “minuses.” 


10. Davenport Beach 


Except for being windier, more exposed and even 
more bland, Davenport nude beach resembles Scott 
Creek. Like Scott, nude sunbathing may soon be 
banned here — and a parking lot, tralls and tollets 
may be added (see Introduction to Scott Creek). “I 
didn't tike It very much,” says a visitor, “but that 
doesn't mean others will feel the same.” Please keep 
In mind that the beach Is not Davenport Beach per se, 
but the sheltered nude cove just south of the main 
beach. The main public beach Is situated across 
from Highway 1, the town of Davenport and a local 
cement plant. Together, the two beaches are only 
about 300 yards long. Use with caution. 
: C. 


Legal status: Believed to be privately owned, with 
Public access guaranteed by California law. 

How to find it: Find the public beach across the 
railroad tracks, Just a few hundred yards south of the 
Davenport business district along Highway 1. To 
reach the small cove south of the beach, park In the 
first turnout you see on the west side of the highway. 
The main parking area holds about 60 cars. Another 
Paved parking area along Highway 1 at the south end 
of the beach can handle approximately ten vehicles. 
Then walk across the tracks on elther of two trails. 
The south trall is poor and steep, winding up and over 
the tracks and then down to the sand. The north path 
starts at the main parking area, goes along thetracks 
and enters the beach just above San Vicente Creek. 
The beach: A tiny cove backed by a rock-strewn hill. 
The crowd: Only a few people use Davenport nude 
cove. The main public beach Is used for camping, 
picnicking, sunbathing and sightseeing, but not for 
swimming or surfing. 

Problems: Fog, wind, cold water, difficult access, In- 
creasing amounts of trash, the small size of the 
beach, parking, the exposed condition of the site and 
its proximity to the town and clothed bathers. Daven- 
Port Is basically a boring, unappealing site. The cove 
here is not a nude beach in the same sense as Red 
Rock, but rather a portion of a public beach where nudl- 
tyhas traditionally taken place on an occasional basis. 


11. Bonny Doon Beach 


Bonny Doon, which consists of a northern wind- 
protected cove favored by nudists and a dune- 
strewn, much-littered beach to the south, Is awash 
with news this year. For one thing, the county Is con- 
sidering naming one of five local beaches as a site 
where nudity will be unofficially recognized as a 
tolerated activity; that may not sound like much, but 
It's progress. The Doon, or Hole-In-The-Wall, as It 
was once known, Is the early favorite to become that 
beach. Secondly, the county may add tralls, tollets 
and a parking lot here (see Scott Creek listing for 
details). Thirdly, Bonny Doon, where more than aton 
of trash was collected last year, will be the site of a 
massive second annual clean-up Sept. 23rd; to 
volunteer, write PO Box 23781, San Jose, CA 95153. 
Lastly, sand on the beach Is reported to be In ex- 
cellent shape this season. Topped by high cilffs 
along the center of the beach, the area also features 
asmall creek in the south that's active In the winter 
and spring. To protect yourself from broken glass, be 
sure to wear thongs or shoes on the beach. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Privately owned, with public access 
guaranteed by state law. 

How to find It: From San Francisco, drive south on 
Highway 1. Look for this popular skinnydipping cove 
11 miles north of Santa Cruz at the intersection of 
Highway 1 and Bonny Doon Road, across from the 
sign pointing to the town of Bonny Doon. The Bonny 
Doon parking lot (a rougher version of the one the 
county Is thinking of building) Is at milepost 27.6 on 
the west side of Highway 1, exactly 2.4 miles north of 
Red, White & Blue Beach. From Santa Cruz, head 
north on Highway 1 until you see Bonny Doon Road, 
which veers off sharply to the right just south of the 
towns of Davenport and Swanton. But don’t park on 
Bonny Doon Road or on the shoulder of Highway 1, 
both of which are dangerous and Illegal, despite the 
longtime tradition of visitors to do so. To get to the 
beach, you have to climb a steep berm next to the 
railroad tracks adjacent to the lot, cross the tracks, 
descend the berm and take one of several trails to 
the sand (all but the northernmost path are eroded). 
Walk north past and through most of the beach tothe 
cove at the north end. 

The beach: For best wind protection, stay near but 
not next to the cliffs (rocks sometimes tumble down). 
A sandy cove that's reclaimed by the sea during the 
winter, thls beach Is even cleaner than last year. The 
sunny patch of sand and surf here Is usually pre- 
ferred by naturists over the glass-strewn dunestothe 
south. The cove Is a great place to Improve, perfect 
and fine-tune your tan. Best of all, the cove has better 
weather than most of the other beaches In Santa 
Cruz County, thanks to Its protected environment. 
“What attracts the regulars is the fact that It's 
sheltered from the wind,” reports visitor Richard 
Pasco of San Jose. “It’s real warm.” Gaye Ekholm of 
Sunnyvale agrees: “It's definitely the nicest beach to 
go to when the weather Isn't perfect.” Plus, if you're 
lucky, you may even see some whales sneak Into the 
cove's beautiful little bay. “One day we spent the 
whole day watching the whales,” says Ekholm. 
Because of hazardous surf, scuba, surfing, fishing 
and other water sports are uncommon. The beach 
also has some nice caves. 

The crowd: “It's a real social beach,” says Ekholm. 
“One day, three different men came up and tried to 
start conversations with me.” Compared to those at 
nearby beaches, the cove's crowd Is also more gay, 
though a fair share of straight men and women also 
come here. “The atmosphere Is also looser,” says 
Ekholm. “People can actually sit around and smoke a 
Joint on the beach and nobody says anything.” 
Problems: Trash on the beach leading to the cove, 
somewhat hazardous parking conditions (the lot fills 
up fast), a past history of auto break-ins and unsafe 
surf. 


12. Panther Beach 


One of a string of five nude beaches where Im- 
provements may soon be made, pristine Panther 
faces anew problem: Nudity could be banned at four 
of the sites, Including this one. With Bonny Doon a 
favorite In the early betting about which of the five 
beaches will remain unofficially nude, the big ques- 
tlon Is whether anti-nudity laws will be enforced at 
this rather popular free beach (for more detalls about 
the changes, see the Introduction of the Scott Creek 
Beach listing). Also known as Yellowbank Beach, 
Panther Is fairly trash-free compared to other local 
sun spots. It also features breaching whales, 


mussels that are free for the picking during the colder 
months of the year and some of the area's best- 
looking sand. In May 1987 several whales came so 
close to the beach that one suribather reported “They 
almost knew we were watching them. They were only 
200 yards offshore when they spouted and breached. 
It was the high point of our visit.” The beach takes Its 
official name from Yellowbank Creek, which crosses 
the sand after passing through a tunnel; because It 
only flows during the winter, most visitors don’t even 
know It exists. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Privately owned, with public access 
guaranteed by state law. 

How to find It: Look for Panther Beach between 
mileposts 95 and 96 on the west side of Highway 1, 
some 1.6 miles north of Red, White & Blue Beach, or, 
depending on where you start counting, some 8 to 
10% miles north of Santa Cruz. The beach Is between 
Bonny Doon to the north and Laguna Creek Beach to 
the south. Park on the small dirt road where you see 
other cars parked on the west side of the highway. 
The parking area lies on aridge between the highway 
and the rallroad tracks. Although It’s heavily rutted, 
you'll find the lot full (It holds 80 to 100 cars) during 
peak periods. From the north end of the lot, follow the 
trall across a fleld and down to the main part of the 
beach. It’s a fairly steep, braided and eroded path 
that can at times be difficult to use due to loose rocks 
and dirt. But a recent visitor found It to be “a fairly 
easy path.” 

The beach: Breathtakingly beautiful Panther is really 
two beaches In one. Here you'll find high rock towers, 
natural bridges and — like Garrapata, far to the 
south — even caves. The main beach Is about 100 
yards long and 70 yards wide. Directly to the south of 
this small beach Is another section that’s backed by 
tall cliffs that end In a rocky shelf. Further south of 
this, low rock shelves continue for several hundred 
yards. In all, the south beach Is some 200 yards long 
and 25 to 50 yards wide. Both beaches are bordered 
at elther end by 40-foot-tall cliffs. The tide sometimes 
rushes In very swiftly. In cold weather, from 
November through about April, mussels may be 
gathered from the rocks on the southern edge of Pan- 
ther. To find them, walk along the main beach to the 
rocky, southern tler. But keep In mind that access to 
the south section Is only safe at low tide. “And even 
then, there’s this one area where the waves are 
crashing, and you have to crawl over these slippery 
rocks,” says Gaye Ekholm, who loves to harvest the 
mussels In winter. Mussels should not be removed 
during the rest of the year. 

The crowd: Also used by surfers and clothed 
families, about a third of the visitors to Panther 


Beach disrobe. Some of the fewer than 100 visitors # j 


per peak summer day have been coming here since 
1975. Clean, quiet and uncrowded, Panther is neither 
as social a beach as nearby Bonny Doon nor as 
deserted as Scott Creek Beach. 

Problems: Rutted parking lot, eroded trail, hazardous 
access to the south beach. “I've heard there's been a 
lot of vandalism of cars,” says Ekholm. However, she 
herself has always parked here safely and we have 
not been able to confirm her report from any other 
source. 


13. Laguna Creek Beach 


Described by the North Coast Beaches Advisory 
Committee as a “beautiful beach” with a “semi- 
wilderness character,” Laguna Creek features a 
stunning Inland lagoon and lovely little cove. But the 
beach's attractions don’t stop there. The lagoon 
plays home to a variety of nesting birds, including 
hard-to-find snowy plovers. Then there's the fact that 
this Is an exceptionally clean beach. A report by the 
committee mentioned above calls Laguna “one of 
the least disturbed beaches” In Santa Cruz County. 
Plus the narrow cove at the north end of the site is 
almost completely sheltered from the blasts of wind 
that usuaily rake this part of the coast each summer. 
Unfortunately, clothing-optional bathing may soon 
come to an end here If a county plan Is approved. At 
press time, the Board of Supervisors was consider- 
ing @ proposal to ban nudity at Laguna and add a 
parking lot, trails and tollets — or Laguna could be 
named a tolerated nude beach. See the introduction 
of the Scott Creek Beach listing for details. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Privately owned, with public access 
guaranteed by California law, this beach has been 
used by nudists for at least ten years. 

How to find It: Look for the beach about six miles 
north of Santa Cruz. The site Is south of Bonny Doon 
Road, Panther Beach — and, If they appear on your 
map, Liddell and Respini creeks (both of which are 
shown on the Natlonal Automobile Club map of Santa 
Cruz County) — and north of Red, White & Blue 
Beach, which Is at milepost 24.9 on Highway 1. About 
0.7 miles north of Red, White & Blue Beach, park at 
either of two points: a dirt parking area on the Inland 
side of Highway 1 (safest) or, only if the dirt lot Is full, 
on the IIttie-used side road next to the lot that veers 
off to the right of Highway 1 If you're headed north. The 
lot, which holds 50 cars, Is rarely full. Now you face two 
other choices: Which beach path to follow? Either 
choice presents problems. One path on the north side 
of Laguna Creek will take you across some rallroad 
tracks and across a rock-surfaced farm road through a 
field. The road leads to several small, eroding foot- 
paths down the low bluffs at the north end of the 
beach. Another route skirts the north end of the lagoon 
and emerges at the southern side of the beach. It too Is 
eroding and potentially dangerous. 

The beach: A sixth of a mile long and rather narrow, 
Laguna Creek Beach widens at the-south end. Brus- 
sels sprout flelds top the terraced bluffs north and 
south of the lagoon. For more detalls, see the In- 
troduction to this entry. 

The crowd: Usually limited to fewer than 50 visitors, 
even on the hottest days. Laguna Beach attracts a 
wide varlety of people, Inciuding clothed and un- 
clothed sunbathers, families, fishermen, surfers, 
overnight campers and, In winter, musselers (see 
Panther Beach for comparison). Most users favor the 
north end of the beach because It Is sheltered from 
the wind. 

Problems: Path erosion (see “How to find It” and 
bring good hiking shoes), occasional gawkers, wind 
(although usually sheltered, the cove isn’t immune to 
breezes; bring warm clothes). 


14. Red, White & Blue Beach 


If you've ever dreamed of walking completely naked 
from your car to a beach without being arrested, this 
\s the place to go. Except for nudist resorts, Red, 
White & Biue Is probably the only beach In the United 
States where you can even be nude In the parking lot. 
“| Just leave my clothes In the car and start walking,” 
says San Jose’s Rich Paso, who did just that In 
March. “Why carry your clothes onto the beach?” 
But a parking lot that's hidden from the highway yet 
close to the sand Is only one of the things that makes 
RWB popular. Wind is the main word this year at the 
beach, which takes Its name from Its colorful mail- 





box. But owner-operator Ralph Edwards has a solu- 
tlon for the clothing-optional campers and beach- 
goers who have been coming here for a whopping 22 
years: Red, White & Biue has become the first nude 
beach to rent windbreaks. Or, instead of paying $10a 
day to rent one, you can purchase It for $40 and up. 
Edwards’ story is an amazing one. Two decades ago 
he was ranching In Orange County when he decided 
to head north and buy a cattle spread on some bluffs 
north of Santa Cruz. One thing led to another and, 
with a partner, he turned part of the property Into a 
fine nude beach. “At the time, | thought anude beach 
was something maybe there was a need for,” says 
Edwards. When Ralph Isn't busy minding the 
bovines, you can find him or his son Beaver at the 
beach. When asked why he's still at it after all these 
years, Edwards shrugs and says, “I do this because! 
like to talk to people.” Because Edwards is so 
taciturn, It’s an Ironic statement. Still, he’s a savvy 
businessman. When he talks about filling needs, he 
means every kind of need under the sun — wind- 
breaks, sand, campsites, picnic tables, fire pits, 
volleyball and tetherball courts, good, clean 
restrooms, hot showers, loads of parking and — 
would you belleve — the country’s only clothing- 
optional landing “strip.” Edwards’ enclave Is the 
closest thing to a nude version of a state park you'll 
find anywhere In the United States. The beach Is 
open every day from 10 am to 5 pm (6 pm In the sum- 
mer). Expect to pay a $6 fee for day use and $8 
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“Sure, there's a 
difference.

(singles), $10 (couples) of $12 (families, including 
children under 18) to stay overnight.

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Greatly respected by local sheriff's 
deputies we Interviewed In past years, Edwards’ 
beach Is on private property. “I’m sure some rangers 
visit the nude beach on their days off," says state 
park ranger Roger Williams. “Ralph is one of my 
friands. | used to date his daughter.” Edwards’ 
daughter Is now married to a local fire chief. 

How to find it: Situated north of Santa Cruz and south 
of Bonny Doon Beach and the town of Davenport. 
From downtown Santa Cruz, head north about six 
miles to milepost 24.9 on Highway 1. Look for a large 
red, white and blue mailbox numbered 5021 on the 
west side of the road. Turn onto Scaroni Road, which 
begins here. The road Is near Majors Creek and Table 
Rock on very good maps. At the gate you'll be asked 
for the entrance charge noted above. 

The beach: Except for a little polson oak on the cliffs, 
where visitors are not allowed, none of the pesky 
plant Is found here. The site features sandy nooks 
near the bluffs, plus large rocks that are used by 
some visitors as windbreaks. An easy-to-use tral 
‘connects the parking lot with the sandy, 600-yard- 
long beach. More sunbathing takes place here t 
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swimming. “Like Bonny Doon, this is aleo a place 
where people like to socialize,” saye Ekholm. 

The crowd: “It hasn't been that crowded this year, 
perhaps because of the wind,” reports Edwards. Ex- 
ample: Memorial Day weekend was so windy that 
patronage was “way down,” Edwards says, from the 
hundreds of visitors who usually come here on the 
hottest weekends, and the up to 1,000 people who 
make the trek on the warmest — and least windy — 
summer holidays. As at Devil's Slide, at least half of 
the users are nude. Average clientele consists of 
families with teenage children. 

Problems: Frequent fierce winds (bring warm clothes 
and/or a drop cloth and some pegs to make your own 
windscreen, or see Introduction for rental news), 
frigid water, entrance fee. 


15. Four Mile Beach 


You've heard of surf and turf, but what about surf and 
skinnydip? Here, hang-tenners and nudists have 
divided up the beach Into two happy camps that, true 
to the site’s name, are exactly four miles north of the 
city of Santa Cruz. “It's one of the few places where 
my son, who likes to surf, and | can each do what we 
want,” says Gaye Ekhoim. Nudists head to the 
southern tler of the mile-long swath of clean, white 
sand, while the surfers stroke north. Suited sun- 
bathers also stroll north, and threaten to invade the 
south. The reason: The beach is being developed as 
part of the new Wilder Ranch Estates State Park. But 
as of last year (and, as far as we know, this year), no 
rangers had shown up on the beach to issue anti- 
nudity citations. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Part of Wilder Ranch Estates State 
Park. Rangers have already Increased their visits to 
other state parks. “There's a chance you might get a 
citation,” says a state parks dispatcher, “but It's not 
a mandatory routine. If a ranger tells you to put your 
clothes on, that will probably be the end of It, pro- 
vided you cooperate.” 

How to find it: Exactly four miles north of where Mis- 
sion Street merges with Highway 1. Or, on a good 
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map (such as the National Automobile Club Senta 
Cruz County map), find where Baldwin Creek (just 
south of Bald Mountain and Majors Creek) empties 
Into the ocean. The clump of cars is the first one 
you'll see after leaving Sante Cruz. The walk from the 
dirt road over the raliroad tracks and then to the 
south Is about a quarter of a mile. “It’s a fairly long 
path,” says one visitor. “There was no poison oak 
problem. in fact, It wasn't really a path but a road that 
was wide enough to drive a pickup down.” (However, 
vehicles are banned from the road.) After entering the 
road near the creek at the north end of the beech, 
walk south from the bottom of the trail to the nude 
portion of the sand. 

The beach: A mile of glistening, clean white sand 
| that also attracts clothed bathers and surfers. 
Nudists usually prefer the south end of the shore, 
while sulted sunbathers savor the northem rim. Four 
| Mile is known for Its excellent breakers, which at- 
| tract riders from throughout Northern California. 

, The crowc: “I've been nude there and didn't have any 
problems,” says Ekholm. “About half the people 
there go nude and haif don't.” On atypical afternoon, 

| only ten to 20 visitors use the nude portion of Four 
Mile Beach. “But,” adds another visitor, “on warm 
days, a lot more people show up.” 

Problems: increased law enforcement, including the 
| threat of wamings or citations when state park 
rangers are in the aree. Four Mile Is also somewhat dif- 
ficult to find unless you trace It exactly from the inter- 
section of Mission Boulevard and Highway 1 in Santa 
' Cruz (anyone know the nearest Highway 1 milepost7). 


16. Twenty-Two Twenty-Two 

A nude beach within the city limits of Santa Cruz? 
No, you're not hallucinating. With development 
threatening seven beaches on our list — Scott, Pan- 
ther, Davenport, Laguna, Garrapata, Manresa and 
. Zmudowski — It's surprising to discover that a new 
clothing-optional beach Is flourishing right in one of 
Northern California's biggest cities. Actually, this 
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Nude Beach Fever

isn't a totally unheard-of phenomenon — Garberville 
(see below) also has itS own downtown skinnydip- 
ping hole. But given the fact that nudists were chased 
out of nearby Capitola Beach in the early ‘70s, and 
that nudism at Natural Bridges State Beach, just up 
the road, has all but evaporated, the emergence of 
this tiny, 100-foot by 100-foot nude haven is truly 
amazing. To say the site is flourishing is really an ex- 
aggeration. ““A dozen people were on the beach,” 
reports Rich Pasco of San Jose, who showed up on 
the sand on May 24th. But all of them were nude. One 
note of caution: Use this site, which takes its name 
from a nearby home (2222 West Cliff Drive), with ex- 
treme discretion. Parking is so tight (the lot only 
holds nine cars, parking is prohibited on West Cliff 
Drive and there are fears that if anyone complains 
about people parking in front of driveways, the beach 
could be raided) and the delightful, jewel-like cove is 
so small that even one discourteous visitor could 
ruin the place for everyone. “My biggest worry is that 
someone will spoil it,” says Pasco, whose revelation 
of 2222 led to this listing. Use, enjoy, details follow — 
and please send us your reports. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: City property. So far, city police have 
left 2222 alone, probably because its users have 
been so careful not to annoy nearby residents. 
Although the nude beach has been used by a smail 
band of locals for several years, word of its existence 
didn’t start filtering out onto other beaches until 
early 1988, and then it was strictly a rumor. “Some- 
one asked, ‘Have you heard they're going nude even 
in the city limits now?’ ” Pasco remembers. 

How to find It: The beach is a few blocks south of 
Natural Bridges State Beach and about 212 miles 
north of the Santa Cruz Boardwalk. Other nearby 
landmarks are Seal Rock and Point Santa Cruz. From 
either north or south of Santa Cruz, take Highway 1 to. 
Swift Street. Follow Swift to the sea, then turn right 
(north) onto West Cliff Drive. Keep your eyes open — 
2222 is only about five blocks away. After Auburn 
Avenue, look for 2222 on your right. If you come to 
Chico Avenue, turn around; you've gone too far. 2222 
West Cliff Drive is a private residence that is directly 
across the street from the nude beach. Be sure not to 
park in front of it, or anywhere else on West Cliff Drive 
(parking there is prohibited). Instead, look for the lit- 
tle nine-car parking lot across the street, on the 
ocean side of West Cliff. If the lot is full, continue 
around the block to Chico Avenue. Below the parking 
lot, follow the path to the sand. Says Pasco: “During 
its short descent, the trail climbs over some dis- 
carded concrete slabs and boulders,” which he 
thinks were put there to stop erosion. 

The beach: “| guess the best way to describe this 
beach is that it’s gentle,” says Pasco. “And that's 
why I’m concerned about it being overrun. It's smail, 
delicate and, at best, a baby beach that’s no bigger 
than my backyard. From someone accustomed to 
the wind and thundering surf of our sometimes wild 
north coast beaches, this beach was a pleasure to 
behold. Instead of a guitar, it would probably be more 
appropriate to play aviolin here.” At 20 feet high, the 
cliffs are only athird as high as those at Bonny Doon. 
But the beach is only partly shielded from view; you 
can see it from the lot but not the road. 

The crowd: On the day of Pasco's visit there were 
eight men and two women. “The atmosphere was in- 
tellectual,” he says. Instead of beer-drinking loud- 
mouths, he found an “almost gentlemanly at- 
mosphere.” Three of the visitors, possibly students 
from nearby UCSC, were busy discussing philos- 
ophy; the others were “keeping to themselves and 
reading quietly.” 

Problems: Parking, proximity to residences (could 
make the site an easy target for complaints), small 
size of cove (does the sand disappear in high tide?), 
lack of complete privacy and, for those who enjoy it, 
no social character. Still, when you consider that 
there's absolutely no litter here, 2222 is areal “find.” 


17. Rio Del Mar Beach 


In addition to Twenty-Two Twenty-Two, another Santa 
Cruz area beach joins our list this year — but it's 
barely anude beach. The sunswept dunes of Rio Del 
Mar Beach, where at least one man has been going 
nude without problems for several years now, are .8 
miles north of the mostly clothed sand at Manresa 
State Beach and 2.1 miles south of Aptos Beach 
State Park. “Il hope you can spread the word about 
my favorite nude beach because It's sunny when all 
the other beaches, like Bonny Doon, aren't,” says the 
visitor, who doesn’t want to be identified. The man, 
who likes the place so much he regularly drives all 
the way from San Jose to enjoy what he calls a “very 
safe” beach, says he sunbathes on the area's 
“miniature dunes and grass.” In the past, small col- 
onies of nudists have also used the dunes of nearby 
Zmudowski, Manresa and Sunset beaches for semi- 
private sunbathing. If you try this beach, please let us 
know what you think. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. “The state police that patrol 
Manresa do drive beyond their assigned borders and 
down my beach,” says our source. “But they have 
never bothered me. And | kind of like the safety factor 
of having them there.” 

How to find It: From either south or north, take High- 
way 1 to the Rio Del Mar exit. Go a mile or two all the 
way to the coast, then turn left (south) onto Sumner 
Avenue. Follow Sumner one to two miles until It dead 
ends. Park on the curb about 500 feet back from the 
dead end. Walk across the railroad tracks. Take the 
wooden staircase and path down to the beach. Walk 
about 500 feet south. “This Is not a private beach 
unless you stay closer to the cliffs,” says our source. 
“Or you can hide in the dunes and grass” cited in the in- 
troduction. “But,” warns the visitor, “don’t go too far or 
you will be at Manresa.” Or follow our directions to 
Manresa (see next listing) and walk north along the 
sand to the area described. We hope anyone trying this 
place will send us even better directions.

The beach: A wide swath of sand, dunes and grassy 
knolls. “There are no riptide problems,” says the 
visitor. “And access is easy for anyone.” 

The crowd: “' feel very safe here because of the fam- 
ily beaches on both sides, and also because of the 
people walking by regularly,” says our contact. “I’m 
hoping that if enough people use this beach nude it 
will last as a traditional nude beach in the future.” 
Problems: Unknown legal status, lack of precise 
directions (if you find out where people should stop 
on the sand, please let us know), mostly a clothed 
beach. “The only drawback /s for a person whois shy 
about being nude around non-nudists but who wants 
to play or wade in the water,” says the visitor. 


18. Manresa Beach 


“We get complaints about nudity on the beach all the 
time during the summer,” a parks dispatcher told us 
the summer before last. “It happens pretty 
routinely.” Today, the state beach still attracts a bold 
band of bottomless sunbathers and an even larger 
troupe of topless tanners. From all accounts, they're 
fighting a losing battle. One of three side-by-side 
beaches (the others are Sunset Beach and 
Zmudowski Beach State Park) that once attracted 
modest numbers of nudists to their uncrowded 
shores and sand dunes, Manresa is now inundated 
with nearby condos, businesses, police patrols and 
massive numbers of clothed bathers. Use only with 
extreme discretion, if at all. 

Rating: C 

Legal status: Part of Manresa Beach State Park, 
where enforcement policies have been getting more 
restrictive. In 1983 the then-chief ranger told us, “Ifa 
woman is topless, a ranger won't bother her unless 
we actually receive a complaint from a family." My, 
how things have changed. Today, the rule of thumbis 
that if a ranger so much as sees you naked, he will 
probably ask you to-.put your suit on. “It’s not man- 
datory that a ranger ask you to do this,” says a park 
dispatcher. “But if you are a problem or if you do not 
comply, you will probably be cited.” 

How to find It: From Santa Cruz, follow Highway 1 
south past Watsonville to the exit, north of Moss 
Landing, for the town of La Selva Beach. The beach is 
west of Watsonville. Follow San Andreas Road to its 
terminus near the beach. 

The beach: Flat, sandy and beautiful. If you like to 
camp overnight, try tanning here first and then camp- 
ing at nearby Seacliff Beach State Park. 

The crowd: “Some nudists are still coming here 
because it has been traditional to do so,” says state 
park ranger Roger Williams, who patrols the area. 
“Others,” he says, “do it to test our laws.” Whatever 
the case, Manresa is now basically a family beach 
where most visitors are no longer nude. 

Problems: Strong riptides, hazardous swimming 
conditions, deep undertow, cold water, increased 
law enforcement, lack of a clear section in which 
nudists can gather and the proximity of local homes 
and condos. If at all possible, instead of coming here, 
head north to Four Mile Beach or south to one of the 
most pleasant nude beaches on our list, Garrapata. 


Monterey 
County 


THE COUNTY’S seven nude beaches, up from five 
last year, reflect both boom and bust. Along the 
Carmel River skinnydipping is up. But at Garrapata 
this may be the last season to enjoy clothing- 
optional bathing. Either way, Monterey bulges with 
incredibly scenic coves that make the trip there well 
worth the drive. To help you find them, this year's 
guide offers improved directions to four locales. 


19. Zmudowski Beach State Park 


Like nearby Manresa, just over the line in Santa Cruz 
County, Zmudowski — or Hidden Beach, as it was 
once called — shares the distinction of being anude 
beach that’s barely holding its own. Until homes and 
condos were built here a few years ago, a steady 
stream of sans suiters used the area’s rolling dunes 
for delightfully private sunbathing. Today, because 
the hillocks ef soft sand are neither hidden nor 
private, both suited bathers and police patrols have 
rousted most of the nudists from their nests. 
Zmudowski Beach State Park is just west of Watson- 
ville and south of Manresa and the adjacent Pajaro 
River, which forms the border between Monterey and 
Santa Cruz counties. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: State beach property. See Manresa 
Beach's ‘Legal Status” for current law enforcement 
policy 

How to find it: Follow Struve Road from Highway 1 
just north of Moss Landing to its intersection with 
Giberson Road. Next, take Giberson to its end at 
the state beach parking lot. Hike to the north end of 
the beach via the dirt access road that starts at the 
small lot. The path runs parallel to the shore but 
behind the dunes where clothing-optional bathers 
traditionally gather. 

The beach: Once hidden, as its nickname states, the 
dune-covered beach is now almost completely ringed 
by homes and condos. 

The crowd: Same as Manresa Beach. 

Problems: Strong riptides, increased law enforce- 
ment. State park rangers may issue warnings or 
citations to any nudists they see. Patrols by the 
rangers have increased in recent years. Use this 
beach for clothing-optional sunbathing only with ex- 
treme discretion. 


20. Carmel Valley 


We're always thankful when readers send us news of 
new nude beaches in their area, especially when they 
reflect new developments. Finally, word comes that 
Monterey County has spawned some good inland 
skinnydipping holes. New to our list this year is this 
location off picturesque Carmel Valley Road near 
Garland Ranch Regional Park. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Private property. “But supposedly, the 
locals use It,” reports our Monterey Peninsula con- 
tact, “and the owner doesn't mind.” 

How to find It: From Carmel, take Carmel Valley Road 
(G-16) east. Approximately one-half mile west of the 
junction of the Los Laurales Grade, look for a group 
of cars parked in a lot off Carmel Valley Road, near 
the town of Carmel Valley. “There is a private dirt 
toad just west of the parking lot that leads to the river 
off (Garland) park property,” says our source. Please 
send us your improved directions. 

The beach: When it flows, the Carmel River produces 
a great skinnydipping hole here. What's the situation 
this year? We don't know, But the area Is In its third 
year of drought. 

The crowd: Mostly local residents. 

Problems: Lack of detailed directions, probable low 
water, private property. 2 
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21. Elsewhere on Carmel River 


In addition to the previous entry, the Carmel River 
sports several other tantalizing skinnydipping holes. 
Most are located immediately to the west and east of 
Garland Ranch Regional Park, off Carmel Valley 
Road (G-16) and to the west of the outskirts of the 
community of Carmel Valley. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Believed to be on private property. 
How to find It: From Carmel, follow Carmel Valley 
Road (G-16) east. From here, details are sketchy but 
the holes are said to be immediately west and east of 
Garland. Please send us your Improved directions. 
The beach: Mostly little nude swimming holes that 
are said to be very pleasant. 

The crowd: Usually limited to the few locals who 
know about these holes. 

Problems: Probable low water this year, lack of 
detailed directions, private property. 


22. Garrapata Beach 


In bad tidings that are sure to send shivers up the 
spine of anyone who's come within breathing dis- 
tance of the stunning, sun-splashed spot we named 
“1988's Best Nude Beach,” this may be the last year 
for you to enjoy clothing-optional bathing at Gar- 
rapata Beach. Following settlement of a 12-year emi- 
nent domain battle, in which the owners of the site 
will get $3.17 million, the beach Is about to become 
what the Monterey Herald calls “one of the crown 
Jewels of the California park system.” For nudists, 
the only good news Is that, according to Deputy At- 
torney General Ronald Thunen Jr., it could take two 
or three years to build a parking lot, restrooms, 
fences and an underpass at what, for the time being, 
continues to be a fantastic nude beach. Even without 
this news, vast changes have been afoot at Gar- 
rapata, where more and more families have been 
surging onto the sands. The nude surfers we 
reported last year — a California phenomenon that 
we became the first to disclose — are long gone. 
“And the beach Is now a totally mixed bag of 
couples, families, singles and all types of tourists,” 
reports a spokesman for Friends of Garrapata 
Beach, a group based In Pacific Grove that is trying 
to protect the area’s tradition of clothing-optional 
tolerance. Last year, one visitor called the mile of 
pure, white, clean sand here “pure paradise.” 
Another said it was one of the best beaches he'd ever 
seen. “The sunbathing is absolutely fantastic,” 
raved Richard Freeman of San Francisco. Although 
nudists still abound at Garrapata, there are days 
when its wide swath of soft sand, wind-protected 
coves and watery caves are nearly deserted — and 
others when crowds of clothed tourists pour into the 
area from the bed-and-breakfast inns that dot the 
Monterey Peninsula to the north. 
Rating: A. 
Legal status: State land, acquired in December 1988 
from the heirs of Berenice and John Doud. Berenice 
died In 1976; John passed away last September. 
Under the settlement, the Doud family will retain two 
or three acres for its residential use, but all the rest of 
the seaside property north to Soberanes Point isnow 
part of the state park system. 
How to find It: Garrapata Beach Is about nine miles 
south of Carmel. After heading south on Highway 1 
past Monterey and most of Carmel, check carefully 
for the Junction of Rio Road and Highway 1, or forthe 
Crossroads Shopping Center and the Barnyard, both 
of which are situated here. The intersection is also 
the last stoplight on Highway 1 that's just south of 
Carmel. Here we pick up these fine directions from 
the Friends of Garrapata: “Take this slow and easy. 
There are two ways to enter the beach. The first Is to 
drive exactly nine miles south of the light at Rio 
Road. This will put you next to an access trail that will 
bring you onto the northern end of the beach. But It's 
harder to find than the large parking area you'll see 
exactly 9.5 miles south of the Rio Road light. Cars 
there park on either side of the road.” Or look for a 
section of the highway with a tell-tale shoulder that's 
so worn it's no longer covered with Ice plant. This 
spot Is the main access point for a trail that will take 
you down to the middle of the beach; several other 
paths are in the area. Graced with a combination of 
dirt, rocks and sand, and free of polson oak, the 
paths combine Into a half-block-long trail that 
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descends steeply for the last 15 feet. 

The beach: Often foggy in the morning, the low 
clouds usually lift between 10 am and 2:30 pm to 
reveal a beach that's so Isolated 90 percent of it can't 
be seen from the two houses that straddle the bluffs 
to the south. However, Garrapata should really be 
thought of as two beaches with their own distinct 
flavors. Along the south end, creek-size Garrapata 
River (at press time, it was three feet deep) empties 
into the sea, leaving rocks and debris in its wake. 
Because some of the rocks are submerged and can 
only be seen during low tide, swimming Is particularly 
dangerous at South Garrapata. Another problem: The 
river has also carved out a deep gorge in the floor of the 
ocean where it meets the sea. The dropoff and strong 
undertow continues for several hundred feet in each 
direction. Nevertheless, the southern portion of the 
beach Is a nice place to explore, especially when the 
creek is running (it even sometimes washes Into a 
beautiful little lagoon). And from the south you'll also 
have achance to admire Garrapata Bridge, a classic 
arched edifice that makes the view from the shore all 
the more Incredible. Still, the main fun — swimming 
(with caution), surfing, Frisbee tossing, ball-throwing 
and tanning in the great el buffo —is to behadonthe 
sprawling north half of the sand. The beach there is 
wide, sandy and impressively clean. It's also dotted 
with picturesque caves and coves. Before swimming 
here, though, be sure to see “Problems.” 

The crowd: A mixed scene that continues to evolve 
as word of fabulous Garrapata spreads. In 1986 we 
described the users as “a handful of mainly semi- 
nude locals, along with a few others who have heard 
of it by word of mouth.” In 1987 we reported crowd 
size had grown to 25 to 30 people who one Bay Guard- 
lan reader described as “‘grass-smoking young peo- 
ple, tourists In expensive clothes, children, nudists, 
non-nudists and even a few people living intents.” By 
last year, the pot-smokers were gone and all sorts of 
people had started coming to the beach. We found 
everyone from “well-dressed” tourists to “single 
women, groups of two to four women, couples” and 
even, In the extreme north, “a small band of gay 
males.” Today, both ends of Garrapata are nude, 
while the tourists and suited bathers seem to be 
staying In the middle part of the beach. 

Problems: Fog, wind, cold water, hazardous swimming 
conditions (although the sea sometimes appears 
deceptively calm) and the change in land ownership 
explained in the Introduction of this entry. Bring good 
trail shoes for the rocky path down to the beach. 


23. Andrew Molera State Beach 


Beautiful bluffs, loads of sand and several sheltered 
coves make Molera State Beach a delight to visit and 
explore. You may even hear a colony of friendly seals 
barking just offshore. Be sure, though, to bring a 
windbreak with you. Besides being a nature-lover’s 
dream, It's downright freezing here at times. 
Rating: B. 

Legal status: The beach is situated on state land, 
where nude bathers are subject to citations on a 
complaint basis. In 1979 the site received public at- 
tention when It was nominated to become a state- 
sanctioned nude beach. That proposal later died, but 
nudity at Molera Is still very much alive. Some cita- 
tions for nudity have been issued here in recent 
years, and the threat of further legal action exists. 
How to find It: Molera Is just north of the town of Big 
Sur on Highway 1, between Bixby Creek Bridge (the 
last major landmark going south) and the Big Sur 
campground. The nude area Is south of where Big 
Sur River meets the sea. To reach this site, cross the 
narrow footbridge over the lagoon from the Andrew 
Molera State Beach parking lot, then walk south to 
the nude coves. Keep in mind that the bluffs directly 
overhead are sometimes traveled by clothed 
campers and hikers. We advise trying nudity on inthe 
southernmost coves, and then only with discretion. 
In the past the clothed public beach has been north 
of Big Sur River. This left the nude and non-nude 


‘areas separated by a deep lagoon. More recently, 


though, clothed.users have been spilling over into 
the formerly all-nude area. 

The beach: Excellent sunbathing opportunities as 
well as breathtaking views of birds and seals (this is 
one nude beach where you're expected to bring bin- 
oculars!) are the main features of the beach, Sand 
quality varies from one cove to another. Please note 
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“It's been so long 
since I've been to a 

. clothed beach that 
it's hard to tell. But 
one thing's for sure: 
They're quieter. At 
a nude beach, you 
never have to worry 
about being around 
any ghetto-blasters.”

that nude use is not tolerated at beaches along the 
nearby Little Sur River, 

The crowd: Depending on the day of your visit, you 
may find all of the people here nude, some of them 
unclad or some of them partially clad. Many visitors 
make their own windbreaks from the beautiful drift- 
wood that can be found on the beach. Because fewer 
storms than usual lashed the coast last winter, there 
may be less wood on the sand. 

Problems: “It's as cold and breezy as ever," reported 
our roving Molera Beach correspondent Scott 
Marovich last season. In fact, he's never been to 
Molera when it’s been totally nice. Besides wind, 
problems include fog, increasing law enforcement, 
cold water, the spillover of clothed bathers onto the 
nude beach and, as one recent visitor puts it, “the 
hell of a long hike” that's required between the park- 
ing lot and the southernmost coves. 


24. Pfeiffer Beach 


Wind, beauty and no hassles are the key words to 
remember about Pfeiffer. ‘It's very windy but no 
one's ever ticketed us,” brags a frequent visitor to 
Pfeiffer who returned there this ysar. Shaped like a 
big horseshoe, the beach straddles ahuge bay witha 
mile and a half of clean sand that's almost totally out 
of view from an adjacent public beach. “To get there 
from the main beach, you just walk around a bend 
and you're there!” says Scott Marovich, another 
habitual Bay Area-based visitor. Pfeiffer is one of the 
few beaches where nudes and non-nudes rarely com- 
plain about each other. Better yet, the U.S. Forest 
Service has long accepted the free-beachers who 
walk up to the northern half of the horseshoe. For 
weather updates before you visit, call 408-667-2315. 
The public park is open from 6 am to 9 pm. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Part of the Los Padres National Forest. 
Nude bathing is allowed at the clothing-optional 
beach, which is one.of the nation's oldest nude 
beaches. A few warnings were, however, issued 





there as recently as 1983. 

How to find It: Big Sur is about 30 miles south of 
Monterey and three miles west of Highway 1. Com- 
ing from the south on Highway 1, start counting the 
mileage from the Esalen Institute; the beach is about 
12 miles north of it. If you're coming from the north, 
turn right (toward the sea) about a half-mile south 
from the main entrance to Big Sur State Park onto 
poorly marked Sycamore Canyon Road, Just past the 
Pfeiffer Canyon highway bridge and the Ventura Store. 
Where the tree-lined Sycamore Canyon Road ends at 
the beach, walk north along the sand from the parking 
lot a short quarter-mile to the nude beach area. A rocky 
outcropping separates the public and nude beaches 
— walk around the bend and you're there. 

The beach: Actually two beaches: In the past, the 
main public beach was south of tiny Pfeiffer Creek, 
near the parking lot, and the nude beach was to the 
north, past the rocky outcropping. Today the clothed 
beach is situated just north of the creek but well south 
of the promontory that marks the border between the 
two sides of the horseshoe-shaped cove. “The nude 
beach isn't completely hidden,” says a visitor, “but if 
you were a tourist you wouldn't want to walk that far 
[to it].” “Both beaches are breathtakingly isolated. 
The crowd: Even on the warmest days, crowds at the 
nude beach rarely top 50 users. “It was popular last 
summer,” writes a visitor, but he doesn’t say how 
popular. In 1986, Marovich counted only ten visitors 
— Including just two nudes — on a “chilly, breezy 
day." Another visitor, Richard Pasco of San Jose, 
rates the crowds here as “sparse.” 

Problems: “Once you hit the ocean and lose the pro- 
tection of the (adjacent) trees, it’s very windy,” com- 
plains still another 1989 visitor who didn't want to be 
identified. Pasco disagrees: “It depends on the 
weather,” he says. “It can be well protected.” Other 
problems Include fog, cold water (“But it was warm 
enough for a quick dip,” says one Visitor) and rip- 
tides. Be prepared too for the long hike up the beach 
(the quarter-mile trudge mentioned earlier puts you 
at the start of the nude beach, which then sprawls 
another mile or more along the cove). Because of the 
distance involved, be sure to pee first at the public 
restrooms at the parking lot rather than waiting later 
to make a mad dash southward. 


25. Lover’s Point 


The best thing about this nude beach is itsname. The 
worst thing Is that lovers really do spend a lot of time 
pointing from a turnoff that’s located right above the 
sand. And therein lies the problem: They may be 
pointing right at you. Even so, Lover's Point could 
make a nice stopover for anyone headed south on 
Highway 1. Even If you don't love Lover's Point as a 
nude beach, you're sure to love the view from here. 
Look for this miniscule, little-known cove below 
Highway 1, nine miles south of Julia Pfeiffer Burns 
State Park, not to be confused with the U.S. Forest 
Service's Pfeiffer Beach. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown, but either the beach or the 
trail to the beach may be on private property. 

How to find It: Heading south on Highway 1, you may 
pass this beach without knowing it, so follow these 
directions precisely. Lover's Point Is exactly 9.2 
miles south of Pfeiffer. This distance Is divided as 
follows: 3.2 miles beyond the park entrance Is the 
road leading to the Esalen Institute, marked by a 
large sign. This Is your last landmark, so note your 
odometer as you pass the sign. About 1.3 miles fur- 
ther south is a large concrete bridge and 3.2 miles 
beyond that is another large steel bridge. The beach 
is 1.5 miles south of the second bridge, just beyond 
the large promontory visible from the bridge. Exactly 
.8 miles south of the bridge, look for the “vista point” 
sign. Don't pull off at the vista point. Instead, turn at 
the unmarked pullout on the seaward side of the 
highway, along the curve past a big bump. Parkin the 
turnout, then head down the asphalt road from the 
highway (It later becomes a dirt path), passing a car 
barrier and a “keep out” sign on the beach. You'll 
need good trail shoes. 

The beach: A broad, sandy, quarter-mile long cove 
with water that’s warm enough for wading. The south 
end of the beach Is strewn with a number of rocks. 
The crowd: You'll probably find a dozen sunbathers 
here on an average day, half of whom will be stark 
naked. Both singles and couples make the journey. 


NUDE 
BEACH 
TIPS 


The first rule of nude beach 
etiquette Is don’t stare. 
Another tip Is to bring a towel 
— sand up the butt doesn’t 
feel very good. Also, to keep 
from getting burned, apply lots 
of sun screen to exposed parts 
(except genitals and nipples), 
and slowly increase your 
exposure time from five or ten 
minutes the first day to 15 or 
20 the next, and so on. 

Where to sit can be just as 
important. To protect yourself 
from wind, if bluffs are nearby, 
stay close to them. But don’t 
sit too close! One of the most 
often-repeated mistakes that 
newcomers make is to simply 
move rocks out of their way so 
they’Il have a place to sit. But 
how did the rocks get there in 
the first place? They probably 
rolled down the hill. To avoid 
being hit, stay away from the 
edges of eroded cliffs.

Problems: The main probiem Is that only a few parts 
of the beach are out of sight of the tourists standing 
on the vista point above. Other problems include ac- 
cess and wind, although some bushes offer a little 
protection from the notorious cold climes of the 
spectacular central coast. 


Marin County 


FROM NINE beaches in 1988 to 11 today, Marin now 
has more “tolerated” nude beaches than any other 
county in America. Unfortunately, as the beaches 
have grown, so have the crowds. Anger too seems to 
be flowing onto the sands, with the first harass- 
ment episode in memory being reported at mellow 
Muir Beach, the urging by activists to stay away 
from overcrowded Red Rock and a written warning 
from Red Rock's chief law enforcer that he's ready 
to start citing the huge flood of nudists in his area if 
anyone complains. 


26. Black Sand Beach (East Bonita) 


” Also known variously as Bonita Beach, Bonita Cove, 


Rodeo Beach and Poison Oak Beach (even though 
the poison oak along the trail has diminished in re- 
cent years), there are actually three fantastic 
clothing-optional coves here: a long black sand 
beach 'to the east, a less crowded but more difficult 
to find beach in the center and atiny cove to the west. 
“All three beaches have incredible views across the 
(Golden) Gate td the city,” raves frequent visitor 
Scott Marovich of East Palo Alto. “And you can’t beat 
the convenient location.” Others give these se- 
cluded littie hideaways mixed reviews. “The weather 
was sunny but very windy,” reports recent nude 
beach user Ryan Young of Alameda. ‘| wouldn't rec- 
ommend Rodeo Beach on any day with appreciable 
morning wind, as it is so exposed.” Trash is another 
problem at the coves this year — probably because 
word of these otherwise wonderful nude beaches 
has been spreading (though we've been printing 
directions to Rodeo for a decade, usage didn't zoom 
upward until last year). Still, compared to Baker, 
Red Rock and Muir beaches, the sites here are 
pleasantly uncrowded. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Al| three coves are on GGNRA property. 
The GGNRA'‘s law enforcement agency, the U.S. Park 
Police, has a tolerant attitude toward the area's nude 
bathers, none of whom have ever been cited here. En- 
forcers of this ebony swath of federal land insist they 
will not cite unclad bathers here unless they recelve 
complaints. 

How to find It: Check for the string of nude beaches 
Just below Rodeo Lagoon and south of Rodeo Beach 


“at Fork Cronkhite Military Reservation. The spot is 


topped by the Marin Headlands. From San Fran- 
cisco, head north on Highway 101 across the Golden 
Gate Bridge to the Alexander Avenue exit. Or, if 
you're driving south, simply take the Sausalito exit. 
Instead of driving toward Sausalito, cross the 
highway to enter Conzelman Road. Now, this is 
where the landmarks get more difficult: Follow 
Conzelman west, past the parking area for Fort Barry 
(at the top of what the Army calls Hill 129), overlook- 
ing Diablo Point. Continue on Conzelman, passing 
McCullough, until it becomes a one-way road. From 
there Conzelman winds downhill for a quarter of a 
mile to the first parking area past Fort Barry, on the 
left (or ocean) side. (At the first juncture after 


* Conzelman becomes one way, ignore the sign that 


says “Beach” and instead bear left. When you come 
to the YMCA and the turnoff to the lighthouse, turn 
right. The next turnoff to your left will be the Battery 
Alexander parking lot.) This is the access point for 
two of the three beaches. Park hereor, if the lot/s full, 
on the shoulder of Conzelman. On the west (ocean) 
side of the parking lot, look for the footpath to the 
beach, which leads downhill to the left, past a “No 
Fires” sign. Says Marovich: “It's narrow, but not 
especially difficult.” 

The beach: Northern California's only black sand 
shoreline Is stunningly scenic, ruggedly secluded 
and — though use is growing — still amazingly un- 
crowded, 
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The crowd: “in spite of the sun, for three hours | was 
the only one there,” remembers Young. Others have 
found dozens — usually less than 25 and always less 


than 100 — of users on East Bonita Beach. Nude use _ 


also varies. At times, though, men, women, families, 
singles, straights and gays all use the beach, virtual- 
ly everyone sans suit. “In my experience, often with 
kids, at least 50 percent [have been] nude or topless,” 
reports Marovich. “Sometimes you'll share [the 
beach] with novice surfcasters.” 

Problems: Because prevailing winds over the head- 
lands often blow icy gusts over Black Sand Beach, 
weather can be a problem. Other problems at all 
three beaches: trash, gawkers and water that's too 
cold and swift for swimming. “In the last year, I've 
noticed an increasing number of boaters who come 
to gawk and throw an incredible amount of plastic 
trash into the water,” says one visitor. Others com- 
plain about the smell of nearby Bird Rock. 


27. Central Bonita Beach 


Less used than Black Sand Beach but more popular 
than West Bonita Beach, Central Bonita offers users 
relatively uncrowded conditions and great views of 
the Golden Gate Bridge and San Francisco. Prob- 
lems here are about the same as at Black Sand 
Beach, except that the site is more difficult to reach. 
Rating: B. 

Legal status: Same as for Black Sand Beach. 

How to find it: Follow the directions to Black Sand 
Beach. From the parking lot for East Bonita, the 
beach is downhill to the right. Advises Scott 
Marovich of East Palo Alto, who kindly supplied 
these directions: “Wear sturdy shoes, don't take 
small children and be careful.” The reason: getting to 
the beach, according to Marovich, “requires scram- 
bling down some crumbling, rocky bluffs near the 
bottom that are often washed out." Please send us 
your improved directions. 

The beach: Smaller and often more windswept than 
East Bonita. 

The crowd: Due to the tricky access, you might wind 
up having this tiny, jewel-like beach all to yourself. 
About 50 percent nude or topless. 

Problems: Same as for Black Sand Beach, plus poor 
trails. 


28. West Bonita Beach 


“Of the three beaches at Bonita Cove, this is my 
favorite for one simple reason: It’s often the 
warmest,” reports a recent visitor. It’s true. Amazing- 
ly, sometimes the bluffs backing this smallest of the 
Bonitas block out so much of the wind that — at least 
In the fall — it's even warm enough to swim here. 
Best of all, West Bonita has its own stairway that 
leads most of the way down to the beach. But users 
beware: Looks can be deceiving. The bottom part of 
the stairs can be treacherous and, despite the balmy 
climes, the undertow is swift. 
Rating: B. < 
Legal status: Same as for Black Sand Beach. 
How to find It: Follow the directions to Black Sand 
Beach, but continue west along Conzelman about a 
~ mile. Look for a metal gate (if you already passed a 
metal gate before Black Sand Beach, don't worry; 
this will be the second one you come to) next to an in- 
tersection where the road becomes two-way again. 
Check for a large parking lot complete with water, a 
trash can and a chemical tollet, which should be im- 
mediately to the left, on the ocean side of the road. 
Park here, then walk toward the water along what is de- 
scribed by one user as “a broad, dirt fire road/bridle 
path that narrows and curves west near its bottom, 
eventually looping uphill” toward a picnic area. 
Unless you prefer picnicking, at the bottom of the 
loop go left along a narrow side path that leads Into 
the brush. Here’s the hard part: Keep following the 
forks in the path that point you back toward the 
Golden Gate. You'll eventually come to a series of 


railroad-tle steps leading much of the way down 
to the beach. But, warns our visitor, “Wear sturdy 
shoes for this part. Small children can usually 
make It if kept on atight rein.” It turns out that the last 
20 feet of the path are the worst. We're talking about 
crumbling, muddy material — you know, the semi- 
gooey stuff. Hey, and if you see what looks like a 
“short cut” just before the end of the trail, forget it; 
veering off at this point can lead to a fatal fall onto 
the rocks or water below. 

The beach: The beach is so small it disappears dur- 
Ing high tide. When the surf is up, it can even block 
the bottom of the trail. 

The crowd: Mixed singles and families, sometimes 
with youngsters. At least 50 percent nude or topless. 
Sometimes a few surf-casters show up. 

Problems: Difficult and dangerous access (see “How 
To Find It”), hazardous swimming, loss of beach dur- 
Ing high tide. 


29. Muir Beach 


While thousands of people have visited Muir Beach 
over the years, few of them realize there's a wonder- 
ful nude beach just a few hundred yards away. “We 
were just walking along the public part of Muir Beach 
when we suddenly came to a nice, quiet cove where 
practically everyone was nude,” remembers Hannah 
Herrenfeld of Oakland, who “discovered” Little 
Beach, as the nude enclave Is more precisely known, 
in March. “It was a nice, quiet beach with rocks you 
could hang out on. The sand was clean and the water 
was invigoratingly cold. Best of all, it was protected 
from the wind.” Not everyone, though, comes away 
with such fond memories of Muir. A few hours after 
Herrenfeld's visit a Bay Guardian staffer reported being 
harassed by a nude beacher after she strolled up Little 
Beach with some friends. “! guess what irritated the 
guy was the fact that we didn't take off our clothes,” 
she says. “When we sat down on the sand, he started 
yelling, ‘Hey, why don’t you go elsewhere? You're 
taking up the space | was going tosit on.’ " Two visits 
and two experiences: Herrenfeld left feeling relaxed 
and pleased, the staffer went away feeling hurt and 
angry. Still, all in all, Muiris usually an idyllic nook for 
reading, romance, a little well-deserved R & R — and 
for getting away from crowds. Unlike nearby Red 
Rock, there’s no heavy social scene here. Better yet, 
there's no poison oak, cramped parking, difficult 
trails, gawkers or police to worry about. As we ex- 
plain later on, to use Muir you just park in the public 
beach parking lot or across the street, walk up the 
public beach, cross a few rocks, and — whammo — 
you're there! One tip: Before starting out, call 
868-1922 for weather information at nearby Stinson 
Beach; conditions at Muir are basically the same. 
Rating: A. 

Legal status: The nude beach is on the public access 
portion of county land leased to local homeowners. 
Its status is somewhat confusing to users because 
the nearby clothed portion of Muir Beach is part of 
the tolerant GGNRA. Even more perplexing is the 
fact that before 1982 deputies sometimes visited the 
area to dole out citations, but only after getting com- 
plaints and issuing warnings. No citations were 
handed out between 1982 and 1984, but some cita- 
tions were issued as recently as 1985. For now, 
though, law enforcement activity has subsided here. 
How to find It: Head north from San Francisco on 
Highway 1. Muir is exactly 5.2 miles south of Red 
Rock Beach (we thank reader Luis Salas of Fremont 
for this figure). Watch for the cutoff sign, then turn 
left from Highway 1 onto Pacific Way. Even if you see 
cars parked on Pacific, avoid the temptation to park 
there — they'll all have tickets on them before the 
end of the day. Another rule of Muir thumb: On week- 
ends arrive before 11:30 am to beat the “lot full” sign. 
If the lot Is full, simply turn around and park on the 
long street off Highway 1 that is directly acioss the 
road from Pacific and about 100 yards north (can 
someone please send us the street’s name?). After

entering the main public beach, turn right and, using 
good hiking shoes, head north along the sandy strip 
that begins at the bottom of the hill behind the phone 
booth. Earlier this year, visitors could easily avoid the 
rocks that separate the public and nude beaches by 
walking on the sand close to the water; sometimes, 
however, you must cross the rocks themselves. Once 
inside the nude portion of the cove, you'll appreciate 
the privacy this natural wall creates. 

The beach: Shaped like a quarter moon, Muir nude 
beach Is even smaller than Red Rock. Arrive early to 
get a good spot or beat the crowds by coming on a 
weekday. Body surfing is fair to average here. Best 
sun Is In late mesning to mid-afternoon. 

The crowd: Brin,” >ur paddleball or backgammon 
board but leave Rover behind. Though Muir is less 
packed with people than Red Rock, it’s too small for 
dogs. Other popular activities forthe 50to 150 people 
who show up here every day include snacking, 
wading and, of course, tanning (either full jobs or 
tune-ups). What types of people will you find at Muir? 
All sorts, including singles, oldsters, youngsters, 
straights, a few male gays and, of course, Marin's 
Beautiful People. 

Problems: While user Herrenfeld found Muir to be 
protected from the wind, others complain about the 
sudden surges that can penetrate the cove; some 
even bring windbreaks. Other problems include fog 
and, as Jerry White of Berkeley says, “The floor of 
the ocean Is kind of gravelly.” For a recent harass- 
ment report, please see the Introduction of this entry. 


30. Red Rock Beach 


Little has changed at Red Rock since we reported 
last year that the once pristine, jewel-like cove had 
become so overrun with people you have to step over 
bodies to find a spot. “It’s like Coney Island,” says 
one out-of-towner. “If there's any way possible, 
please, please, please go elsewhere,” urges Hugh 
Fullerton, who acts as the beach’s self-proclaimed 
“Ambassador.” “For example,” he adds, “you might 
want to try Devil’s Slide, which is sandy and big!" At 
Red Rock, where there is even less sand than last 
year due to the fall of several more rocks onto the 
beach, the population explosion is reaching the 
meltdown state: On weekends as many as 250 peo- 
ple jam onto the little beach; on weekdays, more than 
a hundred people dot the shimmering sands — and 
it's even crowded on winter weekdays. Worse yet, 
last season camera- and binocular-toting gawkers 
began standing on the rocks above the beach, hop- 
ing for a glimpse of the gathered multitude. Thank 
god, they usually can't get one. Not only is Red Rock 
one of the area's most secluded beaches, but the 
“regulars” here don't take kindly to outsiders ruining 
their turf. In the past, local activists have added steps 
to the path, pruned away poison oak and even talked 
to state park rangers in an effort to improve the situa- 
tion. So far, however, nobody has a solution to Red 
Rock's main problem: success. Red Rock represents 
the classic case of a nude beach whose population 
was once controlled and limited by poor trail condi- 
tlons. Today, though, with easy-to-use paths, the 
beach is swamped in a sea of humanity. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Part of Mt. Tamalpais State Park. While 
no arrests have been made here in recent memory, 
the Bay Guardian recently received this ominous 
warning from Mt. Tam's supervising ranger, Ron 
Angier: “Nudity on state beaches is against park regu- 
lations whether rigorously enforced or not. Rangers 
will cite upon citizens complaint.” Because this is the 
first time in 14 years we've received a letter like this 
from a park official, we're re-publishing parts of It here. 
How to find It: Coming from San Francisco on High- 
way 1, look for a dirt lot full of cars to the left of the 
highway about five minutes before Stinson Beach 
and exactly 5.2 miles north of the Muir Beach cutoff 
(we thank Fremont reader Luis Salas for the mileage 
figure). The lot is one mile south of the town of 
Stinson Beach. Park in the lot or within the first turn- 





off on the east side of the highway. Do not park on 
Highway 1. The path to the beach starts near the 
large trash dumpster next to the parking lot. 

Nearby accommodations: To stay overnight at Mt. 
Tamalpais State Park’s Steep Ravine campground, 
which is at the next beach south of Red Rock and fea- 
tures ten cabins and six campsites, call 800-444-7275 
at least two weeks in advance. The cabins cost $25 
andthe campsites go for $6 per night, plus a $3.95 pro- 
cessing fee. No nudity is allowed in the area, and 
poison oak can be a problem. 

The beach: Come early if you want a sandy rather 
than gravelly spot on this quarter-mile curve of warm, 
beautiful shoreline that Mother Nature continues to 
sculpt. For the last three years rockslides have pushed 
so many rocks onto the sand that the cove is really 
two beaches now: a larger section to the north anda 
smaller spit of sand near the path. Bring good shoes 
to wear down the path, which can be eroded neaf the 
bottom. Wading, tanning, fairly good body surfing, 
making friends and playing Ultimate Frisbee are pop- 
ular activities, though not everyone likes the latter. 
“The Ultimate Frisbee games drove me away,” Says 
Harrison Voight of Mill Valley, who switched to Black 
Sand Beach. “People [who play it] just take over the 
whole beach for hours. They don't even consider the 
fact that other people like to walk on the beach. It's a 
real bummer!" 

The crowd: Delightfully playful and highly social, the 
ranks of Red Rock's regulars have swelled in recent 
years to the bursting point. Expect 100 users on a 
warm winter or spring weekday, 150 on a hot off- 
season weekend or a summer weekday and 200 to 
300 people on a nice summer weekend. 

Problems: Except for an unenforced ban on dogs 
(“Several ‘No Dogs’ signs have been installed and 
subsequently removed by beachgoers,” explains 
Angier, who promises that “violators will be cited"), 
too many people trying to crowd onto too little beach 
is the main problem. Too-cold water, too little park- 
ing space, too long a hike back and too much gawk- 
ing make Red Rock's too-beautiful shoreline almost 
too much to take. 


31. Bolinas 


At breathtakingly beautiful Bolinas Beach, an 
undeclared war's been underway for 14 years. 
Though visitors have been using the wide, wind- 
sheltered sands here for unclad sunbathing since 
1975, local residents have long regarded the turf as 
their own — and would love to make the “outsiders,” 
as they call them, leave. During the '70s a mounted 
posse of reserve deputies even patrolled the beach 
to enforce a local law that bans nudity within public 
view. Though the posse has long since been dis- 
banded, use of the nude beach continues to stir up 
bitter feelings on both sides. If you venture forth to 
try this lovely beach, please let us know about your 
experience. And, if you live in Bolinas, we'd love to 
know what you think! 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Part of the land is on private property 
facing homes. You may be chided by the locals, 
whom you can ignore, or given a $50 fine and one 
month's room and board in the local hoosegow. 
How to find It: Bolinas is off Highway 1, seven miles 
north of Stinson Beach. Drive past Bolinas Lagoon, 
turn left onto Olema-Bolinas Road, follow it through 
town and park either in town or on Ocean Parkway 
Avenue, which parallels the beach. To get to the 
beach, just walk down a short embankment. 

The beach: Somewhat sheltered from the wind by 
cliffs, Bolinas is wider than most of the nude 
beaches on our list. The best sand can be found near 
the cliffs. Otherwise, expect a fairly rocky shoreline. 
The crowd: On sizzling summer days, families, out- 
ofttowners and local naturists mingle with the sulted 
sunbathers mentioned in the introduction of this en- 
try (i.e., the ones who'd like to run the visitors out of 
town). This Is also a “dog beach."” 

Problems: If you don't like dogs, harassment from

locals, a dangerous undertow or poor swimming con- 
ditions, don't come here. 


32. RCA Beach 


If you're looking for an ideal place to get an all-over 
tan without any hassles, then ruggedly beautiful 
RCA Beach is the perfect place. “We have not re- 
ceived any complaints about [nude] use of the 
beach,” says Leroy Brock, the benevolent chief 
ranger of the Point Reyes National Seashore, which 
owns the land. Nor have rangers issued any citations 
for nudity here in recent memory. Be prepared, 
though, to trudge about a half-mile across a cow 
pasture to the sand. RCA Beach takes its name from 
an old RCA relay station on the adjacent cliffs. 
A 


Rating: 

Legal status: The Nature Conservancy bought this 
land in 1977, then transferred it to Point Reyes 
National Seashore, which turned around and leased 
it to Commonwealth Health Center, Inc., a nonprofit 
medical clinic. Official policy of the PRNS is that If 
there are complaints, nudists will be asked to move 
elsewhere or perhaps simply to another area of the 
beach. In practice, however, except for some hikers 
who wander through, practically everyone at RCA is 
nude and there are never any complaints. 

How to find it: The beach is four miles north of 
Bolinas. From Highway 1 go about eight miles west 
on Olema-Bolinas Road to Mesa Road in Bolinas. 
Turn right and stay on Mesa until you see cars parked 
past the transmitting station towers. Park next to the 
road ("The shoulders aren't very wide so you'll need 
to scrunch up your car alittle,” says arecent visitor), 
near the cars and the wire fence. To get to the beach, 
you'll hike along some fairly easy trails that curve 
through thick brush. 

The beach: Long and narrow, this beach Is several 
times the size of Red Rock. The swath of secluded 
sand, which is backed by large outcroppings of rock, 
faces a jewel-like cove that shimmers in the sunshine. 
The crowd: Aimost — but not quite — everyone at 
RCA bathes in the buff. Wading, tanning and beach- 
combing sans suits are other popular activities. 
Though seldom deserted, the beach Is attractive 
because it’s never crowded. 3 
Problems: The length of the hike, having to watch out 
for cow pies on the path and rapid currents. Swim- 
ming is not recommended here. 


33. Hagmier Pond 

Situated just north of the towns of Stinson Beach 
and Dogtown, Hagmier Pond is the Bay Area's best 
— and most popular — nude lake. Still, by the time 
you read this the pond will probably be starting to dry 
up. But don't worry, this is a normal course of events 
for Hagmier, which usually becomes so shallow and 
stagnant by July that It's posted unsafe for use by the 
State Public Health Service. Next fall and winter, the 
lake will fill up again for another round of fun. Until 
then, keep this beach in mind for use in spring or early 
summer 1990. Like many of the other “no-hassie” sites 
on our list, Hagmier is administered by the benevolent 
folks at the Point Reyes National Seashore. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Years ago, when it was run by the county, 
the pond was raided so often by the sheriff's 
deputies that they probably should have built a sub- 
station here. Today the PRNS policy is to ask nudists 
to leave If clothed visitors complain — which they 
have never done at this beach. At one time the area 
was owned by the family of State Senator Alan Sieroty, 
who wrote to the Bay Guardian to make sure his 
name was spelled correctly. 

How to find It: From Bolinas drive north on Highway 1, 
keeping your eyes open for an area where cars are 
parked on both sides of the highway on good days, or 
just on the east side on not-so-hot days. The pond is 
about five miles north of the town of Stinson Beach, a ~ 
mile or two beyond Audubon Canyon Ranch and 
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On Theatre Night, check 
into the Abigail Hotel 
and enjoy all that the 
Civic Center Area has 
tooffer. . .J.A. Melon’s 
before the show. . . 
Kimball’s, Stars and 
Max’s afterward.

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south of Dogtown. Look for the autos 1.5 miles north 
of the “Dogtown Pottery” sign and the white farm- 
house on the left. If you pass Dogtown and still don’t 
see the beach, let out a howl and turn around. From 
the turnstile, follow a short path to the pond. 

The beach: Because cows sometimes wander down 
to the water for a drink, wading, rather than swim- 
ming, is the most popular activity here. 

The crowd: On a hot day, up to 75 sun worshippers 
show up here. Most of the crowd consists of den- 
izens of Marin who return year after year. Almost 
everyone's unclad. 

Problems: Many users swear by the no-hassle, lake- 
instead-of-ocean-or-river atmosphere here. Others, 
though, complain about the quality of the water, 
which is generally icy and only a few feet deep. Even 
worse, during the week those same cute cows men- 
tloned above sometimes do you-know-what in the 
water. Lastly, the pond Is usually a seasonal beach. 
Use it in the next few weeks or you'll have to wait until 
the fall rains come before going skinnydipping here. 


34. Sculptured Beach 


Just like its name implies, this beach Is etched into 
the Point Reyes National Seashore like a beautiful 
sculpture. This one wouldn't necessarily portray a 
group of nudists, though. Instead, because clad and 
unclad people on the sprawling shore are so spread 
out from each other, it would probably portray wild- 
life. In fact, Sculptured attracts more birds and seals 
(look for the later cavorting a few hundred yards off 
the coast) than any other nude beach between the 
Monterey County line and Arcata’s Baker's Beach. 
For agood time, bring binoculars and lotion. Another 
“must": call 633-1092 for weather information, trail 
directions and atide schedule before venturing forth. 
Sculptured, like the rest of Point Reyes, can be 
covered with fog. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Part of the Point Reyes National Sea- 
shore. If clothed visitors complain, nudists will be 
asked to move down the beach. Still, since there are 
no lifeguards, the complainant would have to leave 
the beach, hike back to Olema and have aranger hike 
back to Issue a warning. It’s easy to understand why 
this seldom happens. 

How to find It: Ask for directions at the ranger's office 
in Olema, off Highway 1. There are three ways to get 
to the beach: 1. Take Limantour Road to Limantour 
Beach and then hike three miles south, passing 
Coast Camp, to Sculptured Beach. 2. Hike in seven 
miles from the ranger's office. 3. Battle the tides by 
walking along the coast from Limantour Beach. 
The beach: Laced with stunning tidepools and backed 
by breathtaking cliffs, Sculptured will remind you of 
nearby Limantour Beach, except that it's more rug- 
ged and a little narrower. 

The crowd: Despite our warning in the introduction of 
this entry, it'll probably feel like just you and a few 
other marathon hikers. There are lots of interesting 
birds along the trail. Relates one visitor. “It does get 
kind of lonely there, but that, for me, can also be an 
attraction.’ Sculptured Beach is not a nude beach 
per se, but rather one where nudity is tolerated. 
Problems: Fog, wind, the long hike; because every- 
one’s so spread out, you may feel a little lonely (see 
“The Crowd”). 


35. Bass Lake 


Not exactly your Bass-ic Nude Lake, the weird thing 
about Bass is that it’s bass-less. Instead, if you enjoy 
barebottom bluegilling, this is the ideal location to 
fish. Don’t wotry, no federal permit is needed. Like 
Hagmier Pond, Bass Lake practically evaporates by 
the middle of summer, so if you're into topless angling, 
come early. To avoid fog, call 663-1092 for weather in- 
formation first. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Same as for Sculptured Beach. 

How to find it: Are you ready for a three-to-four-mile- 
long hike in and the same hike back? If so, put on 
your backpack for a scenic walk to Bass Lake. After 
picking up a map at the ranger station in Olema, off 
Highway 1, follow the Palomarin Trail from the south 
end of the Seashore. Palomarin leads you to the 
bass-less and bottomless bathing lake. Because the 
trail is often wet, be sure to wear good hiking shoes. 
The beach: A reedy pond that park personnel assume 
was named after the bass that were once here. 
Where did they go? Nobody knows. 

The crowd: Say goodbye to riptides, waves and peo- 
ple. Even on warm days, only a few visitors show up 
at Bass Lake to turn brown in the buff. 

Problems: Icy cold water, the shallow depth of the 
lake and, most Importantly, that long, sometimes 
wet trail cited under “How To Find It.” 


36. Limantour Beach 


Other than perhaps Big Sur or Kauai, nothing rivals 
Limantour in terms of sheer beauty. Plus, because of 
the friendly attitude of its guardian angel, the 
rangers at this Point Reyes National Seashore beach 
never hassle nudists. However, they may tell you to 
go elsewhere on the long, lingering sheet of sand. 
Here's how the policy works: If complaints are re- 
ceived, nudists are asked to sult up or leave, or 
perhaps just to move down the beach. In practice, the 
feds havén't received a single complaint here In four 
years. “If they’re [the nudists] in a high public use 
area [and complaints are received], we'll ask them to 
move,” says PRNS chief ranger Leroy Brock. “But if 
there are no complaints and they're out sunbathing 
[in the nude], we're not pursuing it.” According to 
Brock, nude use of Limantour has been dropping in 
recent years, possibly because more families have 
been coming to the site. Still, sunbathing without a 
suit Is a sensational experience at lovely Limantour. 
Rating: A. 

Legal status: Same as for Sculptured Beach. 
How to find It: Follow Highway 1 north about 40 miles 
from San Francisco to the Seashore headquarters In 


Olema, where you can get directions to Limantour 
Road. Then drive about ten minutes on Limantour 
Road to the beach. For a blend of hiking and beach- 
Ing, take the long Coast Trall to the beach (for direc- 
tions visit or call the park headquarters). 

The beach: Swimming is fairly safe here, since 
Limantour lacks the usual riptides that rile Northern 
California's coast. Still, because there's often no life- 
guard on duty, wading, birdwatching, seal-spotting 
and whale watching are all better bets. Speaking of 
the curvaceous gray cetaceans, some 18,000 whales 
are currently making their return journey north. As 
they hug the shore, they can frequently be seen with 
the aid of binoculars. 

The crowd: On a hot weekend day, a few hundred 
visitors may be spread out across the huge, rambling 
beach, giving It the appearance of being deserted, 
even though the same 100 folks would fill a smaller 
beach like Muir nude beach. Hundreds of deer and 50 
tule elk also roam the Seashore property. For best con- 
ditions, visit in late summer, early fall or late spring. 
Problems: icy temperatures and even colder water 
are just two of the problems users face. To beat Point 
Reyes’ persistent winds, sunbathe in the protective 
dunes that surround the beach. Pea-soup style, drippy 
fog’s another ‘challenge; to avoid this dank dilemma, 
call 663-1092 for weather information before leaving 
for your tour of Limantour. 


Sonoma County 


AFTER YEARS of almost non-enforcement of 
Sonoma’s tough anti-nudity law, followed by four 
seasons of sporadic raids on clothing-optional 
beaches, the sheriff's substation in Guerneville, 
along the Russian River, has a new chief enforcer — 
and a new “wait and see” attitude about nudism. It 
could spell relief for those in search of the all-over tan 
in one of the Bay Area’s major tourist centers. Please 
see the Wohler Bridge listing for an exclusive inter- 
view with Rosalie Franchinl. 


37. Wohler Bridge 


“‘In-progress, life-threatening calls will always come 

before anything else,” says Rosalie Franchini, who 

replaces Jim Penkala this year as the new chief en- 

forcer of Sonoma County’s anti-nudity laws along 

the Russian River. ‘They'll come before parking 

problems or nudity problems.” Asked whether this 

means deputies along the river will not be “constant- 

ly” making checks of popular clothing-optional sites, 

Franchini sounded noncommittal. “If they have time, 

they [the deputies] do [make checks]. After all, that’s 

what they get paid for.” But, in an exclusive Bay 

Guardian interview, Franchini made it clear that 

answering drowning, accident and other emergency 

calls — and even “writing reports while they are in 

their cars or when they come back to the station” — 

will now take precedence over looking for nude peo- 

ple to bust. In fact, by June Franchini's force hadn't 

arrested or cited a single person for nudity at any ot 

the locations on our list. Infractions of Section 1911 

of the Sonoma County Code, which bans nudity on 

public property or private property open to public 

view, carry a fine of $50. Second violations are con- 

sidered misdemeanors, punishable by fines of up to 

$500 and/or six months in jail. In practice, however, 

Wohler in particular is considered somewhat safe 

from the raiders because of its difficult access. 

While nude use of the area has continued for many 

years, in Sonoma there's no such thing as safety in 

numbers, Use at your own risk. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: The beach is on a public access portion 

of private property directly across from a parcel owned 

by actor Fred MacMurray. Escalating nudity here 
prompted the county to pass an anti-nudity or- 
dinance in 1978. However, the law was not generally 
enforced between 1980 and 1984~ 

How to find It: Take Highway 101 north past Santa 
Rosa to River Road. Head west on River Road, pass- 
ing the fruit stands, for about ten minutes, until you 
get to Wohler Road. Turn right onto Wohler, which 
you should follow until you begin to see the bridge. 

Check closely for the dirt road and small trailer to the 
left — it’s the entrance to the only parking lot, which 
is sometimes but not always open. If It’s open, ex- 
pect to pay a fee; otherwise, turn around and park 
about a half mile back on the road. If you reach the 
bridge, also turn around — you've gone too far. After 
parking, walk toward the two huge towers next to the 
river. The path from here past the public beach to the 
nude one is long but soft and even. Keep looking for 
the nude beach on your left; you'll be there about 15 
minutes after starting your trek. 

The beach: A quarter-mile-long ribbon of flat, soft 
sand and river gravel, Wohlers fun for sunbathing, 
wading and skinnydipping. The site is topped by a 
small opening in the path that has also been used for 
nude sunbathing and volleyball playing. 

The crowd: From swarms of nudists — sometimes in 
the hundreds or even thousands — in 1978 and 1979, 
use of Wohler has trickled to a mere drop. Today, ex- 
pect perhaps 50 users a day here. 

Problems: Lack of privacy (you'll be in full view of 
suited river rafters as they float by), garbage and the 
perennial threat of being busted for toasting your 
buns in the sun. 


38. and 39. Elsewhere on the Russian 
River 


Besides a few crazies who continue to try to go nude 
at heavily patrolled Sunset Beach (which is off the in- 
tersection of River Road and Sunset Avenue in the 
Hacienda district of Guerneville) and Steelhead 
Beach (across from the Rusty Nail bar in the Mirabel 
District of Guerneville), there’s not much nude 
bathing along the Russian River these days. Two 
sandy stretches near Healdsburg still draw a few 
brave nudists. Nude bathing also takes place at 
several other locales on a more limited basis as 
creative canuders paddle upstream and downstream 
looking for their own private sand here. 
Rating: C. : 
Legal status: All of the beaches and sandbars on the 
Russian River are considered public access areas of 
private property. 
How to find It: Take Highway 101 north to Healds- 
burg, north of Santa Rosa. Rent a canoe, rowboat, In- 
ner tube or anything that will float, then make your 
own route. Favorite skinnydipping spots that have not 
been raided very often include the riverbank at the foot 
of Healdsburg’s Fitch Mountain (try Baihache Avenue, 
off Healdsburg Avenue) and off West Side Road, which 
parallels the Russian River between Guerneville and 
Healdsburg. Use with extreme discretion. 
The beach: Imagine a tiny, semi-secluded beach ona 
hot day next to a cool, refreshing river and you know 
‘ what a typical do-it-yourself nude beach looks like. 
The crowd: You, your friends and the passing parade 
of canoers, launches of all sorts and fish-fancying 
river rats.« 


Problems: Where should we begin? Let's see, first 
there are all of those same river rats who will prob- 
ably be able to see you sunning In the duff. Just find- 
ing a suitable location can be a time-consuming 
chore. And then there are those pesty deputies who 
occupy so much of our attention In the introduction 
to our listing of Wohler Bridge. 


_ 40. Camp Meeker 


Just when we thought we'd finally come up with a 
suitable solution to Sonoma County’s anti-nudity 
patrols — no-hassle bathing at a beautiful waterfall 
that deputies never visit — our worst fear was real- 
ized. Fred Foldvary, the former leader of the Bay Area 
Naturist Network and the man who originally dis- 
covered the joys of Meeker’s 50-foot high nude water- 
fall, now reports that “the situation there has 
changed for the worse and it should no longer be 
considered for recreation.” The reason: Foldvary has 
heard reports that local kids have invaded the place 
and started using It for target practice. According to 
Foldvary, “There has been other harassment of 
nudists using the area.” But Foldvary himself has 
never had anything but a good time at Camp Meeker. 
Despite several efforts, the Bay Guardian has not 
been able to confirm the rumors of shootings, and 
these rumors are now more than a year old. Because 
the Bay Guardian has never had a practice of striking 
undesirable beaches from its list, but instead believes 
in cataloguing the relative merits of all of Northern Cal- 
ifornia’s nude beaches, we've decided for now to con- 
tinue this entry. However, despite its beauty (the site 
has two little pools where people can soak, relax and 
enjoy life the way Mother Nature intended, plus it's Ina 
beautiful forested area), Camp Meeker should be used 
with extreme discretion. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown, but some visitors have used 
the area for years with no trouble. A sign posted at 
the lower pool that says “No Fires/No Camping” 
leads Foldvary to believe the area is private property. 
How to find It: Take Highway 101 north past 
Petaluma, then Highway 116 west to Sebastopol. 
Turn left, or west, onto the Bodega Highway. At the 
town of Freestone, swing right, or north, onto the 
Bohemian Highway. From the town of Occidental 
and its delightful little Italian restaurants (a great 
lunch or dinner stop!), go north along the Bohemian 
Highway toward Monte Rio and the Russian River. 
Your first major landmark will be at Camp Meeker, 
some 1.5 miles north of Occidental. Look for the 
wooden sign that says “Camp Meeker” — at this 
point, set your odometer to zero. Then continue north 
on the Bohemian Highway, checking your odometer 
until you've gone exactly 1.8 miles. Your final land- 
mark, a yellow road sign that says “Slippery When 
Wet Or Frosty” and a diamond-shaped sign above it 
that shows a weaving car, is here. Finally, about 50 
yards north of the sign, look for cars parked in a dirt 
pullout on the right side of the highway (of course, 
the lot may be empty). Park in the lot, then follow the 
easy creekside path that begins on the right side of 
the cliffs (as you face them) next to the parking area. 
Expect a walk of about a third of a mile to the water- 
fall. Poison oak Is not a problem. 

The beach: At the top of the falls is a pool about 
seven feet wide and three feet deep where people 
soak hot-tub style. The bottom of the waterfall fea- 
tures a larger but shallower pool where people also 
go skinnydipping. The entire area, including the path 
to the site, is shrouded in woods. 

The crowd: “There might be nobody there, or three 
nudists or just some people with suits on,” says a 
1987 visitor who found only three cars In the trail’s 
parking lot. 

Problems: Cold water, slippery rocks, Sonoma 
County's anti-nudity law (See Wohler Bridge) and, 
most recently, those rumors of shootings and “other 
harassment" combine to make this a downright 
scary place. 


41. Austin Creek 


Last year, for the first time in three years, a new 
clothing-optional hole emerged in the Russian River 
area. Confirmation of the activity came from Sheriff's 
Community Service Officer Jim Penkala, who told us 
at the time that “We've had some complaints from 
residents way up on Austin Creek in Cazadero. One 
of the complaints was from residents who had some 
young children up there. The children were coming 
across this [nudity] every day and the parents kind of 
objected to it.” This year, though, Rosalie Franchini, 
who replaces Penkala as the river’s head anti-nudity 
enforcer, says she has had neither complaints nor en- 
forcement problems in the area. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Believed to be on private property. See 
Wohler Bridge for description of enforcement policy. 
How to find it: Take Highway 101 north past Santa 
Rosa to River Road. Follow River Road and Highway 
116 west through Guerneville to the cutoff. for 
Cazadero, which is called Austin Creek Road. Turn 
right onto Austin Creek Road. From here we're only 
guessing about directions, since spokesmen for 
both the Cazadero Fire Station off Austin Creek Road 
and the Austin Creek State Recreation Area, whichis 
in a completely different area of the Russian River, 
deny any knowledge of the hole. According to 
Penkala, the hole is “way up” the road. Look for cars 
pulled over to the side of the road, then hike down to 
the creek to find the hole. Austin Creek meanders for 
many miles. Please send us your improved directions. 
The beach: A skinnydipping hole that gets very hot in 
the summer. 

The crowd: According to Penkala, nudists were 
showing up practically “every day" on Austin Creek 
last summer. 

Problems: Poor directions, proximity to local 
residences. 


Mendocino 
County 


NO MATTER what you're looking for — broad, sandy 
beaches, skinnydipping holes on roaring rivers or 
quiet coves along country creeks — Mendocino 
County has a nude enclave to sult every taste. From 
two beaches in the '70s to five last year and seven In 
1989, the MendoScene has exploded into a mecca 
for the undressed who want to get away from cars, 
pollution, noise and bright city lights. For those who 
want to combine nude beaching with vacationing, 
the options are even more fantastic: Close by are 
some of the state’s best campgrounds, nature pre- 
serves and bed-and-breakfast inns. 


42. Gualala River 


By far the wildest of the county's clothing-optional 
sites, easy-to-find Gualala can be a lover's paradise 
of warmth, wide open sand and pristine privacy one 
day — only to be lashed by fierce, frigid wind the 
next. It can also be warm one hour, hot the next and 


completely shrouded In fog an hour later, The bare 
bottom line: For the uninitiated, Gualala’s a gamble 
that may well turn out to be your best — or worst — 
nude beach experience. Look for this rugged beach, 
which is the most southern of the county's nude 
areas, just past the Sonoma County border adjacent 
to Gualala Point County Park. 

Rating: ©. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Situated 1.5 miles north of Gualala 
Point County Park on Highway 1. Drive north on High- 
way 1, past Fort Ross, Plantation and Sea Ranch. 
The park is run by Sonoma County. Check for cars 
parked on the side of Highway 1 just past the park 
boundary at Gualala River, the first landmark you'll 
see after the park. 

The beach: A wide, wind-whipped warren (see above) 
that’s quite sandy. The beach Is located just up the 
Gualala River. 

The crowd: We continue to list Gualala because of 
the 30 or so veterans who consistently show up here. 
Size of the crowd depends on the weather and time of 
the year. 

Problems: Cool average dally temperatures, lack of 
seclusion, frequent wind and fog. 


43. Lilies Beach 


Well known and highly regarded by locals and 
tourists alike, Lilies Beach always stirs up plenty of 
comments. “The water Is cool but refreshing,” says 
Bill Johnson, a Bay Area resident who took the 
plunge In 1988. ‘The river is beautiful for swimming,” 
claims Martha Glese, a former Oakland resident who 
tried the beach after the Bay Guardian became the 
first publication to offer directions to the site. “I 
wouldn’t have found it without the Bay Guardian,” 
adds Harrison Voight of Mill Valley, who traveled 
there in 1987. “So many people go there now that the 
water gets pretty churned up with mud,” says a 
worker at the Sweetwater Gardens spa in nearby 
Mendocino. Why has Lilies, which takes its name 
from either the spring-blooming lilies next tothe path 
to the river or the beautiful woman who first disrobed 
there, become so popular? The answer is simple: 
While the town of Mendocino, a few miles down the 
road, is often enveloped in fog (“What's the biggest 
bank in town?” asks one Joke. “The fog bank!”), the 
50, 100 or even 200 users who show up at Lilies may 
bask in the 80s and 90s during the summer. Look for 
the nude beach, which is now the most popular one 
between Point Reyes National Seashore and Arcata, 
along a gentle bend of Big River. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Believed to be part of the Mendocino 
National Forest. No law enforcement actions have 
ever been reported here. 

How to find It: Lilies Beach Is up Little Lake Road In 
the town of Mendocino, about a 32-hour drive north 
from San Francisco. Follow Highway 101 north to 
Highway 128, then Highway 128 west to Highway 1. 
Take Highway 1 north to the town of Mendocino. 
From Highway 1 turn right onto Little Lake Street, 
which Is the first available right-hand turn past the 
main Mendocino turnoff sign. From the village take 
Little Lake Street east across Highway 1, where it 
becomes Little Lake Road. Drive exactly 3.8 miles 
east on Little Lake Road, passing the Woodlands 
Fire Station on the left some 1.3 miles up the road, 
until you see an unmarked road on the right. The road 
begins next to a sign that says “Weight Limit — 9 
tons.” Turn right onto the road, which is paved for 
only 20 yards. Take the road exactly 2.3 miles to what 
Harrison Voight (see above) describes as a “sharp 
right turn at the bottom of the hill,” which should be 
followed another .3 miles until it ends at a metal gate. 
The path to the beach, which is visible from the park- 
ing area, Is short, easy and free of poison oak. 

The beach: “Keep in mind that the rock-strewn river 
bottom can be hard on tender feet,” says Martha 
Giese. “Bring zoris for wearing in the water so the 
small, smooth stones there won't hurt your feet.” To 
reach the beach from the path, wade across ankle- 
deep water to asite that is described as “a mixture of 
sand and gravel” by one local. Some skinnydippers 
climb the ten-foot-high rocks next to the river, then 
dive into the water. 

The crowd: Although 100 to 200 visitors may crowd 
onto Lilies on a hot day, you're more likely to en- 
counter 50 people on an average weekend. Evenona 
weekday, expect 20 or 30 bare-bottom bathers. As for 
the mix, you'll find families, mothers, young people, 
high schoolers, a few people who show up after work 
— up to 95 percent of whom are nude — but no gays. 
Problems: Just because the climate here is great 
doesn't mean Lilies is perfect. Problems include 
rocks on the river bottom, numbingly cold water and, 
depending on the depth of the river, potentially 
hazardous diving conditions. To avoid this area's in- 
famous “Banana Belt Burn,” be sure to bring plenty 
of suntan lotion and, as they say in political circles, 
apply it liberally. 


44. Two Bends 


Here's a suggestion you may be able to use when 
Lilies Beach (see above) is either too crowded or, 
because people are playing loud music, too noisy. 
“If you bring an old pair of tennis shoes or some rub- 
ber thongs, you can hike downriver just a few turns 
and pick from among many nice swimming holes 
and sandbars,” says recent visitor Bill Johnson. “By 
making the journey you'll be able to enjoy peace and 
quiet, as well as added privacy.” 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Believed tobe part of the Mendocino 
National Forest. 

How to find It: Follow directions to Lilies Beach, then 
walk two bends downstream. If you're particularly 
daring, “Walking downriver without clothes is kind of 
fun!" says Johnson. 

The beach: Like Lilies, Two Bends /s a shoal of soft, 
white sand. The sandbar here is enclosed in its own 
“green fence” of shrubs and cool shade trees. 

The crowd: There isn’t any! 

Problems: Same as for Lilies Beach. 


45. Three Bends 


More for swimming than sunbathing, the area be- 
tween three and four bends downstream from Lilles 
Beach is quiet and cool. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Thought to be within the Mendocino 
National Forest. 

How to find It: Follow dirsctions to Lilies Beach, then 
walk three or four bends downstream. 

The beach: More of a swimming hole than a beach, 
there's less sand here than at Lilies, Two Bends, Five 
Bends or Six Bends. 

The crowd: You may be the only visitor. 

Problems: Same as for Lilles Beach, plus lack of 
much sand. 


46. Five Bends 


Nestled in cool, protective woods, this sandbar is 
located some five bends downstream from the fervor 


of Lilies Beach. As people discover It, it too may 
blossom into a full-flown nude beach. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Believed to be in the Mendocino Na- 
tional Forest. 

How to find It: Follow directions to Lillies Beach, then 
walk five bends downstream. 

The beach: Like Two Bends, but strewn with pic- 
turesque driftwood. 

The crowd: Could be just you and the birds! 
Problems: Same as for Lilies Beach, plus requires 
quite a walk. 


47. Six Bends 


As you walk downstream from Lilies Beach, the 
forest becomes cooler and denser. Six Bends Is lovely 
because It offers the combination of a small, sandy, 
private beach and an extremely scenic locale. 
Rating: C. 

Legal status: Assumed to be part of the Mendocino 
National Forest. 

How to find It: Find Lilies Beach (see above), then 
walk six bends downstream on Big River. 

The beach: Shaded by dense vegetation, the beach is 
small but sandy. 

The crowd: You'll probably be the only visitor. 
Problems: /f you like privacy, Six Bends is perfect. 
But If you hate to hike, you may want to consider go- 
ing elsewhere. To combat other dilemmas (see Lilies 
Beach), bring zoris and suntan lotion. 


48. Eel River 


The easy part is what to do when you get there. But 
it's hardly eel-amentary to find this enticing bare- 
bottom bathing bar along the south fork of the Eel 
River, a report of which was first sent to us by a 
swami of Sol some seven seasons ago. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of the Mendocino National Forest. 
How to find It: From San Francisco head north on 
Highway 101, passing Santa Rosa and Ukiah, to 
Route 20. Follow Route 20 east about five miles to 
the Potter Valley cutoff on your left, then follow it 
northeast past the town of Porter Valley. Follow 
signs to Lake Pillsbury. Along the way, after you 
climb a ridge and begin to go back down the hill, 
follow the left fork in the road. Access to the south 
fork of the Eel River is from this same road some ten 
miles south of Van Arsdale Reservoir and Cape Horn 
Dam. The reservoir and dam are south of Pillsbury. 
Be sure to consult a good map. 

The beach: Small. 

The crowd: Just a few bathers in the buff are usually 
found here. 

Problems: If you suffer from wanderlust, then we've 
got the cure: Get out agood map and start lookingor, 
better yet, throw your atlas out the window and start 
driving. Anyway, the two main landmarks north of the 
beach, Van Arsdale Reservoir and Cape Horn Dam, 
are seldom found on road maps, presumably 
because they are both owned by Pacific Gas & Elec- 
tric Company. Still, this beach is slippery as a you- 
know-what to find, and therein lies the main problem. 
So, if you succeed in your quest, be sure to send us 
your improved directions.

Humboldt 
County 


TO SAY each nude beach has its own personality may 
sound trite. But it's also true that every region of the 
state has its own “variety” of nude beaches. A case 
in point: nude beaching in California's far north 
country Is a distinctive experience. ‘Compared to 
the nude beaches here, (Marin County's) Red Rock 
looks like Coney Island,” says Carl Geldin-Myers of 
Arcata. Even on the warmest of days, Humboldt’s nine 
nude beaches are, by Bay Area standards, uncrowded 
eases where you can take it all off without feeling like 
everybody else on the beach is staring at you. After all, 
there may not be anybody else. Or if there is, they're 
probably way at the other end of the beach. 


49, Garberville Nude Beach 


“In the summer, the water's icy cold,” warns arecent 
visitor to “Garbageville,” which is what some out-of- 
towners mockingly call Garberville. “But,” she adds, 
“it's very Invigorating.” Amazingly, this tiny, pic- 
turesque clothing-optional shore is situated right in 
the center of downtown Garberville, inthe south-cen- 
tral part of Humboldt County. Once you make the 
trek, please send us your comments. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Believed to be public property. Exact 


status Is unknown. 

How to find It: From Mendocino, head north on High- 
way 1 to Rockport and Legett. Or follow Highway 101 
north to Garberville. The road eventually becornes a 
two-lane highway surrounded by stately redwoods. 
Take the first exit into Garberville, then turn left at the 
“To San Francisco" sign at the first major intersec- 
tion in the city. Instead of getting on the on-ramp, 
keep going straight. Turn right onto the first paved 
road you see after you begin going down the hill after 
the on-ramp. Park where you see a big pile of gravel. 
An easy path without poison oak will lead'you down 
to the south fork of the Eel River. 

The beach: Your basic skinnydipping hole, with a 
bonus thrown in; It’s secluded from the road by ahill. 
A few people dive off the rocks in the river but this is 
not usually a very good idea. 

The crowd: Even on the hottest of days, you're likely 
to find only a few sans suiters sizzling in the sun. 
Problems: Bring zoris or old tennis shoes to wear inthe 
river (same situation as Lilies Beach in Mendocino 
County), and be prepared for only semi-seclusion. 
Though the site is hidden from the road, it's within 
sight of a few houses. 


50. Baker’s Beach 


“What would | want changed about Baker's Beach?” 
wonders frequent visitor Carl Geldin-Myers. 
“Absolutely nothing. | like it the way it is: beautiful, 
pristine and uncrowded.” According to Geldin- 
Myers, an Arcata marine biologist, another great 
thing about Baker's is how easy It Is to find. 
“Because it’s right off Highway 101, it's very acces- 
sible to Evreka, Arcata, Fortuna and other large com- 
munities. Plus, unlike our inland beaches, you don’t 
have to travel 45 minutes to get there.” Besides these 
attributes, Baker's is also alluring because of its 
social charm (‘It’s very family oriented,” says Carl, who 
often attends with his wife Rhonda and five-year-old 
daughter Emily) and spectacular view. Be sure to come 
armed with bird and seal-watching binoculars and, for 
those 80-degree days, lots of lotion. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: The beach is named after the Baker family, 
which owns the land but allows anyone to use it. 

How to find It: From Arcata on Highway 101 drive 12 
miles north. Follow the Westhaven exit to Scenic 
Drive, which should be taken north. Stop when you 
come to a large, vine-covered residence sign and a 
rusted metal “private property” marker on the right. 
Or, easier yet, drive south from College Cove for five 
minutes, then stop when you see other cars pulled 
over on both sides of the road. The trail to the beach, 
which is steeper, shorter, more eroded and more 
overgrown than the maintained one at College Cove 
(because of its stairs, Emily Geldin-Myers likes to call 
College Cove the “Step Beach"), begins some 20 yards 
past two mailboxes near the signs. “Wear good trail 
shoes,” advises Carl. “If you don't have achildor much 
stuffto cary, it's no big deal. But otherwise the trailisa 
little precarious. It’s not for elderly people.” 

The beach: Curved like a quarter moon, the beach is 
small, surrounded by foliage and totally hidden from 
view. The shoes mentioned in “How to find it” will 
help you across the beach, which is covered with 
sesame seed-size pebbles. Popular activities here in- 
clude playing Frisbee, tossing balls, sunbathing and 
tidepooling. Swimming and body surfing are limited 
to the few hardy souls. “If you want hot water, you 
need to go to Hawaii,” explains Carl. Large rocks 
border either side of the small cove. 

The crowd: “There won't be many people — not even 
when it’s very, very hot,” says Geldin-Myers. “On the 
most crowded days there might be 30 or 40 people 
spread out over the entire beach.” Usually, though, 
there are just a few groups of people on the sand. 
These clusters of friends and families are composed 
of young couples, singles and college students, in- 
cluding nude, partially nude and suited users. 
Problems: Minuses include water that's so Icy only 
the hardy few try to swim at Baker's (by fall, the water 
finally heats to about 50 degrees), a little poison oak 
on the trail, a few rocks hidden below the surf and oc- 
casional fog, wind and flies. Because of the water 
temperature, Baker’s is actually more popular in the 
fall than in the summer (for similar notes, see “The 
crowd" under the College Cove listing below.) 


51. College Cove ‘ 


Over the years, College Cove’s popularity has waxed 
and waned. But one thing stays the same: People — 
usually college students — keep using it. From afew 
years ago, when we named the cove our “Nude 
Beach With The Best Setting,” to 1987, when usage 
was down to 25 nudists a day, the saga of Humboldt 
State’s stunningly situated swath of sand has 
resembled a madcap rollercoaster ride. Last year the 
Cove enjoyed its best clothing-optional season in 
more than five years, as students and other naturists 
began swarming back to the shore. “This year, peo- 
ple are still going nude there,” says a recent visitor. 
The latest undressing of College Cove began some 
four seasons after state parks rangers handed out 
anti-nudity warnings — and posted signs warning of 
penalties — on the sand. Today the signs remain, 
and so, unabashed and unclad, do the sunbathers. 
Rating: B. 

Legal status: State property. Title 14 of the California 
Administrative Code bans beach-goers from being 
bare or semi-bare. Penalties for stripping down include 
up to 90 days in jail and a $50 fine. However, official 
policy here is to ask nudists to get dressed “after we 
get a verified complaint from somebody on the beach,” 
according to the local state parks manager. 

How to find It: From San Francisco, expect a long 
tide north on Highway 101 to the turnoff to Trinidad. 
Stay on Stage Coach Road all the way through town, 
but instead of continuing as it turns left near the out- 
skirts of Trinidad, take the right fork to Trinidad State 
Beach. Continue past Trinidad State, but keep your 
eyes open for adirt parking lot that will be on your left 
about three-quarters of a mile north of the public 
beach. If you pass Abalone Beach or Sea Cliff Camp, 
turn-around — you've gone too far. Another good land- 
mark Is the stop sign directly across from the dirt road. 
The beach: Clothing-optional users usually gather 
south of the big rock on the beach that's visible dur- 
ing low tide; textile wearers generally stay to the 
north. Volleyball, jogging, sunbathing and, most of all, 
just enjoying the fantastic scenery, are the usual ac- 
tivities here. Expect about a quarter of a mile of sand. 
The crowd: Veteran nude beachers are only starting 
to trickle back here — most of them left during the 
ranger patrols of 1983 and moved south to Baker’s 
Beach. Most of the users are young singles, in- 
cluding many students. This is one of the few nude 
beaches that we know of where there are more 
bathers in spring and fall than in summer. 
Problems: Too frigid for most swimmers, the water 
here is what enthusiasts like to call “invigorating.” 
At times, fog and clouds blanket the beach. 


52. Van Duzen River 


For a doozy of aclothing-optional adventure, look for 
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“ve already had to pulltwo 

of them off of myself.’’ : 
“<’m worried about ticks . 

here too,’’ adds Hugh Fuller- 


ton, who spends so much of 
his time at Marin’s Red Rock 
Beach that some people think 
he lives there. “They could be 
on the trail.’’ 
Fees of the povdeacking 
$, which are known to 


ranger. ‘We're not trying to 
scare people, but we have 
been alerting our own 
employees and visitors about 
it,”’ says Brock. ‘‘There is one 
thing to be said about sun- 
bathing in the buff: You can 
see a tick more easily on your 
body than on your clothes!’’ 
Brock’s advice: If you geta 
tick bite — usually in the groin, 
armpit or shoulder, from 
touching or being near brush 
or fences — or a rash, be sure 
to see your doctor. Most bites 
occur from ticks that have 


climbed up pant legs.

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Take Highway 101 north to Highway 
36. From Bridgeville drive downstream to Goat Rock. 
The beach: Smail but scenic, Van Duzen River nude 
beach consists of a thin fork of sand along the Van 
Duzen River. ‘ 

The crowd: On a weekday you might be the only per- 
son here. Even on weekends fewer than 15 people 
usually show up. 

Problems: Many years ago we heard tales of police 
activity here. But that was a long, long time ago. 


53. Mad River 


Don't get even, get Mad! By sampling this nude hole 
near Highway 299, you'll not only be far away from 
the maddening crowd — expect fewer than two 
dozen visitors — but you'll also be bathing in the 
same sweet river water that provides Arcata with its 
drinking supply. Another bonus: The water here is ac- 
tually warmer than the ocean, though not by much. 
Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find It: For a Mad River swimming dip, take 
Highway 101 north to Arcata, then Highway 299 (two 
miles past Arcata) east to the little town of Blue Lake. 
After crossing the Mad River and Blue Lake and fol- 
lowing a drive of about seven miles from Arcata, take 
Fish Hatchery Road to the parking lot of the 
hatchery. The main nude area is just above the 
hatchery, but other skinnydippers try points both up- 
stream and downstream. For the best site, wade 
across the three-foot-deep river east of the hatchery 
and then walk along the north bank. Look for other 
users spread out to the east. You can also get there 
via West End Road. For more details, write River Dip- 
pers, PO Box 2693, Sacramento, CA 95812, fora copy 
of its “Skinny Dipper’s Guide Sheet to Northern 
Humboldt County.” Please send us your improved 
directions. 

The beach: Mostly rocky, with a few sandy banks . 
along the river. = 

The crowd: Following College Cove, Baker's Beach 
and the Elbow, Mad River is Humboldt’s fourth most 
popular nude beach. Still, on a busy day, ‘ope 
fewer than 20 sunbathers. 

Problems: Rocks and the long drive from the coast de- 
tract somewhat from the Mad River's many charms. 


54. Myrtle Creek 


\f you'd rather be up the creek, then why not take your 
clothes off while you're enjoying the fine weather? 
Look for this six-year-old nude beach near the tiny 
town of Myrtle Creek. Like the previous entry, It's on 
the Mad River. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find It: Follow the directions for Mad River to 
the village of Blue Lake. Access to the village of 
Myrtle Creek, which consists of a few buildings, Is by 
way of a small road that starts in Blue Lake. The 
same drive can also be made from tiny Kneeland, 
which can be reached from Arcata. Good luck, and 
please send us your improved directions. 

The beach: Small, secluded and reputed to be sensa- 
tlonal, sun-blessed Myrtle Creek is supposed to be 
splendid for a skinnydipper’s siesta. Please send us 
your comments. 

The crowd: You and a few other people may be the 
only ones there. 

Problems: Location, tocation and location. If there 
are any other problems, we haven't heard of them.

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55. Boogie Bar 


Nude beaching can be like romancing someone: 
Sometimes you have to do a lot to get alot. If you lust 
after nude beaches that you can have all to yourself, 
and you don't mind the veritable treasure hunt that's 
often required to find a skinnydipper’s Eden, then 
read on — you're just about to be rewarded with clear 
water, solitude and freedom from law enforcement 
problems. Look for the “bar,” which is beach lingo 
for a “submerged or partly submerged bank along a 
shore or in a river," halfway between Arcata and 
Weaverville on the south fork of the scenic Trinity 
River. When you get there, please send us your im- 
proved directions. 

Rating: C. Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find It: Take Highway 101 north to Eureka and 
Arcata. Pick up Highway 299 two miles north of 
Arcata. Continue east. Three miles west of the town 
of Willow Creek, cross the Trinity River Bridge. Im- 
mediately after you pass the bridge, turn right onto 
South Fork Road. About three miles down the road is 
a huge meadow and a junkyard of rusting autos (“an 
auto graveyard,” as recent visitor Harrison Voight of 
Mill Valley calls it), which are the last two landmarks 
you will see before the path to the beach. Unfor- 
tunately, the only clue to the path is the few cars 
you'll see pulled over on the side of the road past the 
auto graveyard. In the past, we've heard estimates 
that the cars are parked two or three miles past the 
junkers, but we'd really like to get new figures. From 
the pullout, the path to the river is supposed to be 
short and easy. 

The beach: A cozy cove along a river bank. 

The crowd: On the warmest of summer days, perhaps 
two dozen visitors boogie by the bar. 

Problems: Unknown. 


56. The Elbow 


“Everybody there was completely nude,” reports San 
Franciscan David Katz, a recent visitor to The Nude 
Beach Of Many Names. Some folks call It Willow 
Creek Beach, the Bend, Horseshoe Bend, Promon- 
tory or Danger Point, but most people know this 
skinnydipper’s delight as — naturally — just another 
body part: The Elbow. “The trail down to the beach 
was easy to follow,” adds Katz. “And best of all, it 
was very scenic.” Whatever you call it, this Trinity 
River treasure trove is the county’s most popular 
skinnydipping hole. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: On property that belongs to the U.S. 
Forest Service, which usually demonstrates 
tolerance toward nudists. 

How to find it: The Elbow is on a switchback of the 
Trinity River, a few miles east of tiny Willow Creek 
and some eight miles past Boogie Bar. Follow High- 
way 101 to Eureka and Arcata. Pick up Highway 299 
(east) two miles north of Arcata. Continue east on 
299 past Willow Creek to a point that's exactly 2.5 
miles east of Salyer. Highway 299 makes several 
dips and rises, but levels out as it comes through 
Salyer. Just before the highway starts ascending 
again at the point noted above, which is also some 50 
yards east of the new rest stop between Hawkins Bar 
and Salyer, look for a dirt road with a sign marked 
“Dead End Road 6N51” on your left (facing northeast). 
Follow the eroded, chuckhole-filled road (The pot- 
holes really are very deep,” says Dave) about a quarter 
of a mile or so until you see other cars pulled over. Park 
and follow the 200-yard-long, steep trail to the beach; 
the walk should only take about five minutes. 

The beach: Beware of high water here! “The water’s so 
fast that swimming here can be dangerous,” advises 
Katz. It's also deep. Even so, this little bar of sand is 
blessed by ideal conditions — spectacular forest sur- 
foundings, a ring of cliffs and warm weather. 

The crowd: Because The Elbow Is also a renowned 
fishing mecca, you may wind up sharing the shore with 
up to 30 people. More likely, though, is the experience 
Katz encountered. “On the day of my visit, there was 
Just me and four other people,” he says. 

Problems: Fast water (they don't call it Danger Point for 
nothing; rafting and tubing accidents happen fre- 
quently here), limited sand, the small size of the beach 
— and don't forget those awesome chuckholes in the 
road (take at your own risk). “And be sure not to go off 
the trail," suggests Rhonda Geidin-Myers, a frequent 
visitor from Arcata. “The trail itself is OK, but there’s 
poison oak all around it.” 


57. Tash Tang 


No longer last on our list, Tash Tang has some new tag- 
alongs this year: several sweltering sun spots in Lake 
County. Still, Tash Tang — or Tish Tang, as others call it 
— has plenty of its own appeal. For example, if the 
dream of a sunbathing “mini-vacation” conjures up 
visions of ecstasy, you might want to combine avisit to 
Boogie Bar and The Elbow with one to Tash Tang, 
since they're all near Willow Creek. Please send us 
your Improved directions.

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find It: Follow our earlier directions to Willow 
Creek, then head north on Highway 96 toward Hoopa. 
Look for the Tash Tang campground. The swimming 
hole Is just below the camp. 

The beach: What Tash Tang lacks in size (It’s definitely 
small) it more than makes up for in warm weather. 
Bring lots of lotion. 

The crowd: Ready to sunbathe In private? Then show 
up here on a weekday. On weekends expect perhaps 
ten disrobers.

ISIS IRVING (At 16th Ave.)

HILE DRIVING up 
Mission Street one 
day, I spotted a small, 
unobtrusive restau- 
: rant set apart from the 
plethora of Latin eateries on the street. 
The old-fashioned facade and the prom- 
ise of Peruvian food stuck in my mind, 
and at last I ventured out to Ciprianis. 
If you’re in the mood for a pleasantly 
funky atmosphere, one where you almost 
feel as if you’re eating at home, then 
Ciprianis is the place for you. Orange 
booths, red-and-white checkered table- 
cloths and fluorescent lighting make 
this a very informal place to enjoy large 
quantities of wholesome Peruvian or 
Spanish food for very little money. 
Ciprianis’ menu is a bit repetitious, 
but this certainly doesn’t affect the 
quality of the food — just pick careful- 
ly and you’ll be able to sample many 
delicious Peruvian or Spanish dishes. 
Fresh sliced bread, margarine and a 
piquant, bright green salsa are brought 
to the table moments after a guest ar- 
rives. The salsa is so good, I wish there 
were something to eat it with besides 
white bread, but tortillas and tortilla 
chips are neither Peruvian nor Spanish. 
Appetizers include a typical Peru- 
vian dish called Anticuchos ($2.95), 
marinated beef heart skewered and 
grilled and served with pickled onions 
and tomato. This dense and flavorful 
meat is not at all offensive, as some 
timid eaters might think —try it if you 
like beef.

The Tamal Peruano ($2.50), masa 
dough stuffed with pork and olive and 
wrapped in a banana leaf, was a bit 
disappointing. The pork tucked inside 
the cooked corn dough was only a piece 
of tough fat, and one kalamata olive 
wasn’t enough to save what could have 
been a wonderful tamale. 

Most delicious, however, is the 
Ceviche Mixto ($6.50). This traditional 
mixture of lime-cooked fish, squid and 
prawns served with chunks of corn and 
potato was spicy, fresh and lively. Since 
it’s only served on Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday, you can be sure it’s fresh. 
This appetizer and a soup would make 
a wonderful light and healthy meal. 

Chupe de Mariscos ($8.95), a large 
bowl of luscious soup filled with many 
good things and perfectly seasoned, is 
rich but not too filling. With plenty of 
prawns, clams and fish, peas, potato 
and rice, thickened slightly with cream 
and eggs, this is a dish not to be 
overlooked. The combination of this 
soup with the ceviche is delightful. 

Seafood dominates the menu with 
many variations on the same theme — 
either prawns, fish or calamari sauteed 
and served with rice. There’s nothing 
wrong with these combinations, and all 
are certainly fresh and carefully cooked. 
Pescado a la Chorrillana ($8.95), 
sauteed fish with a bounty of sweet 
sauteed onions and tomatoes, is simple 
and cooked to perfection. Steamed, 
fluffy white rice accompanies the 
generous portion of boneless fish. 

Equally good was the Pescado Frito 
con Salsa de Mariscos ($10.95). Anoth- 
er generous portion of perfectly cooked 
fish, topped with prawns, calamari and 
clams in a rich tomato sauce and served 
with rice, this dish is enough for two 
to share. 

Beef. tripe and lamb comprise the 
red meat category, and since most 


Americans shy away from tripe, we 
chose the lamb dish. Initial appearance 
was deceptive with Seco de Cordero 
($8.25), chunks of rather unappetizing- 
looking lamb in a savory green sauce of 
herbs and spices — it was actually quite 
good. The meat looked too tough and 
dry to eat, but turned out to be tender 
and flavorful. The pleasantly acidic 
sauce and the rice and beans made fora 
robust and well-rounded meal. 

Estofado de Pollo ($7.95) is another 
simple and rustic dish, filling and pleas- 
ant. Very tender pieces of dark-meat 
chicken with onions, tomatoes and a 
few olives (once again served with rice 
and beans) were prepared with atten- 
tion and an awareness of cooking prin- 
ciples. 

I don’t know how authentic refried 
beans are in Peruvian or Spanish food 
— I think it’s safe to say that beans are 
cooked and served whole in these 
cuisines. But maybe diners at Ciprianis 
enjoy refried beans, and the point is 
that the food works well together. 

Forget about choosing wine from a 
list here, or even having a bottle. Very 
average wine by the glass or carafe is 
available for $1.50 or $10, respectively: 
Most delicious and well-matched with 
the food, though, is Pilsen Callao, the 
Peruvian beer, for $2. 

I have the feeling that if you visit 
Ciprianis more than twice, they’ll 
regard you as a regular and treat you as 
such. Friendly and helpful service com- 
bined with a wonderful, funky atmo- 
sphere and good food will inspire me to 
return, I know. a

have even better directions to these sites next year. 


58. Cache Creek (downstream) 


“Lake County has finally come out of the dark ages,” 
writes reader J. Ramirez of Lakeport. “There are now 
a couple of locations along Cache Creek just off of 
State Highway 20 that small groups of friends [use 
to] gather nude to cool off from our scorching sum- 
mer sun.” 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Recently purchased by the State 
Department of Fish and Game, the beach Is sur- 
rounded by thousands of acres of federal Bureau of 
Land Management land. Because of past federal 
leniency about nudity, activists hope nude hiking 
and horseback riding will become other possibilities. 
How to find It: Look for this nude beach at the Cache 
Creek Bridge where Highway 20 crosses over the 
creek on acurve. From Williams on Interstate 5, take 
Highway 20 west toward Clear Lake for about 30 
miles. From Clear Lake, follow Highway 53 to High- 
way 20, turn east toward Williams and go approx- 
imately seven miles. The bridge Is on State Highway 
20 at Lake County mile marker 37.07. Park in the lot on 
the west side of the bridge, then walk downstream to 
the nude area. 

The beach: Somewhat more visible from the highway 
than the upstream location, this is otherwise a de- 
lightful nude beach. 

The crowd: Mostly nude on weekdays, Cache Creek is 
used by clothed families on weekends. However, even 
on weekends nude use usually returns after 6 pm. 
Problems: Lack of safe weekend use, proximity to 
the highway. 


59. Cache Creek (upstream) 


Same as Cache Creek (downstream), except the 
location. Keep in mind that, according to most users, 
downstream Is by far the preferred site. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Private property. 

How to find It: Same as Cache Creek (downstream), 
except you walk upstream to the clothing-optional 
area. 

The beach: Less visible from the highway than Cache 
Creek (downstream), the big problem with this beach 
is that it also has less sand. 

The crowd: Same as Cache Creek (downstream). 
Problems: Lack of safe weekend use, has less sand 
than Cache Creek (downstream). Still, both 
beaches share one thing in common: There's 
always plenty of water here, since, as reader J. 
Ramirez points out, “Yolo County owns and main- 
tains the dam that releases the water from Clear 
Lake and their Central Valley farmer customers 
[always] need the irrigation water.” 


60. New Long Valley Nude Beach 
(downstream) 


What's long, soft, and nude? Answer: the sand at 
New Long Valley Nude Beach. Another Highway 20 
site, this clothing-optional beach is just east of New 
Long Valley Road. it's about two miles west of the 
Cache Creek Bridge noted above. 

Rating: C. 

Legal Status: Unknown. 

How to find It: Look for this beach two miles west of 
the Cache Creek Bridge, near mile marker 34.94 on 
Highway 20. The site is just east of New Long Valley 
Road. Park and then walk downstream. 

The beach: Situated just downstream from where the 
highway and the creek run side by side, the beach is 
out of sight of the road. Reports a recent visitor: “You 
can walk downstream [from the beach] for about half 
a mile in the nude, hidden from the highway, before 
coming to the Hidden Valley Gravel Plant.” 

The crowd: Limited in size. 

Problems: None that we know of. 


61. New Long Valley Nude Beach 
(upstream) 

Same as New Long Valley Nude Beach (down- 
stream), except the location. Downstream, though, is 
the preferred site. 

Rating: C. 

Legal Status: Unknown. 

How to find It: Same as New Long Valley Nude Beach 
(downstream), except walk upstream. 

The beach: Some sandy banks situated just up- 
stream from where the highway and the creek run 
side by side. 

The crowd: Limited to just a few people. 

Problems: Unknown. 


62. Crabtree Hot Springs 

In addition to the nude lakes, ponds, streams, rivers, 
beaches and even waterfalls on our list, Northern Cal- 
Ifornia bubbles with hard-to-find but tantalizing nude 





. hot springs. One of the best is Crabtree, where pools 


of warm-to-hot liquid springs forth next to a delight- 
ful little creek. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of the Mendocino National Forest, 
regulated by the usually benign rangers of the U.S. 
Forest Service. 

How to find It: For about $1, buy a map from the U.S. 
Forest Service station in the town of Upper Lake, 
which Is northeast of Lakeport at the northern end of 
Clear Lake. Crabtree Hot Springs /s only a half-mile 
walk along a creek bed from the road. 

The beach: See introduction to entry. 

The crowd: Limited to a few people. 

Problems: A pickup truck or 4x4 may be required to 
follow the road. 


63. Elsewhere in Lake County 
Crabtree isn't the only invigorating nude hot springs 
in Lake County — or in Northern California. To find 
some of the others, plunk down $1 at the U.S. Forest 
Service station in the town of Upper Lake, buy amap 
and set out on your Great Adventure. Then be sure to 
report back to us! 


Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of the Mendocino National Forest, 
run by the U.S. Forest Service. In the past, federal 
rangers have usually respected the rights of the un- 
dressed. 

How to find It: See the Introduction to this entry. 
The beach: Like Crabtree, these are usually little bub- 
bling pots of warm water that spill into little-known 
skinnydipping holes. 

The crowd: Sometimes a few visitors, other times 
just you. 

Problems: Once you find these amazing pools of 
pleasure, you won't want to leave them. But getting 
there, having to buy a map and, most Importantly, 
Putting up with generally lousy forestry roads, can all 
be problems. Some roads are all dirt, while others 
aren't maintained. To avoid hassles, Instead of 
clothes, be sure to bring a pickup truck or 4x4 vehicle. 
And don't forget that pad of paper to write down your 
report touson. |

This time, actor/co- 
writer/director William 
Shatner’s beamed up a movie 
only a true Trekkie can love. 
Others will miss Leonard

enough by establishing 
Lawrence Luckinbill as its 
prophet-like, |-can-remove- 
your-pain renegade Vulcan 
star, and follows with Shatner 
climbing Yosemite's E!

CIPOLLINA TRIBUTE 


HE SAN FRANCISCO sound of the late 
60s rose like steam from an amalgam of bands, each 
with its own strong identity. But in addition to the all- 
important group chemistry, each band derived much of 
its distinctive character from a particular voice or 
individual instrumental sound. In the Quicksilver 
Messenger Service, it was the mercurial electric guitar of 
John Cipollina that sliced through to the essence of acid 
rock. It was a gleaming, piercing sound, tight and 


: controlled and giving off a palpable vibration that was 


Cipollina’s alone. After five Quicksilver albums, 
Cipollina had one more flash of brilliance on a major 
label with a single, powerful album by his (unfor- 
tunately) short-lived band, Copperhead. 

But even long after the decay and disintegration of the 
flower power era, Cipollina never quit playing his music. 
He continually suffered from debilitating respiratory 
ailments, but his rock ’n roll was anything but asthmatic. 
Right up until his death last month at the age of 45, he 
added his sharp guitar sound to ongoing musical projects 
with Barry Melton, Nick Gravenites, Terry and the 
Pirates and the Dinosaurs, adding those credits to the 
long history that included Quicksilver, Raven, 


Copperhead, Rocky Sullivan and a notable cameo with 
the Welsh group Man. 

Next Monday night at the Fillmore, a giant assemblage 
of Cipollina’s friends, family, bandmates and peers are 
staging a marathon tribute to the late guitarist, organized 
by his brother Mario, the bassist in Huey Lewis and the 
News. The tribal gathering features Cipollina’s 
Quicksilver cohorts David Freiberg, Greg Elmore and 
Dino Valenti; Terry Dolan (Terry & the Pirates); fellow 
Dinosaurs Peter Albin (Big Brother & the Holding 
Company), Spencer Dryden (Jefferson Airplane), Robert 
Hunter (Grateful Dead), Barry Melton (Country Joe and 
the Fish) and Merle Saunders; David Weber from 
Copperhead; plus longtime pals Nick Gravenites, Mickey 
Hart and Lonnie Turner, John’s twin sister Antonia, 
brother Mario and many, many others. A video retro- 
spective of Cipollina’s career will be screened as well. 
Proceeds go toward paying the medical bills John 
amassed during his long final battle with emphysema. 
The show starts at 8 pm at The Fillmore, 1805 Geary, - 
SF. Tickets are $15 in advance, $16 at the door. Call 
922-3455 for information.

NOTHER WEEK, 

another disappointment, 

as the summer blockbus- 

ters are unveiled. They 

stick safely to their for- 
mulas and set box-office records with un- 
discriminating audiences who would as 
soon see the original films again, but the 
latest sequels will do as well so long as they 
don’t deviate too much. 

A critic lives in hope. I wouldn’t be 
able to get out of bed in the morning.if I 
didn’t think one of that day’s films could 
possibly be wonderful. I try not to build 
my hopes too high so they won’t be 
dashed too hard, and yet... . 

When the best thing about an Indiana 
Jones adventure is the acting, 
something’s wrong. Something’s wrong 
with Indiana Jones and the Last Crusade. 
Not enough to keep it from grossing $200 
million or so, but enough to keep it from 
living up to our inflated expectations of 
LucaSpielberg, the modern masters of 
this kind of film. 

The first two sequences, lasting 25 
minutes or so, have no connection to 
what follows except the main character. 
River Phoenix stars in the opening as the 
teenaged Indiana Jones, a boy scout in 
more ways than one, who sees villains dig 
up the cross of Coronado and tries to 
steal it from them because ‘“That belongs 
inamuseum.”’ After along chase, prob- 
ably the film’s best action sequence, he’s 
defeated but gets his famous hat as a con- 
solation prize: “You lost today, kid, but 
that doesn’t mean you have to like it.” 

Cut to 26 years later, when a grown In- 
dy (Harrison Ford) retrieves the same 
cross from the same miscreants on a ship 
off the coast of Portugal. End of cross; 
end of those bad guys; beginning of real 
story as Indiana returns home to his 
academic job but is soon called away to 
rescue his father (Sean Connery), who 


has been kidnapped by Nazis in Venice as 
his lifelong search for the Holy Grail was 
about to pay off. 

Jones pere is briefly introduced in the 
opening scenes — unseen because he isn’t 
played by Connery, who probably wasn’t 
available for that day’s shooting. Like 
Field of Dreams, this film was obviously 
made by someone who feels guilty about 
his relationship with his own father and is 
trying to resolve it through his characters. 

In this case Ford and Connery work so 
well together that the kinship comes offas 
phony because no real father and son 
have ever been so in tune with each other. 
“You left just when you were becoming 
interesting,’’ Dad tells ‘‘Junior,’’ who 
hates to be called that. 

That’s not the only phony thing about 
Indiana Jones and the Last Crusade. 
Despite global location work, many sets 
look more artificial than in previous films 
of the series. Matte shots, especially in 
aerial sequences, are not up to the state- 
of-the-art capability of Industrial Light 
and Magic. Phony storms, phony ani- 
mals and phony explosions may be 
Steven Spielberg’s idea of bringing back 
the innocent charm of old movies, but his 
other work has led us to expect better. 

The screenplay by Jeffrey Boam from 
a story by George Lucas and Menno 
Meyjes is an example of applying a for- 
mula once too often. It’s extremely short 
on surprises and telegraphs what might be 
some funny moments, including one that 
involves Adolf Hitler. The female lead, 
always a problem in this series, is played 
by Alison Doody, who shows as much 
talent as her brother Howdy. She’s sup- 
posed to be an art historian and ferme 
fatale who provides romance for the doc- 
tors Jones, Senior and Junior, while she’s 
in league with the Nazis. 

If you found Raiders of the Lost Ark 
and Indiana Jones and the Temple of 
Doom vastly entertaining, you should 
find Indiana Jones and the Last Crusade 
at least half-vastly entertaining. For those 
conditioned by Hollywood to settle for 
less, that should be enough. 


HERE’S NO polite way to put 
this: The crew of the USS Enter- 
prise is old. 1’m opposed to man- 
datory retirement, but these people are 
past the age where they should be 
operating heavy machinery. They 
Ought to retire the commander and 
name a training school in his honor — 
Kirk U would be appropriate — send 


Bones to a small planet where he can push 
aspirin and bring babies into the universe 
and find desk jobs for the others. With 
his brain, Spock could replace 4 com- 
puter. But as long as there are megabucks 
to bemade from new episodes, these peo- 
ple will cling on (Klingon?) to their con- 
tracts for light years to come. 

(Incidentally, Capt. Kirk has outlived 
his “‘son.”” Merritt Butrick, who played 
that role in Star Treks IT and IIT, died of 
AIDS on March 17th.) 

No, I’m not a Trekkie, but I’ve found 
most of the Star Trek films tolerable. 
Captain James T. Kirk isthe only persona 
in which I’m able to stand William 
Shatner, the, world’s worst actor. 

Now add worst director and worst co- 
writer to that title. In Star Trek V: The 
Final Frontier he, Leonard Nimoy 
(Spock) and DeForest Kelley (Bones) are 
saddled with dialogue that rivals the 
worst banter of Academy Award presen- 
ters and campfire scenes that are nearer 
The Waltons than Star Trek. The rest of 
the crew, excepting Nichelle Nichols 
(Uhura) in a special moment, stay in the 
background, hoping not to be noticed. 

The New Age plot of this star drek in- 
volves Laurence Luckinbill as Sybok, the 
only passionate Vulcan, who has become 
a messianic guru. He exercises some kind 
of mind control in recruiting disciples for 
his plot to hijack the Enterprise and take 
it to heaven. To do this he takes hostages 
on Nimbus III (even planets have 
sequels!), ‘‘the planet of galactic peace.”’ 
He calls his revolutionary force the 
Galactic Army of Light — or GAL, 
which fits in with his other sexist 
language. 

Capt. Kirk (who is climbing the vertical 
face of El Capitan in Yosemite National 
Park at the time) and his crew are recalled 
from shore leave to rush to Nimbus III on 
behalf of Starfleet. It’s to be a shakedown 
cruise for the new Enterprise, which is in 
shaky condition indeed. 

The Klingons try to ambush the Enter- 
prise, but are forced to follow the ship 
through the Great Barrier to the center of 
the galaxy, where Sybok believes heaven 
awaits them. Getting there isn’t much 
fun, but the scene where they confront 
the big kahuna of the universe holds some 
interest, even if it’s a partial ripoff from 
Forbidden Planet. 

There may be some Trekkies too 
fanatical to see how bad Star Trek Vis, 
but most of you will either laugh at it or 
be bored by it. B

George Gruntz Concert Jazz Band 
’87, Happening Now! (hat ART). 
The title of this exciting 70-plus-minute 
live recording derives from a poem by 
Allen Ginsberg, juxtaposing the pending 
nuclear cataclysm with apathetic, sub- 
way-riding ‘‘corpses sitting in dress suits, 
Earphones listening to mechanical 
disco.’ But there is nothing deadly or 
placid about the five long tracks 
recorded during the Swiss bandleader's 
1987 U.S. tour. Just a list of the 18 
musicians recruited by the keyboard- 
ist/arranger should send jazz fans into a 
lather. It includes trumpeters Kenny 
Wheeler, Enrico Rava, Manfred Schoof 
and Franco Ambrosetti, saxophonists 
Lee Konitz, Joe Henderson and Larry 
Schneider, trombonist Ray Anderson, 
tuba giant Howard Johnson, vocalist 


Sheila Jordan, bassist Mike Richmond, 


drummer Bob Moses and others. The 
compositions — four by Gruntz, plus 
Henderson's “Inner Urge’’ — are 
fascinating, often attempting to convey 
the maestro's global concerns in musical 
terms; the arrangements are brilliant and 
the solos explosive. Many of the same 
performers (plus trumpeter Lew Soloff 
and singer Mark Murphy) will be on hand 
when the George Gruntz Concert Jazz 
Band makes a rare return to San 
Francisco at the Great American Music 
Hall, 8 pm, Sun., June 25th. 


Lucky Dube, Slave (Shanachie). 
The fact that some of the finer reggae 
albums of the late '80s are coming out of 
Africa is evidence of both the genre's 
persistent, internationalist character and 
its inextricable link to social unrest. This 
24-year-old South African turned to the 
Jamaican sound from mbaganga- 
flavored Zulu pop for the sake of spread- 
ing messages of protest and unity. The 
title track of this, his third reggae outing, 
is the strongest song on that score. The 
rest of Dube’s social commentary and 
rallying cries are less original, but his 
fine voice, sweeping from a rich, reedy 
tenor to a glorious falsetto, picks up the 
slack. And there's virtually no slack in 
the crucial rhythmic grooves, tastefully 
ornamented with taut percussion, pop 
synthesizers and lush male and female 
harmonies. The ‘South African king of 
reggae’ makes his Bay Area debut at 
the Kennel Club on Mon., June 26th. 


Heiner Goebbels, Der Mann im 
Fahrstuhl/The Man in the 
Elevator (ECM). 

This adventurous 21-part suite is based 
on Heiner Muller's text detailing the 
paranoid musings of a corporate func- 
tionary during his nightmarish ride in a 
wire-cage elevator on his way to receive 
an unknown task from the Boss. His self- 
consciousness spirals in existential 
terror through obsessions with time in 
his claustrophobic moving prison, into 
visions of death and hallucinatory trips 
out of modernity into primitive cultures. 
The early refrain, ‘Five minutes too early 
would be/ what I'd call true punctuality,”’ 
accompanied by fractured jazz-rock-new 
music sounds, makes the piece a kind of 
post-modern Gilbert & Sullivan operetta. 
Ernst Stotzner, Arto Lindsay and Don 
Cherry read, rant and croon the libretto 





in several languages, sometimes 
simultaneously, while Lindsay (guitar), 
Cherry (trumpet and doussn’gouni), Fred 
Frith (guitar and bass), Charles Hayward 
(drums and metal), George Lewis 
(trombone), Ned Rothenberg 
(saxophones and bass clarinet) and 
Heiner Goebbels (piano, synthesizer and 
programming) create rambling sound- 
scapes that make the troubling images 
come to musical life. Goebbels’ 
compositions and arrangements are 
sometimes rhythmic and jaunty, some- 
times spare and haunting, and some- 
times ugly and grating. They are always 
intriguing and unsettling, and you can't 
help but come away pondering the 
meaning of work, time, civilization and 
music. 


Todd Rundgren, Nearly Human 
(Warner Brothers); Anthology 
(1968-1985) (Rhino). 

The advent of synthesizers, drum 
machines, digital recording, sampling 
and the like has opened the way for the 
unprecedented bit-by-bit (or byte-by-byte) 
construction of pop music, and that sort 
of meticulous detailing would perfectly 
suit Todd Rundgren's obsessive ap- 
proach. Yet on Nearly Human it is not 
technology that dazzles but rather the 
way Rundgren layers real instruments 
and voices — scores of them — into 
incredibly rich orchestrations for his 
delightful melodies and heartfelt singing. 
Anywhere from 14 to 30 players and 
singers, mostly from the Bay Area, 
contribute to the tracks, filling up spaces 
all over the sonic spectrum while Todd 
soars through the mix with his engaging 
lead vocals. The whole thing could have 
come off sounding overwrought or 
lightweight or irrelevant, but Rundgren 
marshalls the mainstream pop and soul 
elements into a dazzling, original sound. 
He treats his lyrical themes — lost love, 
alienation, unloved children, repressed 
emotions, missed opportunities — 
thoughtfully, but the uplifting sonic 
delight comes from Rundgren’s cohesive 
melding of pounding rhythm sections, 
searing guitars, blasting horns, sweeping 
strings and soaring choirs. From the 
irresistible opener, ‘‘The Want of a Nail,”’ 
through eight more catchy tunes, the 
record sounds like a high-tech com- 
munity singalong. It would be interesting 
to know if the participating musicians felt 
a sense of kinship during the recording 
sessions. Rhino's simultaneous release 
of Anthology is perfectly timed, reprising 
Rundgren's career from the early Nazz 
and Runt periods, stopping for four 
tracks from the 1972 near-masterpiece, 
Something/Anything? and continuing all 
the way through 1985's A Cappella. 
(Fortunately his Utopia band recordings 
are eschewed here and collected on a 
separate Rhino Anthology.) The older 
material may not establish Rundgren as 
much more than a very gifted crafts- 
man with a winning flair for melody and a 
genuine mastery of the studio. But the 
new work reveals him as something 
more than an isolated genius or consum- 
mate professional. While Nearly Human 
reflects Rundgren’s personal aesthetic, 
its boisterous collective sound, 
epitomized by the album-closing “| Love 
My Life," seems rooted in a sense of 
partnership and collaboration, something 
all too rare among superficially similar 
pop “products.”

HEART 
AND SOUL 


The Neville Brothers’ new album combines 
social conscience and spiritual energy

VEN IN this period when 
nary a pop star skirts the 
issues of the day, it may be 
surprising to discover one of 
the year’s most stirring 
albums of social conscience coming 
from a legendary New Orleans rhythm 
and blues band. The Neville Brothers 
have always been known for their com- 
pelling backbeats and brother Aaron’s 
aching vocals, not for their politics. 
But their new recording, Yellow 
Moon (A&M), offers 12 elegantly 
produced songs that tap deep world- 
historical themes, from the struggle 
against apartheid in South Africa to 
the civil rights movement in the U.S. 
It delivers them in characteristically 
smouldering grooves that encompass 
myriad rhythms from the black 
African diaspora. The sum is a gripping 
musical document of heartfelt concern. 
“There was no plan in advance that 
this was the kind of record we were 
gonna make,’’ Charles Neville said in a 
recent phone interview from the band’s 
home base in New Orleans. When pro- 
ducer Daniel Lanois asked the brothers 
— Cyril, Aaron, Charles and Art, 
ranging in age from about 40 to around 
50 — what they wanted to record, they 
started off with some of Aaron’s 
favorite songs from the ’60s, including 
Sam Cooke’s ‘‘A Change Is Gonna 
Come”’ and Bob Dylan’s ‘‘The Ballad 
of Hollis Brown”’ and ‘‘With God On 
Our Side.”’ 
““As we were going along,’’ recounts 
Charles, who plays saxophone and per- 
cussion and adds background vocals, 


“‘we realized that with those and the 
original songs, ‘My Blood,’ ‘Wake Up’ 
and ‘Sister Rosa’ [for civil rights figure 
Rosa Parks], we’ve kind of got a theme 
already.’’ They rounded it out with 
Link Wray’s ‘‘Fire and Brimstone,’’ 
the hypnotic syncopations of ‘Yellow 
Moon,’’ ‘‘Voo Doo”’ and ‘‘Healing 
Chant,’’ and a moving rendition of 
“Will the Circle Be Unbroken.”’ 

“An amazing thing about the 
album,’’ Neville continued, ‘‘is that it is 
a group of songs coming from really dif- 
ferent directions — African, Caribbean, 
jazz, doo-wop, rhythm and blues, funk 
— but Daniel’s magic was able to help 
pull it together into one thing.”’ 

Equally remarkable is the way 
Lanois, known for his pop work-with 
U2 and Peter Gabriel, organized the 
recording sessions. Eschewing a con- 
ventional recording studio, he set up his 
equipment in a house on St. Charles 
Avenue in New Orleans. “‘It was simi- 
lar to our stage set-up,”’ Neville ex- 
plains. ‘‘We got into the room and 
played and Daniel experimented with 
the placement of mikes, speakers and 
baffles to get a good recording sound. 

“So in effect we were able to record 
live and that really adds to the spiritual 
energy of the record. That was so much 
better than the way it is normally done, 
where the rhythm section goes into the 
studio for a couple of days and then 
other members come in singly or a cou- 
ple at atime and add their parts. Every- 
one was present and really played the 
songs when they were recorded, so 
everybody’s spiritual energy was pro- 
jected into the room at the same time.”” 

The result is a far cry from the 


Neville’s last album, Uptown, a blatant 
and unsuccessful effort to put the band 
onto the pop charts. Charles Neville 
admits to mixed feelings about that at- 
tempt. ‘‘We liked some of the 
material,’’ he says, ‘“‘some of it we 
didn’t like. At the time, for what it was, 
we thought the idea behind the album 
was a good one — to try to record 
something that was like the stuff being 
played on AM rddio for the purpose of 
getting the Neville Brothers some AM 
airplay.’” Unfortunately, just as the 
first single was being released, the 
record company, EMI America, 
merged with Manhattan Records who, 
Neville points out, ‘‘hadn’t pledged 
any support.’’ 

After more than a decade of toiling 
as one of America’s most critically ap- 
preciated bands, the Nevilles surely de- 
serve their shot at the commercial 
mainstream. The four brothers united 
in 1976, when they had gathered in New 
Orleans at the request of their uncle, 
George Landry, aka Big Chief Jolly, to 
provide the instrumental accompani- 
ment for the Wild Tchoupitoulas, a 
famed Mardi Gras tribe of ‘‘black In- 
dians.’”’ 

Aaron had known stardom in the 
’60s with his hit ‘‘Tell It Like It Is.”’ Art 
had been playing keyboards for nearly 
ten years in The Meters, producer Allen 
Toussaint’s ‘‘house band.’’ Cyril had 
joined The Meters in 1975. And 
Charles had spent much of the ’50s and 
’60s in Memphis and New York, play- 
ing jazz and blues with George 
Coleman, Charles McPherson, Tiny 
Grims and B.B. King, blowing sax for 
Joey Dee and the Starlighters, traveling 
inthe R&B bands of Johnny Taylor and 
O.V. Wright, and jamming in Green- 
wich Village with John Hammond and 
Jimi Hendrix. 

‘We did the Wild Tchoupitoulas ses- 
sion without a lot of rehearsal,” 
Charles explains, ‘‘and it flowed 
together so easily, I thought this is what 
playing music is really all about. Then 
our uncle suggested we put together a 
Neville family band, and we did.”’ 

The Neville Brothers recorded a self- 
titled album for Capitol, Fiyo on the 
Bayou for A&M, and a live album, 
Neville-ization, for Black Top, prior to 
Uptown. They opened shows for the 
Rolling Stones, Huey Lewis and the 
News and the Grateful Dead. In 1986 
Rhino Records compiled the indispen- 
sable double-album retrospective, 
Treacherous. 

“One of the things that makes all the 
New Orleans music really special,” 
Charles Neville says, ‘‘is the fact that it’s 
performed by people who do it because 
they love it. They’re not into it for the 
money or for fame but they do it because 
of who they are and what they are.’’ 

Of course the Neville Brothers are 
hoping that Yellow Moon will repre- 
sent a departure in terms of their com- 
mercial success. ‘‘Whatever effect it’s 
going to have hasn’t really set in yet,’’ 


. Charles notes. ‘‘College, public and 


AOR stations are playing it but AM sta- 
tions are staying away from it. Radio 
programming has become kind of 
closed over the past ten or 15 years. Disc 
jockeys no longer have any control 
over what they play and it seems the lis- 
teners don’t either. So we’re still work- 
ing the record, trying to get more air- 
play, doing retail promotion and in- 
store appearances.’’ But whatever hap- 
pens in the marketplace, the Neville 
Brothers won’t ever stray too far from 
their origins. 

“*When we started there really wasn’t 
any money in this business,’’ Charles 
says. ‘‘And still, when we play, we 
don’t actually put on a show. The show 
is just us, this is who we are, this is what 
we do. The music is really from our 
hearts and souls.”’

NCE UPON atime the 

stock exchange was a 

stuffy place, an old-boy 

sanctuary of bankers 

and brokers who ran the 
money show with gentlemanly dis- 
cretion. It was one of the last places 
you’d set a play or a movie, especially a 
murder mystery. 

But that’s all changed, thanks to de- 
regulators like George Bush, bullish 
leaders like Ronald Reagan and 
Margaret Thatcher and junk-bond 
buccaneers like Michael Milken. 

Since the market deregulation of the 
early 1980’s, the image of high finance 
has gotten younger, trendier, sexier. It’s 
like an international Pac-Man tourna- 
ment now, with billions of dollars, pas- 
sion, conflict, double-crosses, revenge 
— in short, blue-chip stock for drama. 

But dramatizing the money world is 
no easy deal. International high finance 
jargon, a pastiche of techno-terms and 
insider slang, sounds like Greek to most 





of us. Leveraged buy-outs and ar- 
bitrage schemes confound and mystify 
— that’s the whole point — with the 
crushing blows delivered on paper or 
over the phone, not on center stage. 
And the motivation of financial 
wizards generally boils down to one 
simple impulse: greed. How much 
dramatic mileage can you get from that 
old fuel? 

Alot, if you’re an English playwright 
named Caryl Churchill. In her 1987 
play Serious Money, now in a splendid 
production at Berkeley Repertory 
Theatre, Churchill calls a shark a 
shark. Her story’s characters, 30 
American and British financial players, 
are driven by pure lucre-lust. 

Churchill doesn’t try to make these 
people likeable, nor does she simplify 
their wooly world so you can under- 
stand it more easily. Insider trading, 
greenmail, stock rigging, dawn raids, 
poison pills, the global rubber and 
cocoa markets — they all figure in a 
wheeler-dealer plot complicated 
enough to stump Ivan Boesky. To 
boot, the dialogue teases along in Jaco- 
bean rhymes. 

Serious Money opens with alooking- 
back device reminiscent of the more 
elaborate historical switches in Chur- 
chill’s Cloud Nine and Top Girls. Ina 


scene lifted from a 1692 Thomas 
Shadwell play, a group of proto- 
brokers extol the virtues of ‘‘turning a 
penny.’’ They’re standing under a ban- 
ner: ‘‘Greed is good.”’ 

The next scene zaps us into The City, 
modern Britain’s financial nerve- 
center, 300 years hence. A mob of 
dealers on the London International 
Financial Futures Exchange are en- 
gaged in the kind of shouting, swearing 
trading frenzy undreamed of in 
Shadwell’s time. With the whole cast 
out in force on Kent Dorsey’s set of 
marbled columns and number-blasting 
computer monitors, co-directors Tony 
Taccone and Sharon Ott establish a 
pumped-up pace that never lets down. 

The anti-heroine of Churchill’s 
labrythine plot is an ambitious young 
futures trader named Scilla (Lorri 
Holt). When her brother Jake 
(Aloysius Gigl) dies under mysterious 
circumstances, Scilla vows to find his 
murderer. She’s not grief-stricken, just 
greedy: Jake had some ‘‘serious 
money’’ deals cooking, and Scilla 
wants in on the profits. 

She retraces her brother’s trail to 
New York arbitrage queen Marylou 
Baines (Abigail Van Alyn), wealthy 
Peruvian pirhana Jacinta Condor 
(Cordelia Gonzalez), and Zackerman 
(Jim Carpenter), the London rep of a 
U.S. investment bank. It seems that all 
these characters are neck-deep in finan- 
cial scum, caught up in a hostile take- 
over bid. 

So who killed Jake? We never do 
find out — Churchill cares even less 
about poor Jake than Scilla does. The 
author is more interested in letting us in 
on the corrupt state of the global 
money cartel. Between takeover 
moves, her major characters deliver 
how-to lectures on financial chicanery. 
Jacinta, for example, demonstrates 
how to get by in South America despite 
its enormous debt: Just put your 
foreign aid money in Swiss bank ac- 
counts, deal some cocaine and you’ll 
make out fine. 

The major point, made again and 
again with wicked acuity, is the elevation 
of greed to a public virtue. ‘‘Greed’s 
been good to me,’’ is one motto. Some- 
one else makes a hair-splitting distinc- 
tion between ‘“‘sexy greed’”’ and “‘ugly 
greed.’’ And everyone shares the notion 
that ‘You can be greedy and still feel 
good about yourself.” In fact, avarice is 
the new self-esteem. 

Mashed in too are social class clashes 
(the scrappy working-class traders are 
displacing the bluebloods) and political 
intrigues (Thatcherian cabinet 
maneuvers, the Contras). At times you 
pray for alet-up in this polemical flood. 
And it would be nice — though prob- 
ably, in Churchill’s book, a cop-out — 
to have one semi-decent character to 
relate to. 

In less assured hands Serious Money 
could induce information overload, but 
it plays like gangbusters at Berkeley 
Rep. As in much of this past season, the 
Rep actors coalesce into a crackerjack 
ensemble. Stephen Markle and Aloysius 
Gig] shine brightly in a cluster of smaller 
roles, while Lorri Holt is a snappy, 
blithely immoral Scilla, Cordelia 
Gonzales’s Jacinta is one crafty vamp, 
Jim Carpenter oozes smarm aplenty and 
Abigail Van Alyn chills your blood as 
Marylou Baines. (The only major 
misstep came from Jim Dean, as a cor- 
porate raider whose British accent inex- 
plicably waxed and waned.) 

Serious Money also marks the first 
collaboration of Rep directors Tony 
Taccone and Sharon Ott. It’s always 
hard to tell who did what in such team- 
ups, but there’s plenty of the crackling 
comic energy Taccone sparked in polit- 
ical farces by Dario Fo and Barrie 
Keefe, and evidence of Ott’s powerful 
visual sense. In fact, the show is so spif- 
fy you wonder if Churchill undercuts 
her political critique of greedy money- 
grubbing. To paraphrase one of her 
characters, the more you don’t do it, 
themorefunitishearingaboutit.

BODIES 
IN MOTION 


The Frankfurt Ballet Company performs 
with unrelenting energy 


FRANKFURT BALLET at the Zeller- 
bach Theater, University of California at 
Berkeley, Berk., June 9th through 11th.

ILLIAM Forsythe’s 

ballets are easy to 

hate and easy to love. 

They are stark, dar- 

ing, unconventional, 
apparently chaotic and ‘‘ugly.”’ They 
are also dazzling, formal, abstract and 
absurd — everything we expect to see in 
that most ethereal of all dance forms, 
classical ballet. 

Forsythe, who brought his Frankfurt 
Ballet Company to Zellerbach Theater 
June 9th-11th, does not make it easy for 
his audiences. It is as if he deliberately 
sets out to alienate, to raze to the 
ground, whatever expectations have 
grown up surrounding ballet perform- 
ances. He clearly wants a clean slate, a 
tabula rasa, on which to draw his 
dancers. 

He uses no costumes. The lighting 
looks like that in a gym. For sets you are 
given the bare theater wall or black cur- 
tains. The music is a piece of yard 
goods that comes from nowhere and 
goes nowhere. 

And then there are those annoying 
details. Like bringing up the house 
lights in the middle of a piece. Having 
dancers walk around the stage as if they 
are taking a break. Or, worst of all, 
chopping into pieces one of Bach’s 
most sublime solo violin pieces, the 
Chaconne in D Minor. And should we 
ask ‘‘Why?”’ he would very likely shrug 
his shoulders and say, ‘‘Why not?’’ 

With Forsythe there is only one thing 
to do: Look at the dancers. Everything 
else is there to support their work. 

And work it is. His 37 permanent 
dancers — themselves a cause for 
envy for any choreographer this side of 
the Atlantic — whizz across the stage 
with such virtuosity, energy and daring 
that you can see perspiration glistening 
on their bodies. They provide a daz- 
zling display of bodies in motion. 

Two of the works in Friday night’s 
performance were large ensemble 
pieces, the third an elaboration on the 
pas de deux. The program opened with 
The Questioning of Robert Scott, on 
one level an Orwellian nightmare of the 
type that is taking place in China right 
now, but also a work that explores the 
process of examination itself. 

A questioner, seated at stage left, 
whose face was projected on a TV 
monitor stage right, recited and 
answered questions with ‘“‘yes’’ or 
“no.’’ The dancers, inward looking 
and atomistically spread over the stage, 
worked on individual patterns, stop- 
ping to look at them, searching and 
sampling information from slips of 
paper in their hands. They were quite 
self-absorbed as their jerky, twitchy 
body parts shot out in all directions. 
Occasionally they bounced off each 
other like misdirected electric charges. 
The exception was one couple that, 
heads-abutting like two wrestlers, each 
holding onto the other with one arm 
and pushing away with the other, slow- 
ly worked its way across the stage. They 
seemed to go in opposite directions at 


the same time, creating the feeling of a 
yes-no, on-off, push-pull, binary kind 
of world. 

Gradually the dancers moved 
toward the video screen and began to 
answer (refute?) their questioner from 
the opposite side of the stage, with 
swooping, horizontal motions, swing- 
ing their arms like windmill blades. At 
one point, toward the end of the piece, 
half the dancers cupped their hands to 
their mouths and pulled out deep 
breaths of air — as if blowing away 
wisps of nothing. After 40 minutes 
some of the unrelenting energy wore a 
little thin — Questioning is probably 
too long — but it is a fascinating ex- 
amination of examination. 

The second ensemble piece, Skinny, 
was supposedly inspired by the Ameri- 
can bombing of Libya, an event that 
caused a great deal of anxiety in 
Europe, Germany in particular. 

At the back of the stage, a woman 
read vacation offers from a ticker tape. 
Given Northern Europeans’ propensity 
for invading the Mediterranean coasts 
during the summer, this travelogue 
material created a context, maybe a little 
lost on American audiences. But the 
irony, not exactly of the most subtle 
kind, could not be missed. 

Against these repeatedly interrupted 
texts, dancers in sneakers, sox and tank 
tops filled the stage with an energy very 
different from that of Questioning. It 
was the pulse of teenagers working the 
streets during hot summer days: break- 
dancers strutting their stuff and cheer- 
leaders practicing their kicks. But an 
underlying tone of aggression gradu- 
ally emerged and these ‘‘kids’’ began to 
look more like urban guerrillas. 

Their mocking ostrich walks ac- 
quired a military precision, the swing- 
ing arms began to circle uniformly. Tin 
cans thrown around playfully now 
moved rhythmically from one person 
to another. Hands that formed mock- 
ing rabbit ears on top of the head slid 
down to cover the ears and then the 
whole face, an attempt to shut out what 
might be coming. Forsythe stopped the 
piece before its ominous notes took 
over, but the tune could be heard loud 
and clear. 

Between these ensemble pieces 
Forsythe sandwiched the only color of 
the whole evening, a “‘prima ballerina’’ 
(Elizabeth Corbett) in a fire-engine-red 
stretch leotard. He took a classic form, 
the pas de deux, with classic music, 
Bach, and stretched them like so much 
silly putty. Instead of giving the dancer 
one partner, she had three, who at 
times partnered each other. The Bach is 
so well-known that the intermittent 
stopping of the tape had the effect of 
the after-images of a strobe light, 
simply confirming the work’s musical 
power. It was a gloriously irreverent 
pas de quatre to balance this very im- 
pressive program. If the New York City 
Ballet is looking for an heir to 
Balanchine, there are non-stop flights 
to Frankfurt leaving every day. a

A Hungry Feeling 


If there’s a real Dead Poets 
Society they'll want to see Allan 
Miller's documentary subtitled 
The Life and Death of Brendan 
Behan. Due to sound problems 
and Behan’s natural drunken slur 
your aural pleasure comes as 
much from lilting Irish rhythms 
as words, but you’ll get the 
basics of Behan’s story, from 
childhood in the slums of Dublin 
where his father read him poetry 
and his mother sang him na- 
tionalistic folk songs, through 
ages 16 to 24 when he was im- 
prisoned for IRA activities, and 
the rest of his life when he was 
e in and out of jails and hospitals 








from drinking, for which he was 
as famous as for play-writing. He 
liked New York (where you’re 
“not likely to be bitten by a wild 
sheep”’) and told an interviewer 
four years before his death that 
what he’d like to have written 
about him in 50 years is “that 
I've celebrated my 87th 
birthday.” He won't, but we can 
celebrate his life in this illumina- 
ting collection of reminiscences 
and performances.
